Earlier, police in Mulhouse in 
eastern F ran ce said they had 
receiv ed teleph on ed tips that 
Schleyer’s body was in the trunk of a 
car. They said they were checking 
the car for booby traps and awaiting 
the arrival of the local district at­ 
torney to witness the opening of the 
trunk.

Two y ears o f co urt battles are o v er 
with the settlement o f suits inv o lv ing 
the Ontario Mo to r Speedway bo ard 
and a fo rmer o perato r o f the 
speedway . 
Sam Cro we, atto rney fo r the no n­ 
pro fit bo ard, anno unced this week 
that a lo ng series o f suits had been 
settled Friday in the West Valley 
Superio r Co urt in Ontario . He at­ 
tributed the legal so lutio n to the dis­ 
putes to the jo int effo rts o f Pamelli 
J o nes and Velko Miletich. 
J o nes and M iletich, business 
partners, were amo ng the o wners o f 
the O ntario Mo to r Speedw ay 
Operating Co . (OMSOC). 
Cro we ex plained that abo ut two 
y ears ago , OMSOC leased the 
speedw ay prem ises fro m the 
speedw ay bo ard andacted as 
o perato r o f the facility . When OM­ 
SOC v acated the facility , a series o f 
suits and co untersuits were filed. 
The speedway bo ard claimed OM­ 
SOC bro ke the lease and asked the 
co urt fo r damages while OMSOC 
sued, asking the co urt to determine 
whether o r no t it had bro ken the 
lease. 
Later, Cro we co ntinued, J o nes and 
Milo tich filed a $21 millio n suit 
against the speedway bo ard fo r 
defamatio n o f character. Additio nal­ 
ly , the speedway bo ard filed ano ther 
suit claiming it o wned the restaurant 
equipment at the speedway and 
requesting $800,000 fro m OMSOC in 
damages fo r the equipment. 
Superio r Co urt J udge Ho ward 
Wiener sat as the settlement judge in 
the hearing, but the v ario us parties 
managed to wo rk o ut an agreement 
witho ut dictatio n fro m the co urt. 
OMSOC agreed to pay the 
speedway bo ard $400,000 and to 
relinquish future claim to the 
restaurant equipment; and all par­ 
ties agreed to dismiss all o ther law­ 
suits, said Cro we. 
“ The key facto r in the settlement 
was Miletich and J o nes. They 
wo rked pretty hard in putting the 
settlement to gether,” Cro we said. 
“ Ev ery bo dy wo rked o ut a settle­ 
ment. The speedway bo ard is v ery 
happy abo ut it and appro v ed the 
agreement at a special Mo nday 
mo rning meeting .’’

“ Altho ugh the p recise 
measurement o f the influence o f the 
regulatio ns themselv es canno t be 
reliably determined, their effect is 
unquestio nable." 
The regulatio ns against redlining 
— the practice by so me lenders o f 
refusing to make lo ans in lo w-inco me 
areas — became effectiv e Aug. 1, 
1976. 
They were bo lstered last mo nth 
when Go v . Edmund G. Bro wn J r. 
signed legislatio n creating the 
to ughest anti-redlining law in the na­ 
tio n.

Way ne Hartmier J r., 
directo r o f the Natio nal Farm 
Wo rkers Ministry in Lo s Angeles, 
said Chav ez had receiv ed many let­ 
ters ex pressing "regret," “ disap­ 
po intment" and “ deep co ncern" 
fro m such o rganizatio ns as the 
Natio nal Co uncil o f Churches and the 
U.S. Catho lic Bisho ps Co nference.

Pro spects fo r a J uv enile Co urt in 
the West End o f San Bernardino 
Co unty impro v ed this week when a 
Superio r Co urt judge reco mmended 
such a facility be co nstructed in On­ 
tario . 
Co unty superv iso rs hav e discussed 
fo r sev eral mo nths the po ssibility o f 
o pening a J uv enile Co urt in the West 
End because o f increased juv enile 
cases and the area’s gro wing po pula­ 
tio n. 
At present, all juv enile cases in the 
co unty are pro cessed at a juv enile 
justice facility in San Bernardino . 
Superio r Co urt J udge Henry M. 
Busch, seeking co unty funds fo r a 
$60.000 remo deling pro ject at the 
central juv enile justice facility , to ld 
superv iso rs he was reco mmending a 
new J uv enile Co urt be established in 
the fo rmer co unty health building 
lo cated in the West Valley Co urt 
co mplex in Ontario . 
Such a facility is needed to fulfill 
the need fo r mo re decentralized 
co urt serv ices within the co unty , he 
said. 
“ We need two adult co urtro o ms 
and a full J uv enile Co urt in the West 
Valley district,” he to ld superv iso rs. 
The judge, who was criticized two 
weeks ago by the bo ard fo r o ppo sing 
an immediate mo v e o f juv enile 
facilities to the rapidly gro wing West 
End, appeared mo re receptiv e to the 
decentralized co ncept when he ap­ 
peared befo re superv iso rs Mo nday . 
Superv iso rs had po stpo ned a deci­

The issue o f interim facilities fo r 
handling 
lo cal juv enile cases, 
ho wev er, is still under dispute.

But he no ted he was 
still o ppo sed to Superv iso r Ro bert 
To wnsend’s pro po sal to utilize empty 
co urtro o ms at the newly -built Chino 
Municipal Co urt until the Ontario 
facilities co uld be co mpleted. 
The judges wo uld o ppo se attempts 
to put co urts in “ far-flung" area o f 
the co untv , he added. 
Since the co st o f transpo rting

federal standard set in 19 61 limiting 
wo rker ex po sure to the pesticide 
DBCP was pro bably unsafe and 
researchers were wro ng in reco m­ 
mending the guideline witho ut mo re 
study , o ne o f the researchers admits. 
DBCP o r dibro mo chlo ro pro pane 
has been blamed fo r sterility amo ng 
do zens o f chemical wo rkers. Fears 
are it may ev entually cause cancer 
in so me o f them, o r in peo ple who eat 
pro duce tainted with residues o f the 
pesticide. 
Charles Hine, a pro fesso r o f o c­ 
cupatio nal and env iro nm ental 
m edicine at the Univ ersity o f 
Califo rnia, said Tuesday the federal 
standard, in effect fo r 16 y ears based 
o n research do ne by him and o thers, 
was “ pro bably to o lo w." 
“ With the present data relativ e to 
human ex po sure, I wo uld be co n­ 
cerned my self that 1 part per millio n 
is a safe and reaso nable lev el," Hine 
said at a hearing o n DBCP 
In 19 61, the pesticide was reg­ 
istered with the U.S. Fo o d and Drug 
Administratio n and wo rker ex po sure 
limited to o ne part per millio n based 
o n research published that y ear by 
Hine and o thers. Tbeir wo rk was sub­ 
sidized by the Shell Oil Co . and the 
Do w C hem ical C o ., the o nly 
do mestic pro ducers o f DBCP. 
Its pro ductio n was halted in 
August when tests sho wed many o f 
the wo rkers had zero sperm o r ab­ 
no rmally lo w sperm co unts. 
Hine said researchers erred by 
suggesting the 1 ppm standard 
witho ut testing it first to make sure 
it had no detrimental effects o n 
animals. A do se o f 5 ppm caused 
so me changes in the tissues o f 
animal testicles, while higher do ses 
caused rats’ testicles to waste away 
and their sperm co unts to dro p. 


SAN LUIS OBISBO (AP) - The 
Ato mic Safety and Licensing Bo ard 
co ntinued hearings to day o n the co n­ 
tro v ersial Diablo Cany o n nuclear 
po wer plant. Fully o peratio nal, it’s 
two reacto rs co uld generate ten 
billio n watts. 
On Tuesday , w itnesses fro m 
Pacific Gas & Electric and the 
federal Nuclear Regulato ry Co m­ 
missio n said the $1.2 millio n facility 
needs no mo dificatio n. Effo rts by o p­ 
po nents o f the plant to shake the 
testimo ny were largely unsuccess­ 
ful. 
The plant is o n the Pacific Co ast 
abo ut 12 miles so uthwest o f San Luis 
Obispo . 
J ames Shiffer o f PG&E said a test 
emergency drill at the plant last 
August was successful and no 
changes in emergency plans were 


required as a result o f it. 
An attempt by atto rney Simo n 
Klev ansky , representing o ppo nents 
o f the plant, to challenge fire pro tec­ 
tio n plans was ruled o ut o f o rder by 
the licensing bo ard. 
Also Tuesday , the licensing bo ard 
heard statements by 28 citizens, 
mo st o f them residents o f co m­ 
munities near the Diablo plant, sup­ 
po rting and o ppo sing licensing. 
Richard Hubbard, a fo rmer 
nuclear engineer, challenged the 
plant’s inspectio n pro gram, say ing 
62 o f 1,67 5 wells in the plants’ co o ling 
sy stem had to be repaired after a 
leak in o ne water pipe was dis­ 
co v ered. 
Karl Kempto n, a po et who liv es 10 
miles fro m the plant, said endanger­ 
ing liv es to o btain nuclear energy 
wo uld amo unt to “ human sacrifice."

Prisoner uses guile to escape

At the time of his escap e, he was 
wearing blu e d enim p ants, a shirt 
and jacket. 
Sheriff’s d ep u ties said Pered ez 
was bro u ght into the jail fo r booking 


bv O ntario p o lice abo u t 5 p .m 
Dep u ties said the inmate was booked 
and issu ed a set of jail clo thing 
similar to the clo thing issu ed to jail 
tru sties. ’ Dep u ties said they then 
allowed Pered ez to make sev eral 
p hone calls from the jail booking 
area. 
As the p riso ner was making the 
calls, a bu s with o ther p riso ners 
d ro v e into the jail comp lex and 
d ep u ties esco rted the p riso ners to 
and fro m the bu s. 
Du ring the activ ity , a sheriff’s 
sp o kesman said , Pered ez slip p ed ou t 
the back d oor, seemingly u nno ticed , 
by d ep u ties. 
Dep u ties said it is believ ed that 
Pered ez then ju mp ed a fence o r the 
wall su rro u nd ing the sheriff s p ark­ 
ing lot behind the jail and walked 
sev eral blocks d own to the F ed Mart 


p arking lot on Mou ntain Av enu e, 
where Ontario p o lice had initially 
arrested him and left his car. 
Dep u ties said the p riso ner then 
d ro v e away fro m the area. 
Abou t 10:30 p .m.. the p riso ner s 
car was d isco v ered p arked on E. 
Holt Bo u lev ard , bu t a search of the 
area d id not rev eal the escap ee. 
Dep u ties said that the p riso ner is 
not co nsid ered armed o r d angero u s, 
bu t citizens u p o n seeing any o ne 
matching his d escrip tio n sho u ld im­ 
med iately co ntact the nearest law 
enfo rcement agency or the West End 
sheriff’s su bstatio n 
Dep u ties said that Pered ez has a 
tatto o of a skeleto n on his left arm.

WASHINGTON (AP) - U S 
nego tiato rs of the Panama Canal 
treaty said to d ay a clarificatio n 
wo rked ou t by Presid ent Carter and 
Panamanian lead er Omar To rrijo s 
may help p u blic u nd erstand ing of the 
p act, bu t need no t be inco rp o rated 
into the d o cu ment. 
The statement of u nd erstand ing is­ 
su ed by the two lead ers last Frid ay 
d id no t carry their signatu res 
becau se “ it ad d ed nothing to the 
treaty itself,” fo rmer Ambassad o r 
Sol M. Linowitz told the Senate 
Fo reign Relatio ns co mmittee. 
He rep eated the White Hou se p o si­ 
tion that there nev er was any d if­ 
ference of v iews between Carter and 
To rrijo s as to the meaning of the 
treaty ’s p ro v isio ns for fu tu re U.S. 
d efense and u se of the canal. 
Qu estio ns abo u t interp retatio n of 
tho se p ro v isio ns aro se when the 
wo rd “ interv entio n” was injected 
into the d ebate o v er the treaty . Bu t 
neither he no r fellow nego tiato r 
Ellswo rth Bu nker ev er u sed that 
wo rd , Linowitz said . 
Linowitz and Bu nker were inv ited 
to ap p ear befo re the Senate p anel to 
ex p lain and d efend the clarify ing 
statem ent that Carter ho p es will 
secu re the treaty ’s ap p ro v al by the 
Senate. 
Althou gh they said there was no 
need to make it p art of the treaty , 
so me senato rs said they tho u ght it 
sho u ld be giv en mo re o fficial statu s. 


It seems to me that the American 
p eop le wou ld be better satisfied if 
this u nd erstand ing were fo rmalized 
in so me way ,” said Sen 
Frank 
Chu rch, D-Id aho. “ I see nothing to be 
lost by that, and I think p eop le wou ld 
be reassu red to know that bo th 
co u ntries u nd erstand the meaning of 
the treaty the same way .” 
Sen. Jaco b Jav its, R-N.Y., said he 
was “ sy m p athetic 
to ( hu rch s 
v iew, bu t said the Senate shou ld 
resist d emand s that it attach reser­ 
v atio ns” to the p act when it is 
ratified . “ I hop e we ll reco gnize that 
these d emand s fo r reserv atio ns are 
ju st ano ther way of try ing to d estro y 
the treaty ,” Jav its said . 


As the hearing began, aid es d is­ 
tribu ted cop ies o f a rep o rt that 
Panam a’s chief nego tiato r, Ro mu lo 
Esco bar Bethanco u rt, had to ld a 
news co nference in Panama on Tu es­ 
d ay that there is no d ifference in the 
U.S. and Panamanian v iews o f the 
treaty 's secu rity term s. 
Esco bar was q u o ted as say ing both 
co u ntries reco gnized that after the 
canal is tu rned o v er to Panam a in 
the y ear 2000, each will hav e a right 
to d efend the canal s neu trality .

DALLAS (AP) - An eno rmo u s 
fireball that seared the ev ening skies 
o v er Tex as and A rkansas and 
p rov oked hu nd red s of p hone calls in 
fiv e states ap p arently d isintegrated 
witho u t hitting earth. 
The 
light fro m the fireball, 
believ ed to be a meteo r, was so in­ 
tense that that resid ents in three 
Tex as cities hu nd red s of miles ap art 
swo re it hit near them. 
“ It lit u p my co ckp it and I saw it 
sp lit u p into bits and p ieces,” said 
Air Fo rce Cap t. William Latham, 
who sp o tted the fireball while fly ing 
a jet at 16,000 feet. He estimated its 
altitu d e at 50,000-60,000 feet. 
Bu t astro no mers gav e co nflicting 
op inions on whether the fireball 
stru ck the grou nd o r bu rned u p in the 


air. 
The fireball was sighted at abo u t 
8:15 p .m. CDT in p o rtio ns of Tex as, 
Lou isiana, Arkansas, Oklaho ma and 
Missou ri. One witness in Tex arkana, 
Tex ., d escribed the o bject “ as big as 
a ho u se.” Other p ilo ts in Lo u isiana 
and Tex as also sp o tted it. 
“ It was d efinitely a m eteo r,” said 
Jo e Patterso n, an astro no mer at the 
McDo nald O bserv ato ry in F o rt 
Dav is, Tex “ When one is that large 
and that bright, it’s likely to hav e 
reached the gro u nd intact.” 
Bu t Col. Gary Gosd in, sp o kesman 
fo r Shep ard Air Fo rce Base o fficials, 
said the o bject bu rned u p and ex ­ 
p lod ed in a bright flash in the air. 
Fed eral Av iation Ad ministratio n 
o fficials in Fo rt Worth said their 


rad ar tracked the o bject acro ss the 
sky , bu t said it “fell ap art” in the 
air. 
Law enfo rcement o fficials, news­ 
p ap ers and rad io statio ns were 
swamp ed with calls fro m witnesses. 
“The ty p ical caller said , There 
has been an airp lane crash a cou p le 
of miles fro m my ho me,’” said 
Tex as Dep artment of Pu blic Safety 
sp o kesman Jim Robinson, who said 
p o lice began checking fo r airp lane 
c ra she s u ntil the wid esp read 
sightings were rep o rted . 
“ It was co ming d own real slow and 
big chu nks of it were falling off. It 
was too slow to be a shooting star. It 
was a p lane on fire and it mu st hav e 
crashed o u t by Rand o lp h Air Fo rce 
Base,” one frantic caller told a San 


Antonio newsp ap er. 
In Arkansas, a s t a t e p o lice 
sp o kesman d enied rep o rts that the 
o bject stru ck the grou nd . Po lice at 
Du mas, Ark., searched a fo rest near 
Oakwood Bay ou fo r abo u t two ho u rs 
after hearing the rep o rts. They fou nd 
no trace of the rep o rted o bject. 
A sp o kesman fo r the No rth 
American Air Defense Co mmand in 
Colorad o Sp rings, Colo., said , “ We 
are in a p eak p eriod fo r meteo r 
sho wers in that p art of the United 
States.” 
He said the o bject was p ro bably a 
bo lid e meteo r, which is a large 
meteo r that enters the atmo sp here 
at a v ery high angle, bu t o ften ex ­ 
p lo d es and flashes becau se of its size 
and sp eed .

Prize-winning au tho r Sau l 
Bello w has been sentenced 
to 10 day s in jail fo r failing 
to make alimo ny p ay ments 
to his third wife. 
Bello w, 61, did no t attend 
the Circu it Co u rt hearing 
Tu esday that resu lted in 
the jail sentence. He was 
granted fiv e day s to file an 
ap p eal bo nd which wo u ld 
p u t o ff the jail term. 
Ju dge Mary Ann Mc- 
Mo rro w handed do wn the 
sentence after an atto rney 
fo r Bello w’s fo rmer wife, 
Su san Glassman Bello w, 
to ld her that Bello w has 
no t made any o f the $2,5 00- 
p er-mo nth alimo ny p ay ­ 
ments that were schedu led 
to begin last Ap ril. The 
ju dge said she might dro p 
the jail sentence if Bello w 
agrees to p ay the $11,15 0 he 
o wes his fo rmer wife. 


T he i r d i v o r c e was 
granted in 1968 at the 
req u est o f Mrs. Bello w, 
who cited desertio n and 
m ental cru elty as her 
gro u nds. She agreed to a 
$15 0,000 p ro p erty settle­ 
m ent and was granted 
cu sto dy o f the ir child, 
Daniel, no w 13. 


Bu t a ju dge later ru led 
that the p ro p erty settle­ 
ment was based o n “frau d 
and misrep resentatio n ’ by 
Bello w and the settlement 
was nu llified. Bello w was 
o rdered to p ay $2.5 00 a 
mo nth in alimo ny , p lu s 
$65 0 a mo nth in child su p ­ 
p o rt. $400 mo re than he had 
been p ay ing. 


Mrs. Bello w’s atto rney

crimination, nor do they 
violate Title VII of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 or 
the U. S. Constitution. 


A suit was brought 
recently as the result of the 
contention that some of the 
standards required for 
entry into the sheriff’s 
department discriminated 
against 
Mexican- 
Americans. 


Statistics during the 
\ hearing indicated that over 
the past three years. 16 to 
23 percent of the newly 
hired deputies were 
Mexican-Americans, said 
Sheriff Peter Pitchess. 


He added, “ The (court's) 
decision has, in effect, as­ 
sured that the sheriff’s 
department will not be tied 
to a ‘quota system’ in the 
hiring of minority can­ 
didates.” 
The sheriff said that the 
plaintiffs in their suit 
claimed that the written 
qualification test was in 
violation of the U. S. Con­ 
stitution and Civil Rights 
Act because Mexican- 
Americans as a class did 
poorer than whites. 
In addition to an injunc­ 
tion prohibiting use of writ­ 
ten tests and minimum 
height standards, the plain­ 
tiffs also sougnt several 
million dollars in back pay 
for applicants who failed 
the tests plus a quota hir­ 
ing order that required 
that at least 33 percent of 


all new deputies be 
Mexican-American, Pitch­ 
ess said.

Pom ona coordinates local ag en cies jobs program 


The city of Pomona has 
agreed for the second year 
to serve as prime agent for 
six agencies which will 
receive $505,000 in CETA 
Title I funds during 1977-78. 
The agencies and their 
allocations include: 
—Cal State University, 
Los Angeles Foundation, 
Center for Mental Retar­ 
dation, $26,812. 
—State 
Em ploym ent 
Development Department, 
$41 494 
— M exican-A m erican 
Opportunity Foundation, 
$269.073. 
—North-West College of 
Medical and Dental Assis­ 
tants, $32,024.

Cal State will use its 
allocation to train eight 
local residents for six 
months in food service, 
m aintenance-custodial, 
factory, horticulture or 
handyman work.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President Carter saId today 
that the performance of Congress this year and his first U 
months in office, at least in domestic matters, vr\U De 
measured by the energy program that Congress produces. 
Carter predicted that his administration would u - 
timately be successful in winning congressional ena< ^* 
ment of his energy program, which won approval in the 
House but which has been battered in the Senate. 


Carter told the chairman of a special House energy 
committee that a “ balanced” program would be one that 
meets conservation goals and avoids a run on the budget. 


“ I think what we do on energy will determine the suc­ 
cess or failure of the year of congressional work, I think, 
in the minds of the American people,” Carter told Rep.

Pulled plug

LONDON (AP) — Doctors switched off the life-support 
machine for a young woman “ clinically dead” after a 
brutal sexual attack, and the action has raised a com­ 
plicated legal issue of whether her assailant can be tried 
for murder. 
In a decision reminiscent of the Karen Ann Quinlan 
case, the victim’s anguished parents and fiance gave tneir 
permission for doctors to turn off a respirator and allow 
her to die, the local coroner in the northern English city of 
Bradford reported Thursday. 
Some legal authorities said that, if and when ap­ 
prehended, her assailant could charge that the physicians 
who disconnected her Ufe support were responsible for 
her death.

Carol Wilkinson, 20, was attacked Monday while^on her 
way to her job as a bakery sales clerk in Bradford. Her 
assailant flung her over a wall, sexually assaulted herand 
battered her about the head. Her facial features were 
obliterated beyond recognition. She was robbed of one 


^D^tore^said Miss Wilkinsion was “ clinically dead” 
when she was admitted to the hospital emergency room, 
but the hospital staff attached her to a respirator that 
breathed for her and drugs were administered to aid her 
heart, kidney and circulatory functions. 
. 
Detective Chief Superintendent Denis Hoban, in charge 
of the hunt for her attacker, said Thursday she could not 
have survived her injuries. 
“ There were discussions between the surgeon, the cor­ 
oner and myself. Carol’s parents and the boy she was to 
marry were fully involved and told everything, he said 
“ They realized and accepted that the injuries sh e had 
received were such that there was no way she could have 
lived 
“ There is no doubt in my mind at all that her assailant 
meant to kiU her, and did so. I am satisfied the man left 
her for dead quite deliberately, 
he said. 
. 
Doctors administered a variety of tests to dctermin 
brain stem activity because guidelines issued by the 
British Conference of Royal Medical Colleges and 
Faculties provide that Ufe-support systems may be 
withdrawn if tests confirm brain death. 
All of the tests showed irreversible brain death. 
“ When they told us the final test had proved there1were 
no signs of life at all, we had to let them switch off the 
machine,” said the victim’s mother, Audrey Wilkinson 
Miss Quinlan survived without the respirator and is still 
in a coma in a Morris Plains, N.J., nursing home.

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One who got away, away, away... 


PONTIAC, 111. (A P) - Harold 
Hemminger is “ the one that got 
away’’ — over and over again. He is 
back in jail after four years on the 
lam. awaiting trial on charges of es­ 
cape, of course. 
“ H a r r y ’s one of the best 
jailbreakers there ever was, 
said 
an officer assigned to keep him from 
slipping out of the courtroom in an 
appearance before Circuit Judge 
William Caisley. 
It is hard to find a jailer or 
prisoner who won’t smile when talk­ 
ing about Hemminger. He’s never 
taken a hostage or harmed a guard 
during any of his escapes. “ Hell,’’ he 
said with a grin during an interview. 
“ I ain’t out to hurt anybody.” 
Hemminger, 36, was recaptured 
earlier this month in Viroqua, Wis., 
after spending four years “ hunting 
and raising kids” when he was sup­ 
posed to be in Pontiac Correctional 
Center in Illinois. 
He escaped in 1973 after being 
sentenced a year earlier to a three- 


to-10-year term for burglary. 
In 1971, Hemminger escaped from 
the maximum security facility at 
Waupun, Wis., where he also was 
serving a sentence for burglary. 
It is hard to tell how many jails 
Hemminger has escaped from. A 
prison official says five. Hemminger 
says four. And the Vernon County, 
Wis., sheriff who arrested him said 
“ jails all over the country” had 
reported him missing. 
Jailed several times for non­ 
violent crimes, Hemminger said he 
had never run away unless he found 
it “ absolutely necessary.” 
He said he escaped once in 
Wisconsin out of hunger. “ I mean, I 
get hungry, too,” he said. “ And that 
damned sheriff was a belly robber.” 
Hemminger, who weighs about 150 
pounds, said he had wasted away to 
110 pounds in the jail. So he took 
down the ceiling light in his cell, 
knocked a hole in the ceiling and 
went to get something to eat. He 
never returned. 


How about Leavenworth, Kan ? 
“ I was framed,” Hemminger said. 
“ The courts should have let me go 
but they didn’t. So it was necesasary 
to leave.” 
That time Hemminger was put to 
work loading scraps of metal into 
barrels, which were then taken to a 
junkyard outside the prison walls. 
Hemminger squeezed into a barrel 
and was loaded onto the truck. 
“ I kicked the lid off and jumped off 
in downtown Leavenworth,” he 
recalled 
When arrested most recently, 
Hemminger tried to escape by 
climbing onto the roof of his rural 
home, but there was nowhere to run. 
On the ground below him were about 
80 coon dogs, which he had been 
training and hoped to sell, and the 
two children he said were bom dur­ 
ing his years as a fugitive. 
The escapee said he had lived pret­ 
ty casually. “ I hunted every night... 
after the first year,” he said. “ I 
figured they’d just stopped looking.”

HANOI, Vietnam (A P) - Some 60,000 Cambodians 
have been granted asylum in Vietnam in the past year and 
are living in desperate conditions on the outskirts of 
Saigon and in the provinces west of the former South Viet­ 
namese capital, diplomatic sources in Hanoi say. 
At least 16,000 of these refugees are trying to leave 
Vietnam and have asked the Hanoi office of the U.N. High 
Commissioner For Refugees for help. 
Most of the refugees are reported 'o have been small 
traders, businessmen, manufacturers or employes in 
shops, business houses and manufacturing concerns. 
Most are said to be from towns from which the entire 
population was moved forcibly to the countryside after 
the Communist takeover in 1975. 
“ The Vietnamese government has been looking after 
the Cambodian refugees despite its own food shortages 
and economic difficulties,” one diplomat said. “ The Cam­ 
bodians are receiving rice rations that just keep them 
alive and are under the ration of 14 kilos (30 8 pounds) 
every Vietnamese gets per m onth." 
The source also said the Cambodians are allowed to 
work as small businessmen and vendors. 
“ That means they can peddle their last belongings to 
stay a live,” he said. 
A diplomat from a nonaligned country who is stationed 
in Phnom Penh, the Cambodian capital, reported during a 
visit to Hanoi that he and his colleagues know almost 
nothing about what is going on in the country. 
“ We have to live in a hotel in downtown Phnom Penh 
which we can never leave,” he said. “ The food is 
delivered to us from the outside. We cannot even go out on 
the pavement outside the hotel.” 
Western observers in Hanoi say they have practically 
no information about the situation along the Cambodian- 
Vietnamese frontier. Last August, some Vietnamese new­ 
spapers reported clashes along the border. But in a visit 
with a German tourist group to a province about 20 miles 
from the Cambodian frontier, this reporter could see no 
sign of military activity or preparedness. 
Cambodia and Vietnam have full diplomatic relations. 
But diplomats in Vietnam say they believe the Viet­ 
namese government has not returned any refugees to 
Cambodia. 
“ In this respect the Vietnamese have acted with more 
respect for basic human rights than some of the other 
Southeast Asian nations,” one Western diplomat said. 
He was referring to governments that have refused to 
admit refugees from the Indochinese countries. 
Of the 16,000 Cambodian refugees who have asked the 
U.N. commissioner for help, 3,000 have received entry 
visas for France. Seventy have received West German 
visas, and U.N. officials believe West Germany may take 
150 more. Belgium also will take 150.

Try a diffe re nt 
park s tour ne x t 


WASHINGTON ( AP) - Tired of fighting crowds at the 
Washington Monument? Too jaded for the Grand Canyon ? 
If so, the National Park Service invites you to visit the 
Saugus Iron Works. 
The m ajor attractions are not the only government 
sites for tourists to visit, the service says. There are 
lesser-known places Some of them are very, very lesser 
known. 
Take, for example, the iron works. On this national 
historic site in Saugus, Mass., the first integrated iron 
works in North America has been reconstructed. Your 
eyes can feast on a furnace, a forge, and a rolling and slit­ 
ting mill. 
On your return home, you can describe the works to 
your friends without fear of learning they’ve already seen 
it. The iron works definitely does not attract as many 
visitors as the Statue of Liberty. 
If iron isn't your bag, try the Fort Union Trading Post, a 
national historical site straddling the North Dakota- 
Montana border. It celebrates the principal fur trading 
depot for the Upper Missouri region from 1829 tb 1867. 
Admittedly, the view does not match that of Mount 
Rushmore. All that remains of this frontier outpost are 
crumbling foundations. But you won’t have to battle 
throngs of hot and sweaty tourists. 
The park service maintains 173 national historic sites, 
created either by a ct of Congress or presidential 
proclamation to preserve areas of Am erica's past. 
The park service can provide you with the names of all 
the historical sites maintained at taxpayer expense. Not 
all are obscure. Included in this classification, for exam ­ 
ple, is the White House. 
Then there’s Mar-A Lago in Palm Beach, Fla ., billed in 
a government brochure as a “ private mansion represen­ 
tative of the affluent society’s way of life in the 1920s 
Alas, the same brochure says the mansion “ is not open 
to the public.” 
This is only proper. What could be more “ represen­ 
tative of the affluent society’s way of life” than snubbing 
summer hordes of tourists with screaming kids'.’ 
Actually, the huge estate, built for $8 million in 1927. is 
simply too expensive for even the government to keep 
open. 
One home you can enter is that of the late Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens, 
the turn-of-the-century sculptor of 
Am erican 
hefoes. 
The New 
Hampshire site m e­ 
morializes his studio and gardens. 
A journey here can provide you with conversational 
one-upsmanship for years when you casually cite Saint- 
Gaudens’ works. Even an Interior Department employe 
admitted Saint-Gaudens “ is not as well known as 
Michaelangelo.”

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Pomona school board OKs three children's centers

Po mo na school bo ard Tu esday 
night ap p rov ed a p lan to establish 
children’s centers at Yorba. Arroy o 
and Madison elementary schools in a 
m ajo r o v erhau l of the tro u bled 
p ro gram. 
Ap p rov al came on a 3-2 v ote with 
tru stees Frances Liv ingston and 
Eu gene Whitlock dissenting. 
Whitlock earlier had said he su p ­ 
p o rted one central location for a 
main children’s center, at Lincoln 
Elementary School, and was op p osed 
to the three-site p lan becau se fin­ 
ancing was not av ailable. 


The p lan introdu ced to the board 
calls for the p resent main center at 
Madison Elementary School to be 
relocated on the camp u s in a site 
closer to the school’s main bu ildings. 
The main center has been the 
scene both last sp ring and in recent 
weeks of nu merou s gu nshots, with 
sev eral bu llets being fired into the 
bu ildings du ring no n-o p erating 
hou rs. 
District officials are hop efu l that 
by mov ing the main center closer to 
the school bu ildings su ch incidents 
will cease. At p resent the mam 
center is set ap art from the o ther 
school bu ildings by a p lay grou nd. 


District Su p t. Charles Carp enter 
told the board that early p lans call 
for the establishment of the three 
centers with relo catable bu ildings at 
the sites. He believ es the district 
can o p erate and dev elop the three 
sites at a cost not mu ch greater than 
the op eration and dev elop ment of the 
o ne main center p ro p o sed by 
Whitlock. 
The p resent children’s center 
p rogram is comp osed of nine sites 
throu ghou t the district with many 
centers located in rentals at chu rch 
bu ildings. 
Officials indicated Tu esday that by 
establishing the three main centers. 


access to a center cap able of han­ 
dling mo re children wou ld be im­ 
p rov ed and cou ld conceiv ably redu ce 
the 301 children p resently on the 
waiting list for enro llment at the 
centers. 
In a memo to the board. Assistant 
Su p t. for Edu cational Serv ices Ralp h 
Tay lor said, “In terms of cost effec­ 
tiv eness there will be a sav ings to the 
p rogram in terms of greater u tiliza­ 
tion of staff and monies being ap ­ 
p lied to the p u rchase of a bu ilding 
rather than their rental." 
Tru stee C. J. Mendoza was assu red 
by staff that cost for the p rogram 
wou ld not imp act the general fu nd of 


the district, with all ex p enses being 
financed throu gh the child dev elop ­ 
ment tax . 
The Yorba site has a large amou nt 
of av ailable sp ace, is conv enient to 
the San Bernardino Freeway and is 
ex p ected to draw stu dents from 
Harrison, North San Antonio and San 
Jose schools. 
Arroy o, officials reasoned, will 
draw its stu dents fro m Arroy o, 
Roosev elt and Kellogg schools with 
the p ossibility of establishing the 
center on the fo rmer site of the Bar­ 
bara 
Greenwo o d 
Kindergarten 
bu ilding. This cou ld create some 
sp ace p roblems at the school if and 


when the cu rrent inadeq u ate 
kindergarten facilities at Arroy o are 
rep laced Children from Diamond 
Bar wou ld also be p laced at Arroy o, 
bu t Diamond Bar children hav e 
nev er comp osed ev en 1 p ercent of 
the p ro gram’s makeu p . 
The Madison site is located con­ 
v eniently , said officials, to Alcott, 
Lex ington and Hamilton schools and 
will enro ll a large nu mber of 
S p a ni s h - s p e a king s tu d e nt s . 
Emp hasis on Sp anish will be p laced 
on the staffing at the center 
The administratio n is ex p ected to 
come back to the board in the coming 
weeks with a fu nding p rop osal.

Chino crime rate increases 
after police crackdown ends

A followu p rep ort on a recent 
p olice crackdown on crime in Chino 
shows that crime incidents hav e 
crep t back u p slightly since the 
p ro gram was stop p ed. 


Police Chief Gerald Doy le told the 
City Cou ncil Tu esday night that 
crime had risen 13 p ercent du ring a 
90-day p eriod following the p olice 
dep artment’s discontinu ance of a 
high p rofile p ro gram that drastically 
cu t crime in that city between 
Febru ary and May . 
The City Cou ncil had req u ested the 
p olice p ro gram after sev eral inci­ 
dents of y o u th and gang-related 
crimes were committed near City 
Hall. 
Tu esday ’s rep o rt indicated that ef­ 
fects of the p ro gram were still being 
felt within the commu nity . 
While seriou s crimes decreased 29 


Ontari o counci l 


p e r c e nt du ring the o rigina l 
crackdown, they were still down 
significantly from the p eriod which 
p receeded the p ro gram, said of­ 
ficials. 
Du ring the p ost-p rogram p eriod 
which ended Au g. 16, officials said 
one ho micide was rep o rted, no 
rap es, 17 robberies, 60 assau lts, 207 
bu rglaries, 140 larcenies, and 22 au to 
thefts. 
Robberies were u p 70 p ercent o v er 
the high p rofile p eriod, assau lts were 
u p 9 p ercent, bu rglaries u p 23 p er­ 
cent, larceny u p 3 p er cent, and au to 
thefts down 8 p ercent. 
“The total reflects a 13 p ercent in­ 
crease in crime since the p ro gram s 
terminatio n," said Doy le. “This in­ 
crease demo nstrates the resu lt of 
retu rning to a normal p atrol fo rce 
op eratio n." 
Du ring the p o lice crackdo wn, 
many o fficers worked nu mero u s 
o v ertime hou rs. All av ailable of­ 


ficers were p u t on field assignments 
to combat street crime 
Doy le said the p rogram had p rov en 
a su ccess, bu t added that p olice of­ 
ficers cou ld not maintain su ch a 
schedu le for long p eriods. 
“We ex p ected crime to go back u p 
once we discontinu ed the p rogram, " 
he added. And althou gh the 13 p er­ 
cent crime hike was not good news 
for the commu nity , it did indicate 
the p rogram and its after-effects had 
made a significant imp act, he said. 
Doy le rep o rted that crime general­ 
ly increases du ring the su mmer 
mo nths (the p o st high-p ro file 
p erio d.) 
“We can conclu de, therefo re, that 
high v isibility is a majo r facto r in 
redu cing crime.” 
Doy le said the addition of fiv e 
p o lice o fficers and the newly 
dev elop ed anti-crime methods will 
p robably begin to bring down crime 
rates in Chino ev en fu rther. 


Guard a pp roved fo r dangerous comer

With nearly 100 p arents crowding 
the cou ncil chambers, the Ontario 
City Cou ncil Tu esday conceded the 
u niq u e sp eed and co nfigu ratio n 
p roblem with the Six th Street and 
Grov e Av enu e intersection, and ap ­ 
p rov ed a crossing gu ard for the lo ca­ 
tion. 
The cou ncil u nanimou sly ap p rov ed 
a $1,320 transfer fro m the co n­ 
tingency acco u nt to the p o lice 
dep artment bu dget for the Viney ard 
School gu ard. Howev er, admitting 
that they will p robably be faced with 
similar req u ests from fou r o ther 
scho o ls in the city , members 
stip u lated that this decision wou ld 
not necessarily set any p recedence 
fo r fu tu re actions. 
Cou ncilman Robert Abel made the 
motion for ap p rov ing the crossing 
gu ard becau se he believ ed the “cou n­ 
cil shou ld hav e flex ibility to deal 
with u niq u e situ atio ns." 
Cou ncilman Homer Briggs, fo rmer 
su p erintendent of the Ontario - 
Mo ntclair schools, stro ngly su p ­ 
p orted the Viney ard crossing gu ard , 
bu t added "I want to p oint ou t here 
and now to friends fro m Viney ard 
and other schools this is, in my op i­ 
nion, an u niq u e situ ation. This does 


not mean that a similar nu mber of 
stu dents will get the same kind of 
concern from me." 
The co u ncil actio n o v erru led 
reco m m endatio ns

Engineer Ed James, the city ’s 
Safety Commission and the Ontario 
Police Dep artment for denial. 
Last sp ring, Viney ard Princip al

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Pomona City Council 
Progressive taxing system 
considered for bingo games

The Po mo na City Cou ncil has 
decided to look at a sliding scale of 
tax ing the gross receip ts of bingo 
o p erato rs in the city . 
The bingo ordinance, adop ted by 
the cou ncil Oct. 10. p rov ides for a 10 
p ercent tax on the gross receip ts of 
each bingo op eration. 
Bu t City Clerk Larry Thomas last 
week p ointed ou t that fou r o rganiza­ 
tions will make money , while two 
will show minu s net after the tax . 
Based on rep o rts filed between 
Ap ril 30 and Ju ne 30, the Chu rch of 
All Faiths rep orted a gross rev enu e 
of $84 ,904 ,37 , a net rev enu e of 
$27 .04 9 17, and a 10 p ercent tax of the 
gro ss rev enu e of $8,4 90.4 4 . That 
resu lted in a net after the tax of 
$18.558.7 3. 
On the o ther hand, the Eagles 
Lodge du ring the same p erio d 


rep o rted a gross of $4 .563 45, a net of 
$338 31, and a 10 p ercent tax of 
$4 56.34 , with a minu s net of $118.03 
after the tax . 
The VFW rep orted a gross rev enu e 
of $6,17 8.25. a net of only $414 .4 2, a 10 
p ercent tax of $617 .83. and a minu s 
net after tax of $203.4 1 
Thomas ex p lained that for the 
largest o p erato r the tax amou nted to 
30 p ercent of the net p rofit, and to 
more than 100 p ercent of the net 
p ro fit of two of the fraternal 
organization. 
“This tax , as ap p lied to some 
op erato rs, is co nfiscato ry ," he said 
Thomas said he believ es the intent 
of the Legislatu re was that the max ­ 
imu m p rofit deriv ed from a bingo 
o p eratio n shou ld be dev oted to 
charitable p u rp oses, “and thu s I 
recommend that the city tax be 
eliminated or kep t to the barest 
minimu m co mmensu rate with ou r 


cost of administratio n." 
Cou ncilwoman Georgia Grov e said 
Monday night that “ We'v e an o r­ 
dinance to enforce. To enforce it 
takes m anp o w e r. M anp o wer 
req u ires money ." 
Co u ncilman Adrian Wright 
su ggested a sliding scale of tax ing 
with the largest organization p ay ing 
the largest p ercentage of tax . “Ju st 
like income tax ." he said. 
“ That's discriminatio n," Mrs. 
Grov e cou ntered 
Co u ncilman G 
Stanto n Selby 
tended to go along with Wright's 
su ggestion. 
“That wou ld p u t u s into q u ite an 
au diting p o sitio n.” said May o r 
Charles Bader. 
Wright mov ed to hold the matter 
ov er for two weeks, while a sliding 
scale is formu lated.

Newsp ap er Enterp rise Association 
(NEA) President and Edito r Robert 
Roy Metz Tu esday in Claremont said 
a iiberal arts edu catio n and a 
su p erio r newsp ap er may not be 
p rodu cts for the masses of today . 
Metz, 4 8, sp eaking at a jo int 
Scrip p s College and NEA Fou nders 
Day celebratio n, addressed a near­ 
cap acity crowd in Garriso n Theater. 
‘ The day of co nstant ex p ansion of 
newsp ap ers into mo re and mo re 
homes may be p ast," Metz told the 
stu dents and alu mni o bserv ing 
Scrip p s Co llege’s 5 0th y ear and 
NEA’s 7 5th y ear. 
Ellen Browning Scrip p s and her 
half bro ther. E. W Scrip p s, fou nded 
NEA in 1902. She fou nded Scrip p s 
Co llege in 1926 
NEA now has 
become the largest featu re sy ndicate 
in the cou ntry . 
Discu ssing “Choices and Chances: 
The Liberal Arts 
and American 
Media," Metz said that “in the p rint 
media, there is too mu ch tru th for 
readers to assimilate . . . so they 
hav e a tendency to tu rn it all off, 


“This is one reason, I believ e, why 
p eop le tu rn to telev ision There news 
is mo re solid. And, it mu st be tru e. 
There it is in liv ing co lo r," said 
Metz. 
Since the end of World War II. 
there has been u np aralled growth in 
both p riv ate co lleges and news­ 
p ap ers, he continu ed. Now, how­ 
ev er, enro llments, su bscrip tio ns, 
grants and co ntracts are down, and 
both colleges and newsp ap ers hav e 
tu rned to comp u ters as cost and time 
sav ers. 
The decisio n made by many 
Americans is clear, Metz said. 
' ‘Qu ite a few hav e made it clear they 
can do withou t a su bscrip tion to a 
daily newsp ap er Bu t, this cu rrent, 
somewhat dep ressed situ ation Is not 
all bad. 
“We in p rint media hav e the task 
of defining ou r roles, and it is not an 
easy o ne." 
Metz said newsp ap ers mu st decide 
what is news and then analy ze it 
thro u gh p o sitiv e and negativ e 
p rocesses and giv e readers informa­ 
tion on which to make intelligent 
decisions.

The case o f Bakke v s. the Bo ard o f Reg en ts, n o w 
befo re the Su p reme Co u rt o f the U.S., cen ters o n 
the issu e o f whether o r n o t g o v ern men t may req u ire 
racial q u o tas in admittin g stu den ts to in stitu tio n s o f 
hig her learn in g . This, at least, is the o bv io u s issu e, 
which has serv ed as the fo cal sp o t fo r mo st o f the 
co n tro v ersy that has su rro u n ded thi* 
p o ten tial 
lan dmark decisio n . 


Bu t there is an o ther, less o bv io u s issu e that is n o 
less imp o rtan t: if we g iv e g o v ern men t the p o wer to 
acco rd p referen tial treatmen t to min o rities, do we 
n o t also g iv e it the p o wer to decide which 
min o rities shall be so fav o red? 


This q u estio n has serio u s imp licatio n s. As Nathan 
Glazer a Harv ard Un iv ersity p ro fesso r, has writ­ 
ten in his bo o k o n “Affirmativ e Discrimin atio n : 
“ We are in deed a n atio n o f min o rities; to en shrin e 
so me min o rities as deserv in g o f sp ecial ben efits 
mean s n o t to defen d min o rity rig hts ag ain st a dis­ 
crimin atin g majo rity , bu t to fav o r so me o f these 
min o rities o v er o thers.” 


An o u trag eo u s ex amp le o f this fav o ritism at 
wo rk is the case o f DiLeo v s. the Bo ard o f Reg en ts, 
p resen tly befo re the Co lo rado Su p reme Co u rt. It 
seems that y o u n g DiLeo ap p lied to the Un iv ersity o f 
Co lo rado Law Scho o l, an d was admitted u n der the 
mistaken belief that he was o f Mex ican descen t. 
When it was learn ed later, ho wev er, that his ro o ts 
were n o t Mex ican bu t Italian , his admissio n was 
rev o ked. An d y et are n o t the Italian s as mu ch a 
min o rity as the Mex ican s? Or, fo r that matter, are 
n o t the Jews, the Po les, the Fin n s, the Letts, the 
Ru man ian s, the Chin ese o r an y o f the o ther g ro u p s 
that made their ho mes o n these sho res also 
min o rities? 


So meho w, p ro fesso r Glazer o bserv es, the g o v ern ­ 
men t civ il rig hts ag en cies hav e man ag ed to tu rn the 
civ il rig hts leg islatio n o f the last decade co mp letely 
aro u n d. The Civ il Rig hts Acts p assed between 1964 
an d 1968 declared that n o acco u n t sho u ld be taken o f 
race, co lo r, n atio n al o rig in , o r relig io n in v o tin g , 
jo bs, edu catio n , o r ho u sin g . Yet n o so o n er was this 
leg islatio n en acted than we “en tered in to u n ex ­ 
amp led reco rdin g o f reco rds o f co lo r, race an d 
n atio n al o rig in o f ev ery in div idu al in ev ery sig n ifi­ 
can t sp here o f life.” 


It is n o t in co n ceiv able, if this p ro cess o f clas­ 
sificatio n an d reco rdin g co n tin u es, that we shall 
sho rtly beco me as racially co n scio u s a so ciety as 
So u th Africa — altho u g h fo r differen t mo tiv es. 
What, then , will the fu tu re ho ld fo r the in div idu al 
who is half Mex ican o r half In dian ? Will he o r she 
also be acco rded fav o red min o rity statu s9 


Already we are n o t far fro m a situ atio n dep icted 
in a mag azin e carto o n o f so me y ears back 
a p er­ 
so n n el directo r tellin g a dark-co mp lex io n ed female 
that “As an u n der-3 0 black wo man with a Sp an ish- 
so u n din g su rn ame, I’m afraid y o u ’re o v er- 
q u o tafied.” 


Certain ly this situ atio n is u n fair to all co n cern ed. 
A selectiv e lo werin g o f stan dards is n o t o n ly a 
hardship to tho se who q u alify as members o f the 
“ majo rity ,” it is an in su lt to tho se min o rity g ro u p 
members who wan t to be accep ted o n the basis o f 
their in div idu al wo rth an d n o t their racial o r ethn ic 
backg ro u n ds. 


In a so ciety that sp en ds billio n s o f do llars to raise 
liv in g stan dards, to help the disadv an tag ed o v er­ 
co me a wide v ariety o f han dicap s, an d to imp ro v e 
the q u alitv o f edu catio n fo r all, is it to o mu ch to ask 
that p eo p le be ju dg ed o n their o wn merits?

Te stin g fo r fo o d se n sitivity 
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Dear Edito r: 
In Dr. Lamb’s Sept. 18 article, he 
g av e y o ur readers so me o utdated in­ 
fo rmatio n. 
He stated that sug ar co uld no t af­ 
fect the nerv o us sy stem which co n­ 
tro ls the muscles in less than 30 
minutes. Ex periments co nducted by 
scientists at the Univ ersity o f 
Chicag o and the Univ ersity o f 
To ro nto , and repo rted in Science o f 
February 19 68 , sho wed that a new 
ro ute to the brain had been dis­ 
co v ered whereby radio activ ity 
g luco se reached the brain in seco nds. 
Jo hn Yudkins o f Eng land recently 
repo rted that ex cess sug ar co nsump­ 
tio n is statistically asso ciated with 
athero sclero sis and heart attacks. 
On the basis o f his studies, Yudkins 
states, “ it wo uld mean, fo r ex ample, 


that a perso n assessed by o ur dietary 
histo ry as taking mo re than 110 
g rams o f sug ar a day (4 o unces) was 
perhaps fiv e o r mo re times as likely 
to dev elo p my o cardial infarctio n as 
o ne taking less than 60 g rams a day .’’ 


In my bo o k “ To uch fo r Health, ' I 
discuss the use o f manual muscle 
testing to determine fo o d allerg ies 
and hv persensities. We no w hav e 
thro ug h the To uch fo r Health Fo un­ 
datio n a state o f Califo rnia-appro v ed 
v o catio n training scho o l, and hav e 
trained o v er 5 00 instructo rs to train 
lay perso ns and o thers to use such 
tests to help themselv es and their 
families to learn what fo o d they hav e 
hy persensitiv ities to . 


The To uch fo r Health classes are 
no w being g iv en at the Univ ersity o f 


Califo rnia, Riv erside and San Dieg o , 
Lo s Ang eles Valley Co lleg e, Lo s 
Ang eles City Co lleg e, 
Harbo r 
Co lleg e and many o ther co mmunity 
and priv ate co lleg es. We hav e also 
been appro v ed fo r license renewal 
co urses fo r reg istered nurses. 


The letter to Dr. Lamb stated that 
the weakness wo uld last fo r weeks. 
This was pro bably a misquo te o f the 
perso n sho wing the metho ds, as that 
wo uld be a rare case fo r such a small 
amo unt o f sug ar to affect the mus­ 
cles fo r so lo ng . Ho wev er, in ex ­ 
treme hy persensitiv ity , it co uld and 
pro bably do es o ccur.

WASHINGTON — The wining and 
dining o f Pentag o n pro curement o f­ 
ficers apparently has beco me a 
majo r industry . A co nfidential co n­ 
g ressio nal study charg es that 
defense co ntracto rs hav e spent 
sev eral millio n do llars annually ” 
o n this so rt o f rev elry . 
Such massiv e entertaining , the 
repo rt adds g rav ely , presents 
a 
threat o f sig nificant pro po rtio ns to 
the integ rity o f public co ntracts and 
the pro curement pro cess.” 
Many a co ntract is co nsummated 
o v er a sho tg un barrel in a fo g - 
sheathed duck blind. Or so me inside 
info rmatio n, wo rth millio ns to a co n­ 
tracto r, mig ht be dro pped casually 
o n a g o lf g reen. The way to a defense 
co ntract may also be g reased by 
bo o ze and blo ndes at a swing ing 
nig ht club. 
The co ng ressio nal study fo und 
“ repeated ho spitality to many o f the 
same federal emplo y ees.” They 
weren’t sho wn a g o o d time fo r the 
pleasure o f their co mpany , the 
repo rt sug g ests. Mo re likely , the 
co ntracto r ho ped in return fo r his 
larg ess “ to o btain adv ance o r inside 
info rmatio n and to secure preferen­ 
tial treatment in the co urse o f do ing 
business with the g o v ernment. 


Two v ears ag o , we wro te a series 
o f co lumns abo ut defense and space 
o fficials accepting free hunting and 
ski trips fro m military co ntracto rs. 


We identified the ho sts as the g iant 
No rthro p and Ro ckwell co rpo ra­ 
tio ns, which ifre re called o n the 
carpet by Sen. William Pro x mire. D- 
Wis., chairman o f the Jo int Co mmit­ 
tee o n Defense Pro ductio n. 
The publicity died do wn, but the 
co mmittee co ntinued its inv estig a­ 
tio n Painstaking ly , the co mmittee 
ex amined the entertainment prac­ 
tices o f mo re than 40 leading defense 
co ntracto rs. The repo rt, just co m­ 
pleted, is still co nfidential. Ho wev er, 
we can rev eal the hig hlig hts: 
— The repo rt listed these 
g ratuities, which co ntracto rs co m­ 
mo nly make av ailable to g o v ern­ 
ment pro curement peo ple: “ Tickets 
to spo rting and cultural ev ents; 
hunting , fishing , g o lfing o r similar 
recreatio nal o uting s; entertainment 
and meals; dinners, balls, banquets 
and nig ht clubs; transpo rtatio n, 
lo dg ing , meals and refreshments, es- 
pecially in co nnectio n with 
ho spitality suites at pro fessio nal 
meeting s; and v isits to lo dg es and 
reso rts * * 
— The co mmittee determined, 
fo r ex ample, that at least 30 o f the 41 
co ntracto rs surv ey ed had g iv en 
g o v ernment o fficials tickets to 
spo rting and cultural ev ents. During 
the three y ears co v ered by the sur­ 
v ey , 30 co mpanies had spo nso red 
abo ut 1,200 ho spitality suites, where 
the bo o ze flo wed freely . At least 35 o f 
the co mpanies ackno wledg ed 


purchasing meals fo r g o v ernment 
emplo y ees. 
— At least 16 firms spo nso red 
spo rting activ ities that included 
g o v ernment o fficials. These ac­ 
tiv ities rang ed fro m g o lfing matches 
to hunting trips. So me co rpo ratio ns 
paid fo r transpo rtatio n, hunting 
licenses, ammunitio n, meals and 
lo dg ing , hunting and g uide fees. 
So me ev en arrang ed fo r the prepara­ 
tio n o f the g ame. 
— The acceptance o f the 
afo rementio ned fav o rs, the repo rt 
charg es, v io lates a 19 65 ex ecutiv e 
o rder. “ Entertainment o f g o v ern­ 
ment o fficials,” cautio ns the repo rt, 
“ can undermine the integ rity o f 
g o v ernment co ntracts. 
Fo r in­ 
stance, a co ntracto r may o btain in­ 
tellig ence o r adv ance info rmatio n o n 
g o v ernment requirements and 
specificatio ns, thereby g aining an 
unfair adv antag e o v er his co m- 
peito rs. 
— One witness, interv iewed by 
an inv estig ato r fo r the Natio nal 
Aero nautics and Space Administra­ 
tio n, stressed that “ o ne o f the pur­ 
po ses o f dev elo ping liaiso ns with 
NASA emplo y ees was to dev elo p in­ 
side so urces who co uld be telepho ned 
fo r adv ance o r inside info rmatio n.” 
Any o ne who pro v ides such info rma­ 
tio n, the co mmittee warns sternly , 
“ is in v io latio n o f departmental stan­ 
dards o f co nduct.

(NEA) — There were fat cats and 
functio naries, jo urnalists and secur­ 
ity men. staff aides and party pro s — 
mo re than 4 00 reg istered particip­ 
ants in all. 
But the hardest fo lks to find at this 
y ear’s Republican Go v erno rs 
Co nference here in the White Mo un­ 
tains were the Republican g o v erno rs 
themselv es. 
There are o nly 12 o f them, do wn 
fro m 32 just sev en y ears ag o . 
And unless the 19 78 electio ns aug ­ 
ment their ranks co nsiderably , no t 
o nly the GOP g o v erno rs but the 
Republican party itself co uld wind 
up o n the endang ered species list. 
That is why this y ear's co nference 
was a scho o l fo r candidates ho ping to 
capture state ho uses aro und the 
co untry during the 36 g ubernato rial 
electio ns nex t y ear. 
So mewhat belatedly , natio nal GOP 
leaders hav e realized that the par­ 
ty ’s traditio nal fo cus o n the White 
Ho use and Co ng ress has resulted in a 
withering o f its ro o ts at the state 
and lo cal lev el. 
With reappo rtio nment lo o ming 
after the I9 60 census, Republicans 
co uld be written o ff the po litical map 
o f America unless they are stro ng 
eno ug h to influence the drawing o f 
new electio n district bo undaries 
No twithstanding the Supreme 
Co urt’s o ne man, o ne v o te ruling o f a 
decade ag o , po litical bo undary lines 
still fo llo w partisan streng th. The 


GOP’s current weakness is v iv idly 
reflected in the g ap betwteen its v o te 
co unt in the 19 76 co ng ressio nal elec­ 
tio ns and its seats in Co ng ress. 
Republican candidates fo r 
Co ng ress last y ear drew 4 2 .2 percent 
o f all v o tes cast, acco rding to the 
GOP Natio nal Co mmittee. Yet 
Republicans ho ld o nly 33.3 percent o f 
the seats in the Ho use. 


“ There are 30 states rig ht no w 
where the Demo crats co ntro l no t 
o nly the g o v erno rship but bo th 
ho uses o f the state leg islature as 
well,” no ted Dick Thax to n, a 
po litical pro fo r the Republican 
Go v erno rs Asso ciatio n. 
“ We’re no t g o ing to be able to 
reg ain co ntro l o f mo re than a handful 
o f state leg islatures befo re the nex t 
reappo rtio nment. So unless we can 
take so me o f tho se g o v erno rships, 
we can be redistricted o ut o f ex ­ 
istence,” he said. 
No less an autho rity than Jo hn 
Co nnally , who se o wn ambitio ns are 
ex clusiv ely natio nal at this juncture, 
is urg ing an all-o ut driv e o n the state 
ho uses nex t y ear by the natio nal 
party apparatus. 
“ The Republican Natio nal Co m­ 
mittee sho uld serio usly co nsider 
allo cating at least o ne-fo urth o f the 
to tal funds av ailable to it nex t y ear 
to g ubernato rial race« ,” Co nnally 
to ld the New Hampshire co nference. 
GOP Chairman BUI Bro ck was 
already ahead o f Co nnally . The 
Republican Go v erno rs Asso ciatio n, 
which has nev er befo re eng ag ed in 


fund-raising activ ities, ho pes to 
co llect $5 00,000 fo r nex t y ear’s cam­ 
paig ns and the Natio nal Co mmittee 
will add $2 5 0,000 o f its o wn to that 
po t. 
The pro spects are reaso nably 
g o o d. Party pro fessio nals think 
Republican candidates will be v iable 
co mpetito rs in all but abo ut eig ht 
o f the 36 g ubernato rial races nex t 
y ear. There is almo st no chance 
fo r Republicans to g ain the state 
ho use in the two big g est states — 
New Yo rk and CaUfo mia — o r in 
So uthern states like Geo rg ia, 
Alabama, and Arkansas. 
But the West, where GOP Go v . Jay 
Hammo nd o f Alaska is all by his 
lo neso me rig ht no w, o ffers a g o iden 
o ppo rtunity , especially after Presi­ 
dent Fo rd’s sweep o f the reg io n last 
y ear.

DEAR DR. M ILLE R: I was just recently willed a 
squirrel monkey and I am trying to do the best I can with 
it. My only question currently is about sun bathing. I don’t 
dare let Jo-Jo out, but am considering a sun lamp.

DEAR V .L.: It might be, if employed very cautiously. 
If you use a red-bulbed sun lamp, carefully screened to 
prevent burning and carefully timed to prevent sun-bum, 
plus adequate space to prevent overheating — then, yes, 
Jo-Jo could benefit physically and psychologically from 
brief sun (lamp) baths.

There 
are many household hazards for uncaged birds, and cer­ 
tainly water — as little as a few cups in a small container 
— can be a deadly trap for small birds. 
D EAR DR. M ILLE R: Prior to breeding our boxer, she 
got a clean bill of health from the doctor. She always has. 
The stud boxer used also had a clean bill of health. 
Neither are from dogs with any signs of hereditary 
problems. In spite of this, her litter had two puppies with 
defects of the mouth the doctor called congenital. First, 
exactly just what does “ congenital” mean and second,

D EA R R.N.: Congenital defects are those abnor­ 
malities of the body which are present at birth. One of the 
most common patterns involving congenital defects is one 
in which the normal parent carries an abnormal, reces­ 
sive defect gene. If two normal parents each carrying this 
abnormal gene are bred, an average of one in four of their 
offspring will show the congenital defect. Therefore, 
these recessive defects may remain in a breed for several 
generations and come to light only when such dogs are 
mated to others with similar recessive defect genes.

D EAR DR. LAM B - I am an in­ 
mate in a correctional institution and 
have put a lot of effort into becoming 
a better person physically and men­ 
tally.

I would like to ask you a question 
pertaining to your statement a 
person should train, not strain. How 
do you know you have done enough 
while training but not to the point of 
straining? 
Are high repetitions better for 
development than heavy-weight, 
low-repetitions, for example lifting 
150 pounds 10 times for 10 sets or 200 
pounds three times for 10 sets. 
D EA R REA D ER - Most weight 
training authorities agree that your 
maximum benefit from resistance 
exercises or weights is obtained by 
lifting the weight no more than 10 
times, then resting and repeating 
such a set of 10 no more than three 
times. Apparently doing this every 
other day will provide the maximum 
benefit you can get for any weight. 
To maintain your muscles one such 
exercise session a week appears to 
be adequate. 
The choice of a weight should be 
one that you can lift easily three 
times in succession but not one so 
light that you can lift it 10 or more 
times in succession without dif­ 


ficulty. As soon as you can lift a 
given weight 10 times in succession 
for three sets (a total of 30) you 
should certainly progress to a 
heavier weight. Excessive repeti­ 
tions will not-speed muscle growth 
or development of muscle strength. 
A lighter exercise in any form that is 
repeated, as occurs with running, is 
considered an endurance exercise as 
opposed to strength exercises. Ob­ 
viously there is a great deal of 
overlap, though, with many forms of 
exercise. 
Some authoriies believe you can 
obtain progressive muscle growth 
with only two sets at each exercise 
session If you send me your address 
I'll send vou the Health Letter 
number 5-1, Weight Training for 
Energy and Weight Control.

D EAR REA D ER - You sound like 
you are doing great. I want to take 
this opportunity to comment that 
boiling or using a pressure cooker is 
a good way to avoid grease. Par­ 
ticularly if all of the excess fat is 
removed before cooking. 
A good pressure cooker can result 
in very tender meat and help people 
avoid fat with its excess calories and 
its effects on obesity or fatty- 
cholesterol deposits in arteries that 
cause heart attacks and strokes. 
Fresh tomatoes are great for you. 
The sugar is all right if you are not 
overweight. Sugar may cause dental 
problems so it is a good idea to brush 
the teeth well after eating sweets of 
anv kind.

In this duplicate hand there were 
ju st about as m any bidding 
sequences as there were pairs. The 
most popular final contract was five 
hearts played by South. 
When a club was opened South 
would ruff in dummy and lead a 
spade. Some Easts rose with the 
spade ace and led a trump. South 
would then make the rest erf the 
tricks by the simple expedient of 
drawing trumps and eventually dis­ 
carding his last dub and third dia­ 
mond on good spades. 
Other Easts would duck, South 
would win, ruff his last club, cash 
dummy’s last trump and lead a se­ 
cond spade to East’s ace. 
East could then give his partner a 
spade ruff. Otherwise South would 
make six. 
When North played in spades he 
always had to lose a spade and a dia­ 
mond, but a couple of North players 


were doubled at five spades for very 
good scores. 
Those East-W est pairs who 
sacrificed at six clubs came out near 
the top. They would lose a spade, two 
hearts and a diamond for minus 500 
and near tops. 
A few North-South pairs went to 
six. One went down one for a bottom; 
the others were lucky enough to get 
their opponents to seven clubs down 
700. 


A California reader wants to know 
if West’s two-spade bid is forcing in 
the partnership sequence: West, one 
spade; East, two clubs; West, two 
spades. 
It is not forcing in standard 
Am erican nor in many expert 
partnerships. On the other hand 
some players use the convention that 
a player who responds at the two 
level promises to bid again.

Swelling ranks 
Ha m ope ra tion 
now ge tting 
CB's 'fine s t' 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The CB radio phenomenon is 
spilling over into the ranks erf ham, or amateur radio, ac­ 
cording to the American Radio Relay League, the 
nation’s largest ham organization. 
The A RRL says there now are 325,000 licensed 
am ateurs, up from 280,000 a year ago. Another 50,000 
persons are attending classes this fall to get their ham 
“ ticket,” it says. 
“ Many of these newcomers are CBers, and we re get­ 
ting the cream of the crop - people really interested in 
two-way radio communications, 
Peter O Dell, ARRL s 
public information officer, explained in a telephone inter­ 
view from his Newington, Conn., office. 
Is it difficult for a CBer to get a ticket, as hams call 
their licenses? Not at all, replies O’Dell, who cites as an 
exam ple a 4-year-old boy who passed the novice exam 
recently. 
The novice, or first of five am ateur licenses, requires 
ability to send and receive International Morse Code at 
five words-a-minute and knowledge of the m ost elemen­ 
tary theory needed to operate a radio. 
The novice is eligible to use portions of four of the ham 
bands to send code, but no voice communication 
“ But with relatively simple equipment, a novice can 
literally work around the world,’’ O’Dell says. 
Is ham equipment expensive? O’Dell says a beginner 
can pick up a good used radio for less than $200. or a new 
! set for about $250. 
: 
“ Of course, like anything else, one can spend whatever 
he w an ts,” O’Dell adds, noting a top-of-the-line 
transceiver costs about $6,000. 
The Morse code requirement apparently frightens some 
potential hams. In fact, the government is considering a 
‘'communicator” license that would not require code. 
* 
But O’Dell says people can learn enough code in two 
hours to pass the novice test. 
: „ Why is code necessary? First, it’s required by inter­ 
n a tio n a l treaty. It's also the most effective means of 
radio communication and uses less expensive equipment 
! than that needed for voice transmissions, 
t ' The easiest way to get a ham license, O’Dell says, it to 
attend am ateur classes. 
“ If an interested individual will write the league, 
he 
says, “ it will put them into contact with a local instruc­ 
tor.” Just write ARRL, Newington, Conn 06111. 
After m astering the novice requirements, many hams 
start climbing the other rungs in the amateur ladder.

WASHINGTON ( AP) — Faced with the realization that 
their economic program isn’t working. President Carter 
and his advisers are back at the drawing boards trying to 
salvage what they can. 
All indications point to yet another attempt to win 
business support and to stimulate investment in new in­ 
dustry, which the country badly needs. 
The failure of businessmen to step up investment ac 
tivity has been the largest single factor undermining 
progress toward Carter’s original targets of a balanced 
budget, lowered employment and sharply reduced infla­ 
tion by 1981 
Some private mutterings are being heard from the 
administration that Carter already has done too much for 
business without any results to show. For example. 
Carter never put forth the tough anti-inflation program he 
wanted because business opposed it and he withdrew 
plans for the $50 per person tax rebate, also opposed by 
business. 
But Carter appears willing to make one more try this 
time through tax incentives to increase business profits 
and encourage investment. 
He also disclosed last week that he is considering tax 
cuts for both businesses and individuals in 19 78. one year 
ahead of his original scheme, if the economy shows signs 
of floundering again, as some experts now fear 
Very little in the economic program Carter unveiled in 
January has worked out according to plan. 
Inflation and unemployment both have remained stub­ 
bornly high, the nation’s huge trade deficit has started 
another attack on the dollar and interest rates have 
reached the danger level again. 
In the first major retreat from its economic program, 
the administration has abandoned hopes of achieving a 
balanced budget by 19 81, barring an economic miracle. 
There is no more talk, as there was during the campaign, 
of the $60 billion budget “ dividend” in 1981 to help pay for 
new government programs. 
Carter’s advisers are now telling him that if he wants to 
meet his goals for an unemployment rate of 5 per cent or 
below by 19 81, the best he can hope for is a budget deficit 
of $20 billion to $25 billion. 
Besides the failure of businesses to step up invest­ 
ments, another fly in the economic ointment has been the 
nation’s trade deficit, estimated at $30 billion this year, 
which has cut into employment and production in this 
country. 
The administration appears to be seeking to reduce the 
deficit by encouraging an increase in the value of the 
Japanese yen and the German mark in relation to the 
value of the dollar, which would make U.S. goods cheaper 
in those countries while raising the price to American 
consumers of German and Japanese products. 
The carter administration is the third to try to tackle 
the problem of lagging business investment, but so far 
Carter has been no more successful than Richard M. Nix 
on and Gerald R Ford. 
Charles L. Schultze, the chairman of C arter’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, said last week administration sur­ 
veys show business is increasing its inflation-discounted 
„ investments by only 6 per cent annually while an invest­ 
ment rate of 8 per cent to 9 per cent is needed to achieve 
the administration’s eocnomic targets. 
Businessmen basically say their profits are too low to 
justify substantial increases in investments 
The administration takes this lament at face value and 
plans to include several m easures in its proposed tax 
reform program to increase business profitability. 
The m easures likely will include a reduction in cor 
porate taxes or a scaling down of the current double taxa­ 
tion of corporate dividends. 
In fact, there has been a pronounced shift in emphasis 
in recent weeks from tax reform to tax reduction, es­ 
pecially in tax cuts for businessmen, although there will 
be significant reductions for individuals too. 
When Carter first began proposing tax reform, his 
em phasis was on closing tax shelters and loopholes with 
little said about helping business, but all that has changed 
now, 
, 
. . 
Secretary of Commerce Juanita Kreps also indicated 
over the weekend the administration may be preparing a 
new statement of its economic policies, in part to meet 
complaints by businessmen that they don t know what the 
administration is doing now.

Shutdowns for la c k 
of na tura l ga s 
now not lik e ly 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The threat of thou sands ot fac­ 
tory shu tdowns this winter du e to natu ral gas shortages 
apparently has v anished becau se ot precau tu inary 
pu rchases of higher-priced emergency gas. a federal 
agency say s. 
The staff of the Federal Energy Regu latory ( ommis- 
sion reported to the commission that fou r of the six 
pipelines which had ex pected major shu tdowns now an­ 
ticipate no indu strial disru ption. The other two now ex ­ 
pect only a limited impact. 
Plant closings totaling in the thou sands had been feared 
becau se of reports issu ed by the commission in 
September based on su pply information filed by the six 
pipelines last May and Ju ne. 
Bu t u pdated su pply figu res show major pu rchases u n­ 
der federal ru les which allow interstate pipelines or their 
cu stomers to bu y emergency su pplies at essentially u n­ 
regu lated prices. Usu ally , interstate pu rchases come u n­ 
der price controls. 
The difference in cost is su bstantial Regu lated gas in 
interstate pipelines sells for abou t $1 44 per thou sand 
cu bic feet. Unregu lated gas sells for abou t $2. The ex tra 
cost is passed on to the consu mer. 
The commission reports show the pipeline companies 
are depending on these higher-priced em ergency 
pu rchases to bolster their su pplies enou gh to av oid major 
shortages, thou gh some shortages still will ex ist. 
The fou r now ex pecting to av oid any significant plant 
shu tdowns are United Gas Pipeline Co.. Tennessee Gas 
Pipeline Co.. Tennessee Natu ral Gas Lines, Inc. and East 
Tennessee Natu ral Gas Co. The last two companies de­ 
pend on Tennessee Gas for their su pplies. 
In last month’s report. United was forecasting that 
30 
indu strial cu stomers cou ld be forced to shu t down. 
Ten­ 
nessee Gas Pipeline said it was try ing to head off 134 
plant closu res in normal winter weather, or u p to 109 in a 
winter 10 per cent colder than normal. 
East Tennessee Natu ral Gas had ex pected u p to 113 
plant closings this winter in last month's report, and Ten­ 
nessee Natu ral Gas' parent firm, Nashv ille Gas Co., 
feared u p to 172 plant closings. 
The companies now are not forecasting any plant clos­ 
ings. 
Transcontinental Gas Pipeline, which prev iou sly esti­ 
mated some 6 13 shu tdowns in a normal winter, or 780 in a 
sev ere one, now ex pects only one plant to shu t down this 
winter. 
El Paso Natu ral Gas Co., in last month's report, feared 
that “certain indu strial cu stomers may hav e to shu t 
down," bu t wou ld not identify them. In the new report, 
the staff said Arizona Pu blic Serv ice Co. is the only dis­ 
tribu tor on the El Paso sy stem still forecasting plant 
shu tdowns, and Arizona Pu blic Serv ice was still refu sing 
to identify the threatened indu stries. 
In last month's report, the commission fou nd no signifi­ 
cant threat of plant shu tdowns on 23 other interstate 
pipelines, althou gh most of the lines ex pected gas shor­ 
tages. 
Some of the ex pected shortages also will be taken u p by 
indu stries that can switch to other fu els.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Army will take equipment 
and manpower from its units in the United States and 
send them overseas to strengthen Western Europe’s 
defenses against any huge, short-warning Soviet ground 
attack, it was announced Tuesday. 
Gen. Bernard W. Rogers, Army chief of staff said, “We 
must sacrifice a bit of the unit readiness ... here in the 
continental United States” in order to increase the ability 
of U.S. Army divisions in Europe to meet any Soviet at­ 
tack and blunt it in the critical first 30 days of any Euro­ 
pean war. 
“The gains we will obtain through this focus on early 
force readiness for Europe, however, will not be without 
their price,” Rogers said in a speech prepared for the an­ 
nual meeting of the Association of the United States 
Armv. 
“Yet the threat ex ists now. and we must act with dis­ 
patch,” he said. 
Rogers did not specify how much additional equipment, 
weapons and ammunition would be positioned in Europe, 
but other sources indicated that enough for two additional 
Army divisions is contemplated. 
Some of the stockpiles may be placed in the north 
German plain, which is considered one of the most 
vulnerable avenues of invasion. 
The Army chief of staff's remarks underscored 
mounting concern in the Pentagon and Congress over 
what is now perceived as a Soviet ability to launch a 
major attack on Western Europe with only five to seven 
davs of preparation, compared with the 23 days of warn­ 
ing time formerly assumed by North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization planners. 
U.S. Army strategists believe a critical point may ro*Tl^ 
in 1981-82 when, they say, the Russians will have finished 
reequipping their army divisions and air force squadrons 
facing NATO with powerful new weapons. 
A recent series of articles by The Associated Press dis­ 
closed problems in American military readiness in 
western Europe and elsewhere 
With a shortage of strategic cargo airlift. U.S. military 
thinking now aims at increasing the combat readiness ot 
forces already in Europe and building up stoekpiles of 
weapons and equipment that troops flown from the United 
States in any emergency could draw before going into ac- 


tl0Kogers indicated the plan is to increase the weapons, 
ammunition and equipment stockpiles ‘ pre-jx isitioned 
in Europe and to flesh out the five U.S. mechanized in­ 
fantry and armored divisions, plus other combat units 
principally in Germany. 
, 
The four-star general made it plain that both regular 
Army and reserve units based in the United States will 
suffer to some ex tent 
* The equipment needed to increase the number of ar­ 
tillery units and to create new unit sets of pre-posjtioned 
equipment cannot all come solely from the production 
line.” Rogers said. 
“We have no alternative but to withdraw some equip­ 
ment from both active and reserve component units 
(which include the National Guard) and divert some ex ­ 
isting production output previously allocated to conti 
nental United States units. 
“Similarly, in order to increase the personnel fill of our 
forward deployed units in Europe, our continental U.S. 
units will likely feel a decline in their strengths, he ad- 


Rogers said that after increasing the readiness ot 
forces in Europe or earmarked to be deployed during the 
first 30 days of any war, the Pentagon s “priorities will 
shift successively to those units required in subsequent 


^ T hi? indicates that the Army hopes eventually to 
restore equipment and manpower resources taken away 
from U.S.-based units, an effort officials say could take 
several years.

The Army now has stocks stored in depots in Europe in­ 
tended for three full armored and mechanized infantry 
divisions, plus 10 separate battalions whose troops would 
be flown from the United States in Air Force transports 
and civilian passenger planes during any crisis. 
These “pre-positioned ” stocks were severely deputed 
to replace Israeli combat losses in the 1973 Middle East 
war, but those stocks “are well on the way to being 
reconstituted,” Rogers said 
However, he said, “we will be increasing the level ot 
prepositioned stocks so that more units can be flown over 
from the continehtal United States on short notice.

IM)re., the plan would 
stand little chance this year in Congress 
Ullman, whose House Ways and Means Committee 
must work on Carter’s tax plan when it is formally 
presented, says Congress cannot digest all the major 
reforms Carter wants in one year. 
Ullman wants Carter to drop his request to end tax 
breaks on capital gains. Ullman also wants to keep alive 
the full business lunch tax deduction, which the Treasury 
Department wants to halve. 
Ullman wants Carter’s bill simply to restructure tax 
rates, make tax forms easier to fill out and encourage 
long-term business investments. He also supports ending 
double tax ation on dividends 
“ If we get bogged down in loopholes, we won t get a tax 
bill," Ullman told businessmen last weekend 
The administration Monday stuck to its position that the 
entire program should be acted on at once because some 
parts are dependent on others. 
The package Carter is considering would reduce income 
tax es for nearly everyone making less than $100,000 a 
year while changing many tax deductions. 
* Ullman wants Carter to delay any request to end a 
variety of deductions, including those for sales, personal 
property and gasoline tax es. 
Such a move has been suggested to the President by 
members of his administration. 
Carter is also considering a proposal to limit medical 
and casualty deductions and remove tax ex emptions for 
such fringe benefits as group term life insurance. 
During his presidential campaign. Carter pledged to 
juggle tax rates to make them more fair and end certain 
deductions and special preferences. 
He would tax capital gains, a tax haven for many 
businessmen, as income and would eliminate the practice 
of tax ing corporate dividends. 
. 
Carter also is considering raising the income at wrnch 
tax es are first due for a family of four, from $7,600 to 
19 ,500 
. 
In one recent draft made public, the Treasury Depart­ 
ment suggests that the tax liability for such a family with 
an annual income of $15,000 to $20,000 be reduced by about 
$300 to $1,360 a year.

Even with the fast congressional action, ( arter s tax 
plan would not take effect until 1979. although Carter in­ 
dicated last week he might ask Congress to begin the tax 
cuts nex t year to stimulate spending.

The polka-dotted ladybir d, 
or ladybug, is r eally a snail 
beetle with a r ound body 
shaped like half a pea The 
most familiar ladybir ds ar e 
shiny r ed with black spots. But 
some ar e black with r ed spots. 
Still other s ar e yellow with 
black or r ed spots. 
These gaily color ed insects 
live in or char ds, gar dens, and 
fields, wher e they eat gr eat 
number s of aphids and other 
plant Alar ming bugs. 
In ear lier times, far mer s 
bur ning off their fields fr etted 
about har ming the helpful 
ladybir d, giving r ae to the 
childr en’s ver se: “ Ladybir d, 
ladybir d, fly away home. Your 
house is on fir e and your 
childr en ar e gone.” 


To “ fly away home,” a 
ladybir d fir st r aises its har d 
wing cover s and then unfolds 
its flying wings.

Nutrition 'balls' tangy, crunchy 


Seven of 10 homemakers 
questioned in a national 
survey consider breakfast 
the most important, yet 
most difficult, meal to get 
family members to eat. 
The study, conducted by 
National Family Opinion. 
Inc., questioned 1.000 
homemakers and found 
lack of appetite, weight 
control and boredom with 
typical breakfast foods as 
the most common reasons 
for skipping breakfast. 
But, a c c o r d i n g to 
nutritionists, the body is 
hungry for nutrients 
regardless of appetite 
after eight to 12 hours 
without food. Eating 
breakfast, they say. helps 
prevent mid to late- 
morning fatigue and 
overeating at lunch. 
Breakfast should supply 
from one-fourth to one- 


third the nutrients recom­ 
mended for daily consump­ 
tion. The easiest way is to 
choose foods daily from 
each of the four food 
groups.

developed by nutritionists 
with the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture to help con- 
sumers meet r ecom­ 
mended dietary allow­ 
ances established by the 
Food and Nutrition Board 
of the National Academy of 
Sciences. Groups include 
milk. meat, vegetables and 
fruits, and breads and ce­ 
reals. 
A typical breakfast of 
milk, egg, orange juice and 
toast is balanced. The egg. 
because of its protein con­ 
tent. is a meat group food. 
But breakfast doesn’t 
have to be traditional to be 
nutritious. A glass of 


tomato juice and a grilled 
ham and cheese sandwich 
is balanced nutritionally. 
So is a hamburger patty on 
a bun with tomato slices 
and a milk shake. Ice 
cream or yogurt with fresh 
fruit and a peanut butter 
sandwich is another 
balanced breakfast. 
Ready-to-eat or speedy- 
to-fix foods can keep 
breakfast easy to prepare. 
Keep on hand foods like 
cold milk, ready-to-eat or 
quick cooking cereals, 
peanut butter, crackers, 
cheese or cheese spreads, 
instant pudding, hard 
cooked eggs, frozen waf­ 
fles and pancakes, fresh 
fruits, and vegetable and 
fruit juices. 
When you can’t take time 
to sit and eat a leisurely 
breakfast, try having 
plenty of nutrition balls on 
hand.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The federal gov ernment, 
say ing1 estrogen drugs may 
cause cancer if taken to ex ­ 
cess, is requiring that 
warning brochures be giv ­ 
en with ev ery estrogen pre­ 
scription 
starting this 
week. 
The Food and Drug 
A d m in istr atio n 
say s 
women receiv ing the drugs 
must be told in plain 
language the risks of tak­ 
ing the female sex hor­ 
mones. 
The most serious risk is 
cancer of the lining of the 
uterus, FDA Commis­ 
sioner Donald Kenned> 
said Monday . The risk in­ 
creases if estrogens are 
used “too frequently or too 
long,” he said, and can be 
fiv e to 10 times greater 
than for a woman who has 
nev er taken estrogens. 
The odds of dev eloping 
g all bladder d i s e as e 
requiring surgery are 2^2 
times as great, he warned. 


Fiv e million American 
women now take estrogen 
drugs during and after 
menopause, and Kennedy 
said he hopes the warning 
brochure will reduce that 
number “ at least by half. 
The drug industry and 
doctors’ groups hav e op­ 
posed the FDA labeling 
requirement in court, but 
so far without success. 
The FDA first proposed 
its estrogen warning 
program in J uly , with the 
brochure requirement to 
take effect Sept. 20. The ef­ 
fectiv e date was pushed 
back because of the court 
challenges. 
In other health news: 
—The House v oted ov er­ 
whelmingly Monday to pre­ 
v ent the FDA from enforc­ 
ing its proposed ban on sac­ 
charin for 18 months. The 
Senate also has v oted for 
an 
1 8-m o n th 
p o s t ­ 
ponement, but the two 
houses must reconcile dif­ 
ferences on whether the ar-

V°Last y ear, the FDA 
instructed phy sicians to 
prescribe estrogens in the 
lowest possible doses for 
the shortest possible 
times, and to re-ev aiuate 
use of the drug ev ery six 
months. The brochures for 
patients repeat that ad­ 
v ice. They also warn that 
estrogens should nev er be 
used during pregnancy . 
Estrogen drugs also are 
used to treat certain 
cancers and as an in­ 
gredient in contraceptiv e 
pills taken by eight million 
American women. Ken­ 
nedy said there is no 
ev idence linking the es­ 
trogen used in the pills to 
cancer. 
Estrogens are fem ale 
hormones produced by the

Despite higher prices, 
not scarcity but abundance 
of food is the way of life in 
America today To be ex­ 
plicit. it is for those with 
money 
Our lives are 
saturated 
with 
the 
historical three squares a 
day, plus the inevitable 
coffee break and our pas­ 
sion for snack foods We 
seem to have assumed the 
role of marathon eaters 
What most seem to 
forget is that once past 25. 
when you reach your op­ 
timum weight, you begin 


physiologically aging. That 
is a hard fact of life to ac­ 
cept From then on. weight 
control becomes a complex 
problem You need slightly 
less food each succeeding 
year, not more 
There are many things to 
do about maintaining your 
youthful figure. But today, 
let s discuss only two of 
them Get out of your chair 
more often and nibble less. 
Most of us eat too much 
Many do not get enough 
physical exercise We need 
to flex our muscles more, 
and to by-pass a few of 


those snacks. In brief: 
Calorie control and exer­ 
cise. fueled by common 
sense and will power, are 
the basic forces in any 
long-term 
weight-control 
program 
Neither one 
alone can do the trick Any 
flexing of the muscles, 
great or little, is exercise, 
and burns up fuel, which is 
calories. 
Restless, energetic peo­ 
ple who seem never to 
stand still burn up more 
calories 
than 
relaxed, 
placid people. 
An im­ 
patient man who rushes 


across the room to switch 
TV channels, burns up 
several more calories than 
the fellow in the armchair, 
with remote control. The 
woman who drags her 
market cart home has a 
smaller amount of excess 
calories to handle than the 
woman who orders by 
phone. 
Scientists have calcu­ 
lated that energetic people 
in the "white collar’’ 
brackets may burn up 66 
calories an hour more than 
their “ why not take it 
easv” brethren. Exercise 


also means activity that in­ 
volves the whole body, 
such as walking, jogging, 
swimming, dancing, ten­ 
nis. etc. Small overweight 
persons often complain 
that though they exercise 
as regularly as their larger 
overweight friends, they do 
not lose as fast as the big­ 
ger fellows. That is be­ 
cause in any activity in­ 
volving the whole body, the 
calorie use varies with the 
size of your body. 
In other words, the 
amount of freight aboard 
determines the amount of 


fuel (calories* needed to 
move it. Of course, a small 
person, desiring to burn up 
calories faster, could car- 
rv extra pounds in a bag 
when he goes walking In 
fact, that has been done.

Mangifesti, North Read­ 
ing, Massachusetts, for his 
creation, “ Ricotta Regal.”

King, Pollock receives a 
second $500 and a culinary 
tour for two anywhere in 
Europe he chooses. 
Jensen, Executive Chef 
at Nielsen’s Restaurant in 
nearby Elmwood Park, 
saw his first attempt to 
win the sandwich crown 
bid for top honors.

Let it be y ou r monu ment in 
history : The ball play er who nev er 
hit .300 in a regu lar season y et the 
man who cou ld alway s reach back 
for that sp ecial kind of magic that 
tu rns p au p ers into kings. 
Ev en y ou r once-bitter riv al, 
Thu rman Mu nson, had to admit it. 
“Withou t him,” said Mu nson, “we 
wou ldn’t hav e won the p ennant. 
Withou t him, we wou ldn't hav e won 
the World Series.” 
Su ch is the story of the baseball 
life of Reginald Martinez Jackson, 
the Wy ncote, Pa., tailor s son whose 
ability to produ ce u nder p ressu re 
sparked the Oakland A s to World 
Championships in 1972,1973 and 1974. 
Now y ou hav e done it for the prou d 
and hau ghty New York Yankees, ju st 
as y ou r boss and benefactor, George 
Steinbrenner III, said y ou wou ld. 
A record fiv e home ru ns in the 
World Series, three in one game, 
fou r in fou r official at-bats. 10 ru ns 
scored, eight ru ns batted in, a .450 
batting av erage — an indiv idu al 
p erform ance on lev el with the 
immortals. 
“The word su p erstar is ov eru sed 
— R u th, 
D iM aggio, M ay s, 
Clem ente,” y ou told rep orters 
modestly . “ Bu t I can say I had one 
day like those gu y s." 


N ot e a s y 


Indeed y ou did. Bu t it wasn t easy . 
R em em ber all those lonely , 
fru strating moments du ring the su m­ 
mer. 
You were the “Teacher s Pet. 
The boss took y ou in his limou sine 
and showed y ou the town He signed 
y ou to a $2 9-million contract. 
This made y ou the most u npopu lar 
man in the Yankees clu bhou se 
Mu nson, the Mast Valu able Play er of 
the prev iou s y ear, got mad when y ou 
told a magazine writer that y ou were 
“the straw that stirred the drink.” 
You said Mu nson cou ld only stir it 
bad. 
It was an u ndiplomatic thing to 
say , bu t y ou are not diplomatic. You 
say what comes to y ou r tongu e No 
su btleties. No dev iou sness. You take 
the conseq u ences 


The conseq u ences were costly . 
Mu nson refu sed to shake y ou r 
hand Third baseman Graig Nettles 
made u nhappy noises. Play ers with 
the same color of dark skin mov ed 
their lockers to the other side of the 
room 
There y ou sat, alone and brooding, 
on y ou r locker stool— not liked by 
the manager and ignored by almost 
ev ery one bu t backu p catcher Fran 
Healy , whose friendship nev er wa­ 
v ered. 
The m anager, accu stomed to 
center stage, resented y ou . He 
wou ldn't bat y ou cleanu p. Once he 
y anked y ou in front of a national 
telev ision au dience and, when y ou 
objected to the indignity , the two of 
y ou almost came to blows in the 
du gou t. 
Yet it was y ou who interceded 
when the manager was abou t to be 
fired. You helped sav e his job.

It was an agonizing su mmer. 
The fans were goaded by a hostile 
press. They booed y ou at ev ery tu rn 
lYessu res, ev en with y ou r princely 
salary , became almost u nbearable. 
You r father q u it coming u p from 
Philadelphia to watch y ou play . You r 
mother wou ldn't tu rn on the radio. 
Remember how y ou sat in y ou r 
loneliness and said to y ou rself, “ Why 
do I hav e to take all of this stu ff? I 
hav e a good job waiting for me ou t­ 
side.” 
Qu itting wou ld hav e been easy , bu t 
it was not y ou r way . It was a word 
y ou didn’t know You owed too mu ch 
to too many , so y ou stu ck it ou t. 
You were “Mister Sep tember in 
the Yankees’ fierce pennant driv e. 
You closed y ou r lips and tightened 
the grip on y ou r bat. You became the 
Yankees’ sparkplu g, and ev ery body 
knew it. You r life changed. 
And the climax came ju st before 11 
p.m. on a chill Tu esday night when 
y ou propelled y ou r third home ru n of 
the ev ening into the black-painted 
u noccu pied bleachers in deep center 
field.

NEW YORK (AP) - Reggie 
Jackson, the man who stirred the 
drink, made it a champagne cocktail. 
With three magnificently dramatic 
home ru ns, he gift-wrapped the New 
York Yankees’ 21st World Series 
championship. 
“I am the straw that stirs the 
drink.” Jackson said before he had 
ev er batted for the Yankees in a 
major leagu e game “(Catcher and 
captain Thu rman) Mu nson can only 
stir it bad. ” 
Thou gh that comment alienated 
Mu nson and tou ched off the Yankees 
soap opera season of conflict and 
controv ersy , all was forgotten Tu es­ 
day night. Jackson powered New 
York to an 8 -4 v ictory ov er the Los 
Angeles Dodgers and gav e the 
Yankees the World Series, fou r 
games to two. 
“Ah, the taste of v ictory .” Jackson 
said, swigging a bottle of champ agne 
in the ju bilant Yankees locker room. 
“This sy mbolizes v ictory and being 
champions.” 
One y ear after the Yankees su f­ 


fered World Series disgrace, a fou r- 
game sweep by Cincinnati last Oc­ 
tober, the Yankees were No, 1—the 
only nu mber acceptable to owner 
George Steinbrenner. 
Steinbrenner, who bou ght the 
Yankees in 1973, is the architect of 
the Yankees’ su premely su ccessfu l 
season. It was Steinbrenner who 
spent $2.9 million to bring the free- 
agent Jackson to New York. 
“The nex t morning, after we were 
beaten in fou r straight by Cincinnati, 
we began working on this y ear.’ 
Steinbrenner said. “I swore it was 
not gonna happen again. 
“Now, we re on top and we re gon­ 
na stay there.” 
More than any other p lay er, 
Jackson drov e the Yankees to the 
top. The Series’ Most Valu able 
Play er with a record-breaking fiv e 
homers and a Series-leading .45 0 bat­ 
ting av erage, Jackson stoked a hot 
bat in Sep tember to fire the Yan­ 
kees to the American Leagu e East 
Div ision crown. 
All his hitting heroics helped him 


ov ercome a season of mental p res­ 
su re that wou ld cru mble a lesser 
man. First, there was the spring 
training rem ark that degraded 
Mu nson, the Most Valu able Play er in 
the AL last y ear. 
Soon after the remark appeared in 
a national magazine, Jackson had his 
celebrated ru n-in with Manajger Billy 
Martin on national telev ision. The 
two prou d men argu ed and nearly 
came to blows in their du gou t in 
Boston, and the TV cam eras 
recorded ev ery moment. 
Bu t Tu esday night was a time for 
the Yankees to bask in the thrill of 
their v ictory and the awe of witness­ 
ing Jackson’s home ru ns — one of the 
most powerfu l and theatrical feats in 
World Series annals. 
“ He beat u s single-handedly ,” said 
Dodger first baseman Stev e Garv ey 
“I'v e nev er seen a performance like 
that in the World Series. ” 
It was the su n and the moon of 
su p erstar performances. 
“Gu y s throw arou nd the word 
su p erstar a lot, 
said Jackson. 
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Da s h-line indic a te s pa th of ba ll a s Re ggie Ja c k ­ 
s on he a ds for firs t a fte r be lting third c ons e c u-

What Jackson did was tie Babe 
Ru th’s record of three homers in one 
Series game. It started as if Chris 
Chambliss wou ld be the hitting hero 
as he had been last y ear in New 
York’s p lay off conq u est of the 
Kansas City Roy als. Bu rt Hooton 
walked Jackson on fou r straight 
p itches in the second inning, and saw 
him score on Chambliss’ home ru n. 


Then Jackson took matters into his 
own hands. He smashed a screaming 
line driv e into the right field stands 
on Hooton s first pitch to him in the 
fou rth Then, in the fifth, he sent one 
from Elias Sosa on a similar fast trip 
into the right field seats. 
“The balls were in. That's how 
they tried to pitch me all Series,” 
said Jackson. “You can pitch me in, 
bu t don’t knock on the door and an­ 
nou nce it. Ev en a du mmy will adju st 
and I adju sted.” 
Charlie Hou gh, a knu ckleball 
p itcher, was hu rling the eighth in­ 
ning. He threw his first pitch down 
and ov er the p late, bu t the resu lt was 
the same: a mammoth homer—this 
time to center field, an estimated 450 
feet away . 
“ Nothing can top this,” said 
Jackson. “Who the hell is going to hit 
three homers to decide a World 
Series7 Hell, I’m not.” 
Bu t he did. 
In Game 5. Jackson homered on 
his last at-bat. So he ended u p 
smashing home ru ns on each of his 
last fou r swings. Ov erall in the 
Series. Jackson broke records for 
most homers (5 ), most ru ns scored 
(10), most consecu tiv e homers in 
two games (4) and most total bases 
(25 » . 
The total base record for a six - 
game Series prev iou sly belonged to 
Martin, the former Yankee second 
baseman. 
Dodge rs die by long ba ll 


NEW YORK (AP) - The “ Big 
Dodger in the Sky ” finally threw 
Tom Lasorda a cu rv eball. 
“Ou r p itchers ju st didn t pu t the 
ball where they were su pposed to,” 
said the Los Angeles manager, “and 
ou r hitters didn’t hit the ball the way 
they were cap able of.” 


Lasorda, who claims to bleed 
Dodger Blu e becau se of his long 
emotional attachment to he Los 
Angeles Dodgers organization, was 
bleeding more than u su al Tu esday 
night after watching the New York 
Yankees tear ap art his rep u table 
pitching staff. 


“We liv ed by the long ball all 
season and we died by it in the World 
Series,” said Lasorda after the 
Yankees hit fou r home ru ns, three by 
Reggie Jackson, to bu ry the Dodgers 
8-4 and win the 1977 World Series 
fou r games to two. 


“I kept hoping and pray ing that we 
cou ld get something started ... bu t it 
ju st wasn t to be, ” said Lasorda, who 
in the p ast had whimsically inv oked 
“the Big Dodger in the Sky ” for su p­ 
posedly su p ernatu ral help 
Actu ally , the only thing su ­ 
p ernatu ral that happened Tu esday 
night appeared to be Jackson's perfor­ 
mance. It was the talk of the stu nned 
Dodger locker room 


“I think it was a night when he 
released a lot of his emotional ten­ 
sion.” said Dodger first baseman 
Stev e Garv ey , referring to Jackson's 
season of controv ersy in New York 
“It su re was some p erformance. I 
hav e nev er seen one like it in my life 
in a championship game situ ation . ” 


Lasorda agreed. 
“ Let's pu t it this way ." said 
Lasorda. “No one has hit three 
homers in one World Series game 


since 1928. so it has to be a hell of a 
performance. I hav e nev er seen any 
better in a World Series.” 
While impressed with Jackson and 
the Yankees as a whole, the Dodgers 
wou ld not let the loss of a World 
Series ov ershadow their brilliant 
season. 


“ Nobody on the Dodgers shou ld 
fed ashamed,” said third baseman 
Ron Cey , “ Nobody believ ed in u s at 
the start of the y ear, bu t we prov ed 
we were a great ballclu b. You hav e 
to giv e credit where credit is du e, the 
Yankees were able to make all the 
right play s. Their p itchers made the 
good pitches, and their hitters got 
the big hits. I know we'll be back 
nex t y ear.” 
Garv ey and Lasorda ex pressed 
similar pride in defeat 
“The thing was we nev er q u it, 
ev en in the ninth and we were losing 


by fiv e ru ns,” said Garv ey . “Wecon­ 
tinu ed to giv e 100 p er cent. That’s 
ty pical of this Dodger team. ” 
“ I’m v ery prou d of this team and 
the things that it’s accomplished this 
y ear,” said Lasorda. “ Whatev er we 
did, we ex emplified the character of 
a tru e Dodger team, and many peo­ 
ple hav e told me that ou r play ers had 
a lot of class both on and off the 
field” 
Garv ey only wished that the script 
wou ld hav e had a Holly wood ending 
for the Dodgers. 
“ It’s an emp ty feeling,” said 
Garv ey . “ It’s like writing a book 
withou t a climax ... bu t we’ll be 
back.”

Benson will remember his first

way . Abdu l-Jabbar, reacting to an 
elbow thrown hard to his midsection 
by Benson, floored the Milwau kee 
Bu cks’ rookie center with one 
wicked right cross to the ey e 2:09 
into play Tu esday night. 
Abdu l-Jabbar was ejected and 
Benson, who incu rred a mild concu s­ 
sion, bru ises and lacerations, was 
sent to Lu theran Hospital for X-ray s 
of his badly swollen ey e area. The 
Bu cks, ap p arently missing Benson 
less than the Los Angeles Lakers 
missed the NBA s reigning Most 
Valu able Play er, went on to a 117-112 
season opening v ictory . 
Brian Winters pou red in 26 p oints 
for the Bu cks, while rookie Marq u es 
Johnson threw in three sp ectacu lar 
baskets in a fou rth q u arter sp u rt as 
Milwau kee ou tscored the Lakers 9-2 
for a 103-93 lead with 4:21 to play . 
Bu t, as ex citing as Johnson was —

They helped him to his feet, bu t he 
almost immediately sagged back to 
the floor and sat in a daze for sev ­ 
eral minu tes. 
He ev entu ally was escorted to the 
locker room, and spoke to rep orters 
there late in the third q u arter. 
“Coming u p the floor, Kareem was 
elbowing me,” he said. “ We got back 
down the floor and I elbowed him 
back. I tried to play defense, and the 
nex t thing I got was hit in the face. 
That’s all I got to say .”

It was ex pected that Benson, the 
first p lay er chosen in the NBA 
college draft last Ju ne, wou ld not 
play in the Bu cks’ game at Denv er 
tonight. 
The 7 -foot-2, 235 -pou nd Abdu l- 
Jabbar hu rriedly dressed and left the 
arena after his ejection. 
“ He (Benson) ju st hau led off and 
threw an elbow into my gu t, right 
arou nd the solar plex u s. He ju st 
hau led off and hit m e,” Abdu l- 
Jabbar said. 
“I was thinking abou t the fact I 
can’t let him do that,” he said. “If 
it’s an accident, thatVone thing. Bu t 
if someone deliberately tried to hu rt 
y ou , that’s something else. I’v e been 
play ed rou gh before by a lot of peo­ 
ple. You ’v e seen here what people 
get Away with.”

Then Vachon stopped 
New York's Clark Gillies 
on a three-foot thrust from 
the right side, the 
Islanders’ Gerry Hart hit 
the goalpost with a shot 


and the Kings’ goalie flop­ 
ped on his back and made a 
kick save of a shot by J.P. 
Parise. 
Resch. posting his first 
shutout of the season and 
the 15th of his NHL career, 
did not have nearly as dif­ 
ficult a time as Vachon, 
making only 28 saves. 
Afterward, he admitted 
that he tries to pattern 
himself after Vachon. “ I 
picked up some tips from 
him tonight.” Resch con­ 
fessed, without elabor­ 
ating. 
“ He did some very 
unorthodox things. He was 
oblivious to all else — it 
was him against the puck. 
He seemed to know where 
the shots were coming 


from even before we got 
them off,’’ added Resch. 
“ We did everything right 
except score. 
New York Coach A1 Ar­ 
bour also praised Vachon. 
“ He was fantastic." he 
said. 
“ This was a frustrating 
type of game,” added Ar­ 
bour.

Pa te rno 
wins big 
in life 


DANVILLE, Pa. (AP) - 
Joe Paterno has a reputa­ 
tion for winning the big 
qnes — the Orange Bowl, 
the Cotton Bowl. But the 
Penn Sta te co ach ’s 
greatest victory came this 
week when his 11-year-old 
son opened his eyes and 
smiled. 


Paterno, one of the 
nation's foremost college 
football coaches, was not 
there last Saturday when 
his lOth-ranked Nittany 
Lions beat Syracuse. He 
was anxiously pacing the 
halls of the Geisinger 
Medical Center here, 
where his son David lay 
near death. 
Inside the intensive care 
ward, doctors worked 
frantically to save his son 
Outside, Paterno prayed, 
comforted his wife, Sue, 
and reaffirmed his com­ 
mitment to family over 
football. 
“ It took a maximum ef­ 
fort to save him,” said Dr. 
Henry Hood, chief of the 
m edical 
ce n te r’s 
neurosurgery department. 
“ It took all the skills, tech­ 
niques and equipment, but 
he responded.” 
David Paterno. a sixth 
grader, fractured his skull 
after falling from a tram­ 
poline at school Friday, the 
day before his father’s 
team faced the game at 
Syracuse. 
The oldest of five 
Paterno children, David 
remained in serious condi­ 
tion Tuesday, but he 
regained consciousness 
and smiled at his parents. 
The boy’s prognosis is 
good, but it could be weeks 
before the full extent of his 
injuries are known 
The accident created a 
personal and professional 
dilemma for Paterno. 
National rankings were at 
stake and a post-season 
bowl bid might be in the 
balance. 
But Paterno knew he 
could not be in Syracuse. 
Even the crowds, the ex­ 
citement, and a chance for 
* his 106th career win could 
not sway him from what he 
values most — his family. 
The Nittany Lions es­ 
caped with a 31-24 win. It 
was the first time in 12 
i 
ears as head coach that 
‘atemo was not roaming 
the sidelines on game day. 
Paterno returned to 
Penn State Tuesday, short­ 
ly after his son came out of 
a coma. He spent most of 
the day with his coaches 
and players, preparing for 
Saturday’s game against 
West Virginia. 
The Patemos value their 
privacy and refused to dis­ 
cuss their son’s condition. 


“ He has always assigned 
the highest priority to his 
wife and fam ily,” Hood 
said 


spearheaded by tailback 
White, quarterback Hertel 
and wide receiver Simmrin 
— against 11 th-rated Notre 
D am e’s rugged and 
veteran defensive corps. 
Outland Trophy winner 
Ross Browner and W illie 
Fry rank as the top defen­ 
sive end duo in the nation, 
and cornerback Luther 
Bradley is also one of the 
country’s best.

“ What makes it so tough 
in South Bend” Robinson 
said, “ is not the stadium or 
the atmosphere or the 
gremlin dancing on the 
sidelines. 
“ It’s the Notre Dame 
football players. They’re 
pretty doggone good. ” 
The weather in South 
Bend is expected to be 
some 30 degrees colder 
than what the Trojans are 
accustomed to, but Robin­ 
son said that shouldn’t 
make much difference. 
“ I don’t really expect it 
to be a ll that cold,” 
Robinson said. “ But we'll 
do the best we can to 
protect ourselves and pre­ 
pare...and then forget it, 
because if it’s cold for us, 
it’ll be just as cold for 
them.” 


LOS ANGELES (AP) 
The starting days as 
quarterback for the great 
Joe Namath most probably 
are at an end. 
He’ll be on the sidelines 
when the Los Angeles 
Rams battle the Minnesota 
Vikings in the nationally 
televised National Football 
League game Monday 
night, just as he was last 
Sunday. 
There is a big difference. 
Young Pat Haden, the 
starter for the Rams in the 
latter part of 1976, was the 
starter against New 
Orleans reportedly be­ 
cause of a swollen Namath 
knee that kept him out of a 
couple of practice sessions. 
This week Namath can 
practice all the way, but 
the 24-year-old Rhodes 
Scholar Haden still gets 
the call and will do the play 
calling. Namath is the 
backup man. 
Asked about switching to 
Haden after the 34-year-old 
Namath started the first 


four regular NFL games, 
Coach Chuck Knox told 
newsmen Tuesday that last 
week Namath had a sore 
knee that kept him from 
some practice and also 
“ We felt we needed a little 
change.” 
As for this week, Knox 
said, “ Haden is starting 
because he played well 
Sunday” when Los Angeles 
downed New Orleans 14-7. 
The Rams, winners of 
the NFC West division title 
the past four seasons, 
currently are 3-2. In the 
last start by Namath, who 
became a free agent for this 
season after 12 campaigns 
with the New York Jets, 
the Rams were upset by 
the Chicago Bears 24-23. 
Haden came into that one 
in the final minute and 
directed a touchdown 
drive. 
Namath said he was all 
right physically to start 
against New Orleans and 
personally 
felt the 
coaching staff just wanted 


to make a change. He had 
shared the quarterback job 
with 
Haden 
in 
the 
preseason and was the 
choice to start the regular 
campaign. 
With Broadway Joe at 
the helm, the Rams were 2- 
2. losing to Atlanta and the 
Bears while beating San 
Francisco and P h il­ 
adelphia. 
In those four, Namath hit 
50 of 107 pass attempts for 
a 46.7 percentage, 606 
yards and had five in­ 
terceptions — four by 
Chicago. 
Haden is 12-of-22 for 235 
yards, a 54.5 percentage 
with one interception. 
The former University of 
Southern California Rose 
Bowl star also gives more 
mobility at the quarter­ 
back position since he can 
run where Namath cannot 
because of gimpy knees 
that have undergone five 
operations 
So it appears that unless 
Haden *is hurt, the blond 


scholar will be operating 
the offense. And Knox in­ 
dicated that the plan of 
having the quarterback 
call his own signals w ill 
continue. The men on the 
field called the plays in the 
preseason but Knox had 
the coaches calling them in 
the regular season opener 
against Atlanta. He re­ 
turned the duty to Namath 
in the second game. 
Fo r the past three 
seasons, the plays had been 
sent in from the bench. 
Haden operates on Mon­ 
day against the team that 
faced him a year ago in his 
first N FL start. With 
Jam es Harris and Ron 
Jaworski both injured, the 
job went to Haden in last 
year’s regular season bat­ 
tle against the Vikings. In 
overtime it was a 10-10 tie. 
He also started the NFC 
championship game won 
by Minnesota 24-13. 
Ln addition to naming 
Haden, Knox announced 
that middle linebacker 


Jack Reynolds would be 
activated for the Min­ 
nesota game. A regular 
last year, Reynolds has 
had contract difficulties 
and was traded. But NFL 
C om m issioner 
Pete 
Rozelle negated the trade 
and returned the defensive 
star to the Rams. With con­ 
tract difficulties settled, 
Reynolds has rejoined the 
club. 
Jim Youngblood w ill 
s ta rt at the middle 
linebacker spot, as he has 
all this season, but to make 
room for Reynolds, the 
Rams released Rick Kay, a 
four-year veteran.

In capital ($166 m illion) it 
would rank third, after 
M errill Lynch and Salomon 
Brothers. 


The new firm w ill be 
well placed when listed

The o ffic ia l 
deadline is Jan. 1, 1978, 
though the broking com­ 
munity is lobbying for a 
delay. 


The deal makes sense for 
both brokers.

Report claims 
West German 
industrialist 
has been slain 


PARIS (AP) — A communique 
received by an extreme leftist Paris 
newspaper Wednesday said “the ex­ 
istence of Mr. 
H a n n s - M a r t i n 
Schleyer has-been ended. Schleyer, 
West German industrialist, was kid­ 
naped by German terrorists Sept. 5. 
The communique was signed 
“Commando Siegfried Houssner 
R A F .” 
That was the name of the German 
terror group that said it kidnaped 
Schleyer and threatened to execute 
him unless the West German govern­ 
ment released 11 terrorists from 
West German jails and flew them to 
the refuge of their choice with nearly 
half a million dollars in ransom. 
The government has not met the 
demands. 
Earlier, police in Mulhouse in 
eastern France said they had 
received telephoned tips that 
Schleyer’s body was in the trunk of a 
car. they said they were checking 
the car for booby traps and awaiting 
the arrival of the local district at­ 
torney to witness the opening of the 
trunk 
Police were alerted to the car by 
several telephone calls. An officer 
said one caller claimed he was from 
a news agency and another said he 
was German. This immediately 
raised suspicions that Schleyer, kid­ 
naped Sept. 5, or his body could be in 
the trunk. 
Schleyer. 62. was kidnaped by West 
German terrorists who threatened to 
execute him unless 11 of their jailed 
comrades were freed and flown to a 
refuge of their choice with nearly 
half a million dollars in ransom 
money. 
Several deadlines for a West 
German government response went 
by without word as Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt and his aides dealt 
with the hijacking of a Luftansa air­ 
liner commandeered in apparent 
coordination with the Schleyer case 
The hijacking ended at Moga­ 
dishu. Somalia, in the darkness Mon­ 
day night with an assault and rescue 
of 86 hostages by specially trained 
West German anti-terrorist com­ 
mandos. 
But this left hanging the fate of 
Schlever. executive in the giant 
Damlier-Benz automotive combine 
and president, of the West German 
Employers' and Industrial Associa­ 
tion 
Earlier rumors had circulated in 
France and West Germany that his 
body was found in the Seine River in 
Paris. This reflected widespread 
fears he would be executed as the 
kidnappers had threatened 
The car. a green Audi 80 sedan 
with German license No. HGAN 460. 
was found in the northern sector of 
this city near the West German 
border and about 280 miles southeast 
of Paris

Hint multiple drugs 
Presley death cause 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) - Ten 
drugs were present in Elvis 
Presley’s bloodstream when he died 
in August and they probably con­ 
tributed to his death, a published 
report said today. 
The Commercial Appeal quoted 
sources as saying Dr. Jerry Fran­ 
cisco. Shelby County medical ex­ 
aminer. may rule multiple drugs as 
the cause of the singer’s death 
FYancisco, reached at his office 
late Tuesday, would not confirm the 
reports but said he would probably 
hold a news conference on the 
autopsy Friday. 


Francisco originally ruled Presley 
died of cardiac arrythmia from un­ 
known causes He said at a press 
conference held nearly six hours 
after the death that there was no evi­ 
dence of drug abuse 
Among the drugs the sources said 
were found in Presley s bloodstream 
were an antihistamine often used to 
control hay fever or allergies; 
codeine, a derivative of opium often 
used to relieve pain and found in 
some cough medicines, Demerol, a 
narcotic used as a sedative and 
analgesic, and several tranquilizers 
including Valium.

The House Post Office Com­ 
mittee, voting Tuesday to reoi ganize 
the Postal Service, included 
guarantees that Saturday mail 
deliveries and rural post offices 
won’t be done away with to save 
money. 
The legislation says these services 
must be continued and authorizes ap^ 
proximately $2 billion for them and 
other postal operations The Postal 
Service received about $15 billion in 
the fiscal year that ended Sept 30.

The Postal Service has said

LOS ANGELES (AP) - While 
toothpick-thin models paraded past 
buyers at the California Mart, a hef­ 
tier contingent was staging a much 
larger trade and fashion show. 
"Big Is Beautiful," the first major 
national exhibit of fashions for fat 
women, drew an overt low crowd to 
the Mart theater this week to view 
bulky models bouncing down the run­ 
way in jogging suits, negligees and 
evening gowns. 
There were shouts, applause and 
wolf whistles 
‘‘The message of the show is that 
just because you're overweight, you 
don’t have to look dowdy and ugly, 
said Marilyn Wheeler, the Mart s 
special events coordinator who plan­ 
ned the unique three-day exhibit and 
fashion show 
“ There are intelligent, ag­ 
gressive, witty big women who don't 
want to wear a tent forever,” said 
Miss Wheeler. 
The trad e show features 62 
manufacturers specializing in the 
large and half-size market — sizes 18 
to 52. 
There were a few problems 
backstage, Miss Wheeler noted "We 
realized we couldn’t have the models 
changing back-to-back And a size 2C 
sample just didn't fit all of them." 
David London, whose wife, Nancy 
Austin, is a top designer for heavy 
women, said, "Over 30 per cent of 
the women in this country are in 
large and half sizes. That's 22 million 
American women in our market " 
Seven years ago London and his 


wife — who now weighs 273 pounds — 
opened a small Las Vegas boutique 
for "Queen-sized women." 
Ms. Austin, a comedienne, had ap­ 
peared on a TV show and was inun­ 
dated with mail from big women 
asking: "Where can I find clothes 
like yours?" 
"We opened our boutique with 300 
garments and in the first week we 
sold all but 23 pieces,” she recalled 
Nancy Austin Fashions now has 
four stores and a factory that dis­ 
tributes to specialty shops across the 
country.

Two years of court battles are over 
with the settlement of suits involving 
the Ontario Motor Speedway board 
and a form er operator of the 
speedway. 
Sam Crowe, attorney for the non­ 
profit board, announced this week 
that a long series of suits had been 
settled Friday in the West Valley 
Superior Court in Ontario. He at­ 
tributed the legal solution to the dis­ 
putes to the joint efforts of Parnelli 
Jones and Velko Miletich. 
Jones and M iletich, business 
partners, were among the owners of 
the O ntario M otor Speedw ay 
Operating Co. (OMSOC). 
Crowe explained that about two 
years ago, OMSOC leased the 
speedway prem ises from the 
speedw ay board an d acted as 
operator of the facility. When OM­ 
SOC vacated the facility, a series of 
suits and countersuits were filed. 
The speedway board claimed OM­ 
SOC broke the lease and asked the 
court for damages while OMSOC 
sued, asking the court to determine 
whether or not it had broken the 
lease. 
Later, Crowe continued, Jones and 
Milotich filed a $21 million suit 
against the speedway board for 
defamation of character. Additional­ 
ly, the speedway board filed another 
suit claiming it owned the restaurant 
equipment at the speedway and 
requesting $800,000 from OMSOC in 
damages for the equipment. 
Superior Court Judge Howard 
Wiener sat as the settlement judge in 
the hearing, but the various parties 
managed to work out an agreement 
without dictation from the court. 
OMSOC agreed to pay the 
speedway board $400,000 and to 
relinquish future claim to the 
restaurant equipment; and all par­ 
ties agreed to dismiss all other law­ 
suits. said Crowe. 
"The key factor in the settlement 
was Miletich and Jones. They 
worked pretty hard in putting the 
settlement together,” Crowe said. 
"Everybody worked out a settle­ 
ment. The speedway board is very 
happy about it and approved the 
agreement at a special Monday 
morning meeting." 


Judge announces his support 
for West End juvenile court

Prospects for a Juvenile Court in 
the West End of San Bernardino 
County improved this week when a 
Superior Court judge recommended 
such a facility be constructed in On­ 
tario. 
County supervisors have discussed 
for several months the possibility of 
opening a Juvenile Court in the West 
End because of increased juvenile 
cases and the area’s growing popula­ 
tion. 
At present, all juvenile cases in the 
county are processed at a juvenile 
justice facility in San Bernardino. 
Superior Court Judge Henry M. 
Busch, seeking county funds for a 
$60,000 remodeling project at the 
central juvenile justice facility, told 
supervisors he was recommending a 
new Juvenile Court be established in 
the former county health building 
located in the West Valley Court 
complex in Ontario. 
Such a facility is needed to fulfill 
the need for more decentralized 
court services within the county, he 
said. 
"We need two adult courtrooms 
and a full Juvenile Court in the West 
Valley district,” he told supervisors. 
The judge, who was criticized two 
weeks ago by the board for opposing 
an immediate move of juvenile 
facilities to the rapidly growing West 
End, appeared more receptive to the 
decentralized concept when he ap­ 
peared before supervisors Monday 
Supervisors had postponed a deci­ 
sion on the financing for court 


remodeling at the San Bernardino 
facility until judges agreed to work 
towards establishment of a Juvenile 
Court in Ontario, Chino or tri­ 
com m unities of C ucam onga, 
Etiwanda or Alta Loma. 
The issue of interim facilities for 
handling local juvenile cases, 
however, is still under dispute 
Speaking for the m ajority of 
judges, Busch said‘he favored mov­ 
ing new courts to the West End as 
soon as possible. But he noted he was 
still opposed to Supervisor Robert 
Townsend’s proposal to utilize empty 
courtrooms at the newly-built Chino 
Municipal Court until the Ontario 
facilities could be completed. 
The judges would oppose attempts 


Court in Chino without providing the 
statistics 
Supervisor Joseph 
Kamansky, 
whose district includes much of the 
West End, said new court facilities 
- particularly juvenile justice 
facilities - were urgently needed. 
"The law and justice needs In the 
West End are increasing daily," he 
observed. 
Supervisor Townsend of Chino sup­ 
ported decentralizing the court 
system and bringing more courts to 
the West End. 
"We recognize the need to Improve 
court facilities in the West End.” he 
said. 
E a r l Goodwin, county ad­ 
ministrative officer, said his staff 
would examine an interim plan for 
to put "courts in "far-flung" area of 
juvenile courts in the West End, us- 
the county, he added 
Since the cost of transporting 
juvenile offenders to San Bernardino 
for trials has been cited as a main 
reason for locating a Juvenile Court 
in Ontario, Busch said the same 
problems would occur If juveniles 
from Etiwanda or Upland had to be 
transported to Chino for court hear­ 
ings. 
In addition, court costs would in­ 
crease dramatically if a new court 
was started in Chino, he said 
But supervisors noted that if Chino 
would be an inconvenient location for 
an interim facility, they would like to 
see evidence from the judges on why 
it would be inconvenient. 
Supervisor Dennis Hansberger of 
Yucaipa criticized the judges for 
stating it would be too expensive to 
have an interim Juvenile Justice 


mg information provided by the 
judges. 
The county staff will examine 
various interim possibilities, their 
costs and practicalities, he added 
Goodwin said use of the empty 
courtroom in Chino should be ex­ 
amined as a possible interim loca­ 
tion. 
Kamansky said, "The biggest 
problem today is our interim plan. I 
am tired of waiting and would like to 
see something concrete. We’ve 
kicked this around for months." 
Supervisors also indicated they 
would examine the possibility — as 
is being done in El Cajon — of allow­ 
ing Municipal Courts to hear juvenile 
cases. 
At present, trials for juveniles 
must be held in specially designated 
courtrooms.

Inner-city loans 
spurred by law 
against redlining 
LOS ANGELES (AP) - Cali­ 
fornia’s tough new anti-redlining 
regulations are stimulating in­ 
creased mortgage lending to inner- 
city neighborhoods, state Savings 
and Loan Commissioner Saul Perlis 
says. 
Releasing an inch-thick, two- 
volume report here Tuesday, Perils 
said: “ Although the precise 
measurement of the influence of the 
regulations themselves cannot be 
reliably determined, their effect is 
unquestionable." 
The regulations against redlining 
— the practice by some lenders of 
refusing to make loans in low-ineome 
areas — became effective Aug. 1, 
1976 
They were bolstered last month 
when Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
signed legislation creating the 
toughest anti-redlining law in the na­ 
tion. 
The report, issued by Perils' 
department as the first in a series 
which will monitor the impact of 
California s anti-redlining drive, 
concluded that lending to so-called 
“ mortgage-deficient areas" 
has 
shown "strong and steady growth" 
since May 1975, when government 
hearings on redlining were an­ 
nounced, 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 130-mile 
high-speed chase from Palm Springs 
to Inglewood came to a stop on a dead­ 
end street after the driver of the 
speeding car sides wiped two other 
cars and allegedly tried to run into a 
motorcycle officer. 
Michael J. Martin. 23. of Palm Spr­ 
ings, was arrested Tuesday on 
charges of assault with a deadly 
weapon against a peace officer, 
reckless driving, grand theft auto 
and hit-run driving, police said. 
The chase began when police in 
Palm Springs spotted Martin’s 1977 
Oldsmobiie whose lease had not been 
paid up. When officers tried to pull 
the car over, it sped away, police 
said. 
Officers said the car swerved to hit 
a California Highway Patrol mbtor- 
cycle officer on the outskirts of Palm 
Springs, but missed him. The motor­ 
cycle spilled on the freeway, but the 
officer was unhurt 
Martin then headed toward Los 
Angeles at speeds of up to 110 miles 
per hour, officers said. 
He drove off the freeway briefly in 
Baldwin Park, east of Los Angeles, 
and was involved in two minor non­ 
injury accidents before reentering 
the freeway and heading for In­ 
glewood, police said. 
The 130-mile chase ended when 
Martin again took to surface streets 
and found himself trapped in a dead­ 
end street.

Hearings about coastal 
nuclear plant continue 


SAN LUIS OBISBO (AP) - The 
Atomic Safety and Licensing Board 
continued hearings today on the con­ 
troversial Diablo Canyon nuclear 
power plant. Fully operational, it’s 
two reactors could generate ten 
billion watts. 
On Tuesday, witnesses from 
Pacific Gas & Electric and the 
federal Nuclear Regulatory Com­ 
mission said the $1.2 million facility 
needs no modification Efforts by op­ 
ponents of the plant to shake the 
testimony were largely unsuccess­ 
ful. 
The plant is on the Pacific Coast 
about 12 miles southwest of San Luis 
Obispo. 
James Shiffer of PG&E said a test 
emergency drill at the plant last 
August was successful and no 
changes in emergency plans were 


required as a result of it. 
An attempt by attorney Simon 
Klevansky, representing opponents 
of the plant, to challenge fire protec­ 
tion plans was ruled out of order by 
the licensing board. 
Also Tuesday, the licensing board 
heard statements by 28 citizens, 
most of them residents of com­ 
munities near the Diablo plant, sup 
porting and opposing licensing. 
Richard Hubbard, a former 
nuclear engineer, challenged the 
plant's inspection program, saying 
62 of 1,675 wells in the plants’ coding 
system had to be repaired after a 
leak in one water pipe was dis­ 
covered. 
Karl Kempton, a poet who lives 10 
miles from the plant, said endanger­ 
ing lives to obtain nuclear energy 
would amount to "human sacrifice

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Some 
major church leaders, among the 
staunchest backers of farm labor 
le a d e r C esar Chavez, have 
threatened to withdraw their support 
of the United Farm Workers in a dis­ 
pute over Chavez’ recent trip to the 
Philippines 
"1 was and still am disturbed by 
Chavez* visit,” the Rev. John P 
Brown, acting executive director of 
the Northern California Ecumenical 
Council, said in a telephone inter­ 
view from San Francisco Monday. 
Stressing that his organization con 
aiders Philippine President Ferdi­ 
nand Marcos' government unaccep- 
tabiy oppressive, Brown said, "Our 
support for Chavez' union has to be 
tied to support for human rights 
around the world. The two issues 
cannot be separated." 
The Rev, Wayne Hartmier Jr., 
director of the National Farm 
Workers Ministry in Los Angeles, 
said Chavez had received many let­ 
ters expressing " regret," "disap­ 
pointment" and "deep concern" 
from such organizations as the 
National Council of Churches and the 
U S Catholic Bishops Conference 
The influential 
P r o te s ta n t 
magazine "Christianity and Crisis" 
published an open letter to Chavez 
suggesting that the labor leader’s 
trip in late July was "being used by 
the Marcos regime, Hartmier said 
He explained that Chavez, whose 


union has many Filipino workers, is 
highly regarded by Philippine labor 
leaders and workers. 
Human rights leaders have 
suggested that Chavez’ meeting with 
Marcos undercut Marcos' critics in 
the labor movement 
"A good number of the churches 
have said, or at least strongly im­ 
plied, that they would withhold sup­

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 
federal standard set in 1961 limiting 
worker exposure to the pesticide 
DROP was probably unsafe and 
researchers were wrong in recom­ 
mending the guideline without more 
study, one of the researchers admits 
DBCP or dibromochloropropane 
has been blamed for sterility among 
dozens of chemical workers. Fears 
are it may eventually cause cancer 
in some of them, or in people who eat 
produce tainted with residues of the 
pesticide. 
Charles Hine, a professor of oc­ 
cupational and environmental 
medicine at the University of 
California, said Tuesday the federal 
standard, in effect for 16 years based 
on research done by him and others, 
was "probably too low " 
"With the present data relative to 
human exposure, I would be con­ 
cerned myself that 1 part per million 
is a safe and reasonable level,” Hine 
said at a hearing on DBCP. 
In 1961, the pesticide was reg­ 
istered with the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration and worker exposure 
limited to one part per million based 
on research published that year by 
Hine and others Their work was sub­ 
sidized by the Shell Oil Co and the 
Dow Chamical Co., the only 
domestic producers of DBCP 
Its production was halted in 
August when tests showed many of 
the workers had zero sperm or ab­ 
normally low sperm counts 
Hine said researchers erred by 
suggesting the 1 ppm standard 
without testing it first to make sure 
it had no detrimental effects on 
animals. A dose of 5 ppm caused 
some changes in the tissues of 
animal testicles, while higher doees 
caused rats testicles to waste away 
and their sperm counts to drop.

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Sports encourage kids ' obesity? 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Exercise is as important 
as good eating habits in 
preventing obesity in 
children, but athletic 
programs centered on 
playing star athletes dis­ 
courage many children 
from developing good exer­ 
cise habits, says a Mayo 
Clinic nutrition expert. 


Dr. Ralph A. Nelson said 
Tuesday the consequences 
of sitting on the bench dur­ 
ing athletic events and 
physical education classes 
are more than just disap­ 
pointment and frustration. 


Discouraged youngsters 
don't have a desire to stay 
active or physically fit for 
the rest of their lives, thus 
increasing the risk of heart 
disease, high blood pres­ 
sure and many other condi­ 
tions when they get older, 
he said. 


Nelson said current 
p h y s i c a l 
e d u c a t i o n 
programs emphasize team 
games that tend to be 
monopolized by natural 
athletes at the expense of 
less gifted students. 


“ We have to have 
programs with activities 


that develop the skills each 
child does best, whether 
competing on a team or 
with himself. We should of­ 
fer prizes for the most im­ 
provement in something as 
well as winning,” Nelson 
said. 


“It might be helpful if 
people rotated positions on 
teams and made sure 
everyone played, but this 
may mean downplaying 
the idea of winning for the 
sake of physical fitness,'' 
he continued 


Speaking at a forum on 
childrearing, the associate 


professor of nutrition at 
the Mayo Medical School 
said parents dismiss the 
c o n s e q u e n c e s 
of 
overweight children by 
saying they’ll grow out of 
it.' 
But, Nelson said, “If a 
child enters adolescence 
obese, chances are one to 
four against he or she ever 
achieving a normal body 
weight” 


“ If a child le a v e s 
a d o l e s c e n c e 
o b e s e , 
chances increase to about 
28 to 1 against ever achiev­ 
ing a normal body weight,” 


he added. 
Nelson said about 20 per 
cent of adult Americans 
are either overweight or 
obese, a condition be said 
is also common among 
children 


In a five-year study 
Mayo scientists conducted 
u sin g 
a bout 
2,000 
Rochester, Minn , school 
children, 18 per cent were 
classified as overweight 
and another 14 per cent 
obese, he said. 


Fatty blood cholesterol 
was higher in the fat 
children than thm ones. 


“ indicating that already at 
ages 6 through 16 the obese 
kids were carrying around 
an increased risk of cor­ 
onary artery disease,” he 
said. 
Nelson noted that the 
study confirmed previous 
ones showing that on the 
average, normal weight 
and fat children consumed 
about the same number of 
calories. Individual differ­ 
ences in exercise and how 
well the body bums food 
appear to account for most 
of the weight disparity, he 
added. 
Studies show that profes­ 


sional individual nutrition 
counseling can teach fat 
children to limit calories 
and eat properly to control 
their weight. 
But this time-consuming 
and expensive process is 
difficult on a large scale. 
Nelson said, so people 
should try instead to con­ 
trol their weight by using 
up excess calories. 
“The first step which 
should be taken towards 
prevention of obesity in 
children would be to 
develop a successful exer­ 
cise program for all school 
children,” he said.

Carter told House Democrats on the energy conference 
committee that the nation will be “deeply disappointed 
if Congress fails to produce a naUonal energy program 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U S 
negotiators of the Panama Canal 
treaty said today a clarification 
worked out by President Carter and 
Panamanian leader Omar Tornjos 
may help public understanding erf the 
pact, but need not be incorporated 
into the document. 
The statement of understanding is­ 
sued by the two leaders Last Friday 
did not carry their signatures 
because “it added nothing to the 
treaty itself,” former Ambassador 
Sol M. Linowitz told the Senate 
Foreign Relations committee. 
He repeated the White House posi­ 
tion that there never was any dif­ 
ference of views between Carter and 
Torrijos as to the meaning of the 
treaty’s provisions for future U.S. 
defense and use erf the canal. 
Questions about interpretation of 
those provisions arose when the 
word “ intervention” was injected 
into the debate over the treaty But 
neither he nor fellow negotiator 
Ellsworth Bunker ever used that 
word, Linowlt2 said 
Linowitz and Bunker were invited 
to appear before the Senate panel to 
explain and defend the clarifying 
statement that Carter hopes will 
secure the treaty’s approval by the 
Senate. 
Although they said there was no 
need to make it part of the treaty, 
some senators said they thought it 
should be given more official status. 


It seems to me that the American 
people would be better satisfied if 
this understanding were formalized 
in some way,” said Sen 
Frank 
Church. D-Idaho. “1 see nothing to be 
lost by that, and I think people would 
be reassured to know that both 
countries understand the meaning of 
the treaty the same way.” 
Sen Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., said he 
was “ sympathetic” to Church's 
view, but said the Senate should 
resist demands that it attach reser- 
vations” to the pact when it is 
ratified. "I hope we'll recognize that 
these demands for reservations are 
just another way of trying to destroy 
the treaty,” Javits said. 


As the hearing began, aides dis­ 
tributed copies of a report that 
Panama’s chief negotiator. Romulo 
Escobar Bethancourt, had told a 
news conference in Panama on Tues­ 
day that there is no difference in the 
U S and Panamanian views of the 
treaty's security terms. 
Escobar was quoted as saying both 
countries recognized that after the 
canal is turned over to Panama in 
the year 2000, each will have a nght 
to defend the canal s neutrality.

Huge fireball over Texas 
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DALLAS (AP) - An enormous 
fireball that seared the evening skies 
over Texas and Arkansas and 
provoked hundreds of phone calls in 
five states apparently disintegrated 
without hitting earth. 
The light from the fireball, 
believed to be a meteor, was so in­ 
tense that that residents in three 
Texas cities hundreds of miles apart 
swore it hit near them. 
“It lit up my cockpit and I saw it 
split up into bits and pieces,” said 
Air Force Capt. William Latham, 
who spotted the fireball while flying 
a jet at 16,000 feet. He estimated its 
altitude at 50,000-60,000 feet 
But astronomers gave conflicting 
opinions on whether the fireball 
struck the ground or burned up in the 


air 
The fireball was sighted at about 
8 15 p m CDT in portions of Texas, 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Oklahoma and 
Missouri One witness in Texarkana, 
Tex , described the object ”as big as 
a house ” Other pilots in Louisiana 
and Texas also spotted it 
“ It was definitely a meteor,” said 
Joe Patterson, an astronomer at the 
McDonald Observatory in Fort 
Davis, Tex “When one is that Large 
and that bright, it s likely to have 
reached the ground intact.” 
But Col. Gary Gosdtn, spokesman 
for Shepard Air Force Base officials, 
said the object burned up and ex­ 
ploded in a bright flash in the air. 
Federal Aviation Administration 
officials m Fort Worth said their 


radar tracked the object across the 
sky, but said it “fell apart” in the 
air. 
Law enforcement officials, news­ 
papers and radio stations were 
swamped with calls from witnesses, 
“TTfie typical caller said, There 
has been an airplane crash a couple 
of miles from my home,” 
said 
Texas Department of Public Safety 
spokesman Jim Robinson, who said 
police began checking for airplane 
crashes until the widespread 
sightings were reported 
“It was coming down real slow and 
big chunks of it were falling off. It 
was too slow to be a shooting star. It 
was a plane on fire and it must have 
crashed out by Randolph Air Force 
Base,” one frantic caller told a San 


Antonio newspaper. 
In Arkansas, a state police 
spokesman denied reports that the 
object struck the ground Police at 
Dumas, Ark., searched a forest near 
Oakwood Bayou for about two hours 
after hearing the reports They found 
no trace of the reported object 
A spokesman for the North 
American Air Defense Command in 
Colorado Springs, Colo,, said, 
We 
are in a peak period for meteor 
showers in that part of the United 
States.” 
He said the object was probably a 
bolide meteor, which is a large 
meteor that enters the atmosphere 
at a very high angle, but often ex­ 
plodes and flashes because of its size 
and speed.

Author is 
cited for 
contempt 


CHICAGO (AP) - Nobel 
Prize-winning author Saul 
Bellow has been sentenced 
to 10 days in jail for failing 
to make alimony payments 
to his third wife. 
Bellow, 61, did not attend 
tiie Circuit Court hearing 
Tuesday that resulted in 
the jail sentence. He was 
granted five days to file an 
appeal bond which would 
put off the jail term. 
Judge Mary Ann Mc- 
Morrow handed down the 
sentence after an attorney 
for Bellow’s former wife, 
Susan Glassman Bellow, 
told her that Bellow has 
not made any of the $2,500- 
per-month alimony pay­ 
ments that were scheduled 
to begin last April. The 
judge said she might drop 
the jail sentence if Bellow 
agrees to pay the $11,150 he 
owes his former wife. 


Their d ivo rce was 
granted in 1968 at the 
request of Mrs. Bellow, 
who cited desertion and 
mental cruelty as her 
grounds. She agreed to a 
$150,000 property settle­ 
ment and was granted 
custody of their child, 
Daniel, now 13. 


But a judge later ruled 
that the property settle­ 
ment was based on “ fraud 
and misrepresentation“ by 
Bellow and the settlement 
was nullified Bellow was 
ordered to pay $2,500 a 
month in alimony, plus 
$650 a month in child sup­ 
port, $400 more than he had 
bt*en paying. 


Mrs. Bellow’s attorney 
said Bellow earned a total 
of $461.303 in 1976 from 
royiaties on his books, his 
salary as a University of 
. Chicago professor and the 
$160.000 of prize money he 
received with the Nobel 
Prize for literature.

WOLCOTT, Vt. (AP) - 
Like a spumed suitor, poet 
and author David Budbill 
sits in the one-room 
hillside cabin where he 
writes. He puzzles ova* the 
irate reaction of his 
neighbors to a book of 
poems meant to pay 
trib u te to th e ir in ­ 
ventiveness, creativity and 
backwoods genius. 
The residents of Wolcott, 
a tiny north central Ver­ 
mont town, inspired many 
of the characters in Bud- 
bill's book, "The Chain 
Saw Dance," which tells of 
the residents of a fictional 
town called Jude vine 
His tales of Amie. Anson 
and Old Man Pike quickly 
made the rounds via the 
town’s unofficial library — 
a shelf beneath the counter 
of the local garage. Resi­ 
dents thought Judevine 
was Wolcott, and they 
didn't like it. 
Within four months of 
the book’s F e b ru a ry 
publication, tales drifted 
up the hill to Budbill, his 
wife, Lois, who illustrated 
the book, and their two 
children of irate neighbors 
and feelings of betrayal 
from those he had intended 
to praise. 


Residents complained of 
the 
boo k’s “ v u lg a r 
language" and “ explicit 
sexual overtones. " 
One an g ry woman 
demanded 
B u d b ill s 
resignation as chairman of 
the town school board. 
Another denounced the 
Vermont Council on the 
Arts for its involvement in 
funding the book's publica­ 
tion. 
"T h e re is a lot of 
ugliness and a lot of beauty 
in Vermont,” says Budbill, 
an intense man of 37 whose 
words rush like cold air 
beneath a drafty door. 
“ What I ’m trying to say 
in some of the poems is 
that people shouldn't jump 
to conclusions about what 
is ugly and what is 
beautiful. They are terms 
that need redefining 
Beauty, for Budbill, is 
found in an old washtub 
transformed into a flower 
bed for marigolds outside 
the local garage, and the 
abandoned railroad boxcar 
that serves as a shed in a 
Wolcott backyard. 
But mostly, it is found in 
his neighbors, whom he 
views as nothing short erf 
heroes who in fiis eight 
years here have taught him 


of their genius for survival. 
“ The people here have 
been very good to me,’ he 
says sadly. 
"T h e y ’ve 
treated me very well and I 
feel verv close to them." 
The book tells stories of 
Hermie, who lived in a 
bread truck at the edge of 
Bear Swamp, of Anson, 
thrown off his father s 
home for back taxes, and 
of Amie, with his dripping 
nose and ragged jacket. 
Among 
the 
ru sty 
trailers, penny fuses and 
dripping noses are the ski 
bunnies, white bouse and 
pretty bams of Vermont’s 
postcard image. 
“ Judevine and Wolcott 
are not the same place." 
Budbill says emphatically. 
“ The people in the book 
resemble the people here 
— they have the same 
sense of humor, the same 
ability to take a difficult 
life 
and 
m ake 
it 
enjoyable." 
Having viewed "The 
Chain Saw Dance" as a 
book of love poems. Bud­ 
bill says he is confused and 
hurt that it was so mis­ 
understood. 
But his loyalty to his 
neighbors is unwavering. 
Before 30 critics and 


supporters at a school 
board meeting last spring, 
Budbill apologized. But he 
stayed on the board de­ 
spite opposition, anger and 
even threats. 
“ You can’t go through an 
experience like this 
without something happen­ 


ing. I thought very hard for 
a long time about leaving 
Wolcott, but I don’t want to 
go 
“ I don’t want to live any­ 
where else — I have grown 
roots on my feet and when 
I try to pull them up, it 
hurts."

California prisoners now have the right to informed 
consent in all medical experimentation under a bill by As­ 
semblyman Richard A la torre D-Los Angeles, which has 
been signed into law by GOVERNOR BROWN. 
Under provisions of the new law, California prisoners 
can be used in medical experimentation only after they 
have been told about the risks or benefits of the experi­ 
ment and have given written informed consent 
The bill, A B 1752, insists that prisoners be paid wages 
comparable to subjects outside prisons, and it establishes 
a board of three doctors, a pharmacist, two academics 
and an inmate to determine what research would be per­ 
mitted 
The bill now gives prisoners protection from unethical 
and often hazardous medical experimentation, a protec­ 
tion not currently afforded to all Californians. 
Assemblyman Herschel Rosenthal, D-Los Angeles, has 
written a similar bill which would guarantee these same 
rights to all Californians This bill is called the Human 
Experimentation Act.

A suit was brought 
recently as the result of the 
contention that some of the 
standards required for 
entry into the sheriff’s 
department discriminated 
against 
Mexican- 
Americans. 
Statistics during the 
\ hearing indicated that over 
the past three years, 16 to 
23 percent of the newly 
hired deputies were 
Mexican-Americans, said 
Sheriff Peter Pitchess 
He added, “ The (court's) 
decision has, in effect, as­ 
sured that the sheriff s 
department will not be tied 
to a ‘quota system’ in the 
hiring of minority can­ 
didates.” 
The sheriff said that the 
plaintiffs in their suit 
claimed that the written 
qualification test was in 
violation of the U. S. Con­ 
stitution and Civil Rights 
Act because Mexican- 
Americans as a class did 
poorer than whites. 
In addition to an injunc­ 
tion prohibiting use of writ­ 
ten tests and minimum 
height standards, the plain­ 
tiffs also sougnt several 
million dollars in back pay

Pomona coordinates local agencies jobs program 


The city of Pomona has 
agreed for the second year 
to serve as prime agent for 
six agencies which will 
receive $505.000 in CETA 
Title 1 funds during 1977-78. 
The agencies and their 
allocations include: 
—Cal State University, 
Los Angeles Foundation, 
Center for Mental Retar­ 
dation. $26.812. 
—State Em ploym ent 
Development Department, 
$41 494 
— M exican -A m erican 
Opportunity Foundation, 
$269.073. 
-North-West College of 
Medical and Dental Assis­ 
tants. $32,024. 
— P om on a 
U n ifie d 
School District, $90,170. 
—Sawyer College of 
Pomona, $45,803. 
Cal State will use its 
allocation to train eight 
local residents for six 
months in food service, 
m aintenance-custodial, 
factory, horticulture or 
handyman work. 
Six persons are expected 
to complete training, with 
at least five projected to 
find jobs. 
The local state employ­ 
ment office will use its 
allocation to find on-the- 
job training for at least 20 
unemployed or disadvan­ 
taged persons in the 


Pom ona area for six 
months. Fourteen are ex­ 
pected to complete the 
training. Trainees are 
selected on the basis of 
success potential, coupled 
with a need for training. 
Employers are selected 
for contracts on the basis 
of their abilities to provide 
training in occupations 
having sufficient demand 
and versatility to provide 
reasonable assurance of 
continuing employment. 
The department expects 
to find jobs for 13 trainees. 
The Mexican-American 
Opportunity Foundation, to 
receive the greatest alloca­ 
tion, proposes to provide 
four months of classroom 
training, followed by two 
months of on-site training 
for at least 11 local per­ 
sons; work experience for 
at least 12 persons, 16 to 18 
years old, not to exceed 
one year and 14 adults, not 
to exceed nine months ; and 
on-the-job training for at 
least 50 Pomona residents 
for a six month period. 
The classroom training 
will consist mainly of 
“ English as a Second 
Language” since the par­ 
ticipants will include three 
Asians and three Latins. 
North-West College has 
agreed to train 10 persons 
as m e d i c a l , d e n t a l ,

With its allocation, the 
Pomona school district has 
agreed to provide work ex­ 
perience in school for 72 
disadvantaged youths, 14 to 
18 years of age, and work 
experience — new careers 
for two others. 
Up to 15 percent of the 
work experience trainees 
m ay be high s c h o o l 
seniors. Of the 72, two are 
Asians, 33 are black, 28 
Latins, and eight are 
white. Forty are girls 16 
years and older. Thirty 
participants are educa­ 
tionally deficient and 15 
are handicapped. 
The in-school program is 
designed to help youths 
from low income families 
to stay in school. By 
providing part-time work, 
coupled with counseling 
and — when necessary — 
related remedial education 
and vocational training, 
the program will strive to 
increase the holding power 
of the schools. 
During a six month 
period, Sawyer College 
will train up to 15 persons 
in 
stenographic, general 
clerical, 
or assistant 
bookkeeper positions.

County, she added. 
The county was late 
starting the programs in 
1975-76, and thus had $16 
million in surplus funds to 
carry over to 1976-77, she 
added. That money was 
part of the past year’s 
funding, and since it is 
gone the county cut the 
1977-78 allocations by 25 
percent, she noted. 
She explained the county 


selected Pomona as a 
prime 
agent for its own 
residents because before 
1976-77 the program was 
“exceedingly difficult to 
administer. 
“The city staff knows 
what agencies we have in 
our area and their needs,” 
she said. “Previously, we 
didn’t know how those 
agencies were performing, 
how many people they 
were helping, or about 
their programs.” 


She said Joe Korpsak. as­ 
sistant to the city ad­ 
ministrator, worked with 
county officials in es­ 
tablishing the mechanism 
of the program before he 
left the city job.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President Carter Mid_today 
that the performance of Congress this year and his first 12 
months in office, at least in domestic matters, will be 
measured by the energy program that Congress produces. 
Carter predicted that his administration would ul­ 
timately be successful in winning congressional enact­ 
ment of his energy program, which won approval in the 
House but which has been battered in the Senate. 


WASHINGTON (API — President Carter should give a 
House-Senate conference committee a free hand to work 
out a compromise energy bill, says one of the ITesident s 
top allies on that panel 
Rep Thomas L. Ash lev, D-Ohio. says the President 
should not close his mind to possible compromises or try 
to impose too many conditions. 


Carter told the chairman of a special House energy 
committee that a “balanced” program would be one that 
meets conservation goals and avoids a run cm the budget. 


As the panel prepared to hold its first session. Ashley 
said the conference committee, of which he is a co- 
chairman, must have as much flexibility as possible to 
fashion a final bill 
“I think what we do on energy will determine the suc­ 
cess or failure of the year of congressional work, I think, 
in the minds of the American people,” Carter told Rep. 
Thomas L. Ashley, D-Ohio, in an Oval Office meeting.

PO NTIAC, 111. (A P ) - Harold 
Hemminger is “ the one that got 
away” — over and over again. He is 
back in jail after four years on the 
lam. awaiting trial on charges of es­ 
cape. of course. 
‘ ‘ H a r r y ’ s one of the b est 
jailbreakers there ever was.” said 
an officer assigned to keep him from 
slipping out of the courtroom in an 
appearance before Circuit Judge 
W illiam Caisley. 
It is hard to find a ja ile r or 
prisoner who won’t smile when talk­ 
ing about Hemminger. He’s never 
taken a hostage or harmed a guard 
during any of his escapes. “ H ell,” he 
said with a grin during an interview. 
“ I ain’t out to hurt anybody.” 
Hemminger, 36. was recaptured 
earlier this month in Viroqua, W is., 
after spending four years “ hunting 
and raising kids” when he was sup­ 
posed to be in Pontiac Correctional 
Center in Illinois. 
He escaped in 1973 after being 
sentenced a year earlier to a three- 


to-10-year term for burglary. 
In 1971, Hemminger escaped from 
the maximum security facility at 
Waupun. Wis., where he also was 
serving a sentence for burglary. 
It is hard to tell how many jails 
Hemminger has escaped from. A 
prison official says five. Hemminger 
says four. And the Vernon County, 
Wis., sheriff who arrested him said 
“ jails all over the country' 
had 
reported him missing. 
Jailed several tim es for non­ 
violent crim es, Hemminger said he 
had never run away unless he found 
it “ absolutely necessary.” 
He said he escaped once in 
Wisconsin out of hunger. “ I mean, I 
get hungry, too.” he said. “ And that 
damned sheriff was a belly robber 
Hemminger, who weighs about 150 
pounds, said he had wasted away to 
110 pounds in the jail. So he took 
down the ceiling light in his cell, 
knocked a hole in the ceiling and 
went to get something to eat. He 
never returned. 


How about Leavenworth, Kan.? 
“ I was fram ed,” Hemminger said. 
“ The courts should have let me go 
but they didn't. So it was necesasary 
to leave.” 
That time Hemminger was put to 
work loading scraps of metal into 
barrels, which were then taken to a 
junkyard outside the prison walls. 
Hemminger squeezed into a barrel 
and was loaded onto the truck. 
“ I kicked the lid off and jumped off 
in downtown Leavenw orth,” he 
rcccillc^d 
When arrested most recently, 
Hem m inger tried to escape by 
climbing onto the roof of his rural 
home, but there was nowhere to run. 
On the ground below him were about 
80 coon dogs, which he had been 
training and hoped to sell, and the 
two children he said were born dur­ 
ing his years as a fugitive. 
The escapee said he had lived pret­ 
ty casually. “ I hunted every night 
after the first year,” he said. “ I 
figured they’d just stopped looking.”

HANOI, Vietnam (AP) - Some 60,000 Cambodians 
have been granted asylum in Vietnam in the past year and 
are living in desperate conditions on the outskirts of 
Saigon and in the provinces west of the former South Viet­ 
namese capital, diplomatic sources in Hanoi say. 
At least 16,000 of these refugees are trying to leave 
Vietnam and have asked the Hanoi office of the U.N. High 
Commissioner For Refugees for help. 
Most of the refugees are reported to have been small 
traders, businessmen, manufacturers or employes in 
shops, business houses and manufacturing concerns. 
Most are said to be from towns from which the entire 
population was moved forcibly to the countryside after 
the Communist takeover in 1975. 
“The Vietnamese government has been looking after 
the Cambodian refugees despite its own food shortages 
and economic difficulties,” one diplomat said. “ The Cam­ 
bodians are receiving rice rations that just keep them 
alive and are under the ration of 14 kilos (30.8 pounds) 
every Vietnamese gets per month. 
The source also said the Cambodians are allowed to 
work as small businessmen and vendors. 
“That means they can peddle their last belongings to 
stay alive,” he said. 
A diplomat from a nonaligned country who is stationed 
in Phnom Penh, the Cambodian capital, reported during a 
visit to Hanoi that he and his colleagues know almost 
nothing about what is going on in the country. 
“ We have to live in a hotel in downtown Phnom Penh 
which we can never leave,” he said 
“ The food is 
delivered to us from the outside. We cannot even go out on 
the pavement outside the hotel.” 
Western observers in Hanoi say they have practically 
no information about the situation along the Cambodian- 
Vietnamese frontier. Last August, some Vietnamese new­ 
spapers reported clashes along the border. But in a visit 
with a German tourist group to a province about 20 miles 
from the Cambodian frontier, this reporter could see no 
sign of military activity or preparedness 
Cambodia and Vietnam have full diplomatic relations. 
But diplomats in Vietnam say they believe the Viet­ 
namese government has not returned any refugees to 
Cambodia, 
“ In this respect the Vietnamese have acted with more 
respect for basic human rights than some of the other 
Southeast Asian nations,” one Western diplomat said. 
He was referring to governments that have refused to 
admit refugees from the Indochinese countries. 
Of the 16.000 Cambodian refugees who have asked the 
U N. commissioner for help, 3,000 have received entry 
visas for France. Seventy have received West German 
visas, and U N officials believe West Germany may take 
150 more. Belgium also will take 150.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Tired of lighting crowds at the 
Washington Monument? Too jaded for the Grand Canyon? 
If so, the National Park Service invites you to visit the 
Saugus Iron Works. 
The major attractions are not the only government 
sites for tourists to visit, the service says. There are 
lesser-known places Some of them are very, very lesser 
known. 
Take, for example, the iron works. On this national 
historic site in Saugus, Mass., the first integrated iron 
works in North America has been reconstructed. Your 
eyes can feast on a furnace, a forge, and a rolling and slit­ 
ting mill. 
On your return home, you can describe the works to 
your friends without fear of learning they've already seen 
it. The iron works definitely does not attract as many 
visitors as the Statue of Liberty. 
If iron isn't your bag, try the Fort Union Trading Post, a 
national historical site straddling the North Dakota- 
Montana border. It celebrates the principal far trading 
depot for the Upper Missouri region from 1829 tb 1867 
Admittedly, the view does not match that of Mount 
Rushmore. All that remains of this frontier outpost are 
crumbling foundations But you won’t have to battle 
throngs of hot and sweaty tourists 
The park service maintains 173 national historic sites 
created either by act of Congress or presidential 
proclamation to preserve areas of America s past. 
The park service can provide you with the names of all 
the historical sites maintained at taxpayer expense Not 
all are obscure Included in this classification, for exam 
pie, is the White House. 
Then there’s Mar-A-Lago in Palm Beach, Fla , billed in 
a government brochure as a “ private mansion represen­ 
tative of the affluent society's way of life in the 1920s 
Alas, the same brochure says the mansion “ is not open 
to the public.” 
This is only proper. What could be more “ represen­ 
tative of the affluent society’s way of life” than snubbing 
summer hordes of tourists with screaming kids’’ 
Actually, the huge estate, built for $8 million in 1927. is 
simply too expensive for even the government to keep 
open 
One home you can enter is that of the late Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens, the turn-of-the-century sculptor of 
American hefoes. The New Hampshire site me­ 
morializes his studio and gardens. 
A journey here can provide you with conversational 
one-upsmanship for years when you casually cite Saint- 
Gaudens' works Even an Interior Department employe 
admitted Saint-Gaudens “ is not as well known as 
Michaelangelo ”

Pomona school board OKs three children's centers

Pomona school board Tuesday 
night approved a plan to establish 
children’s centers at Yorba. Arroyo 
and Madison elementary schools in a 
major overhaul of the troubled 
program. 
Approval came on a 3-2 vote with 
trustees Frances Livingston and 
Eugene Whitlock dissenting. 
Whitlock earlier had said he sup­ 
ported one central location for a 
main children’s center, at Lincoln 
Elementary School, and was opposed 
to the three-site plan because fin­ 
ancing was not available. 


The plan introduced to the board 
calls for the present main center at 
Madison Elementary School to be 
relocated on the campus in a site 
closer to the school’s main buildings. 
The main center has been the 
scene both last spring and in recent 
weeks of numerous gunshots, with 
several bullets being fired into the 
buildings during non-operating 
hours. 
District officials are hopeful that 
by moving the main center closer to 
the school buildings such incidents 
will cease. At present the main 
center is set apart from the other 
school buildings by a playground. 


District Supt. Charles Carpenter 
told the board that early plans call 
for the establishment of the three 
centers with relocatable buildings at 
the sites. He believes the district 
can operate and develop the three 
sites at a cost not much greater than 
the operation and development of the 
one m ain cen ter proposed by 
Whitlock 
The present children s center 
program is composed of nine sites 
throughout the district with many 
centers located in rentals at church 
buildings 
Officials indicated Tuesday that by 
establishing the three main centers. 


access to a center capable of han­ 
dling more children would be im­ 
proved and could conceivably reduce 
the 301 children presently on the 
waiting list for enrollment at the 
centers. 
In a memo to the board. Assistant 
Supt. for Educational Services Ralph 
Taylor said, “In terms of cost effec­ 
tiveness there will be a savings to the 
program in terms of greater utiliza­ 
tion of staff and monies being ap­ 
plied to the purchase of a building 
rather than their rental." 
Trustee C. J Mendoza was assured 
by staff that cost for the program 
would not impact the general fund of 


the district, with all expenses being 
financed through the child develop­ 
ment tax. 
The Yorba site has a large amount 
of available space, is convenient to 
the San Bernardino Freeway and is 
expected to draw students from 
Harrison. North San Antonio and San 
Jose schools. 
Arroyo, officials reasoned, will 
draw its students from Arroyo. 
Roosevelt and Kellogg schools with 
the possibility of establishing the 
center on the former site of the Bar­ 
bara 
Greenwood 
Kindergarten 
building 
This could create some 
space problems at the school if and 


when the current inadequate 
kindergarten facilities at Arroyo are 
replaced Children from Diamond 
Bar would also be placed at Arroyo, 
but Diamond Bar children have 
never composed even 1 percent of 
the program's makeup 
The Madison site is located con­ 
veniently, said officials, to Alcott, 
Lexington and Hamilton schools and 
will enroll a large number of

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Pomona City Council 
Progressive taxing system 
considered for bingo games

The Pomona City Council has 
decided to look at a sliding scale of 
taxing the gross receipts of bingo 
operators in the city. 
The bingo ordinance, adopted by 
the council Oct. 10. provides for a 10 
percent tax on the gross receipts of 
each bingo operation 
But City Clerk Larry Thomas last 
week pointed out that four organiza­ 
tions will make money, while two 
will show minus net after the tax. 
Based on reports filed between 
April 30 and June 30, the Church of 
All Faiths reported a gross revenue 
of $84,904.37, a net revenue of 
$27,049.17, and a 10 percent tax of the 
gross revenue of $8,490.44. That 
resulted in a net after the tax of 
$18,558.73. 
On the other hand, the Eagles 
Lodge during the same period 


reported a gross of $4,563 45, a net of 
$338 31. and a 10 percent tax of 
$456.34, with a minus net of $118.03 
after the tax. 
The VFW reported a gross revenue 
of $6,178 25, a net of only $414 42, a 10 
percent tax of $617.83, and a minus 
net after tax of $203.41. 
Thomas explained that for the 
largest operator the tax amounted to 
30 percent of the net profit, and to 
more than 100 percent of the net 
profit of two of the fraternal 
organization. 
"This tax. as applied to some 
operators, is confiscatory, he said. 
Thomas said he believes the intent 
of the Legislature was that the max­ 
imum profit derived from a bingo 
operation should be devoted to 
charitable purposes, “and thus I 
recommend that the city tax be 
eliminated or kept to the barest 
minimum commensurate with our 


cost of administration." 
Couneilwoman Georgia Grove said 
Monday night that “We’ve an or­ 
dinance to enforce. To enforce it 
ta k e s m an p o w er. M anpow er 
requires money." 
C ouncilm an 
A drian W right 
suggested a sliding scale of taxing 
with the largest organization paying 
the largest percentage of tax. “Just 
like income tax." he said. 
“ That’s discrimination," Mrs 
Grove countered 
Councilman G. Stanton Selby 
tended to go along with Wright’s 
suggestion. 
“That would put us into quite an 
auditing position." said Mayor 
Charles Bader 
Wright moved to hold the matter 
over for two weeks, while a sliding 
scale is formulated. 
The motion passed

Chino crime rate increases 
after police crackdown ends

A followup report on a recent 
police crackdown on crime in Chino 
shows that crime incidents have 
crept back up slightly since the 
program was stopped 


Police Chief Gerald Doyle told the 
City Council Tuesday night that 
crime had risen 13 percent during a 
96-day period following the police 
department's discontinuance of a 
high profile program that drastically 
cut crime in that city between 
February and May. 
The City Council had requested the 
police program after several inci­ 
dents of youth and gang-related 
crimes were committed near City 
Hall 
Tuesday’s report indicated that ef­ 
fects of the program were still being 
felt within the community. 
While serious crimes decreased 29 


Ontario council 


p e rc e n t d u rin g th e o rig in a l 
crackdown, they were still down 
significantly from the period which 
proceeded the program, said of­ 
ficials 
During the post-program period 
which ended Aug 16, officials said 
one homicide was reported, no 
rapes, 17 robberies, 60 assaults, 207 
burglaries, 140 larcenies, and 22 auto 
thefts. 
Robberies were up 70 percent over 
the high profile period, assaults were 
up 9 percent, burglaries up 23 per­ 
cent, larceny up 3 per cent, and auto 
thefts down 8 percent. 
“The total reflects a 13 percent in­ 
crease in crime since the program s 
termination," said Doyle. “This in­ 
crease demonstrates the result of 
returning to a normal patrol force 
operation ” 
During the police crackdown, 
many officers worked numerous 
overtime hours. All available of- 


ficers were put on field assignments 
to combat street crime. 
Doyle said the program had proven 
a success, but added that police of­ 
ficers could not maintain such a 
schedule for long periods. 
“We expected crime to go back up 
once we discontinued the program, 
he added And although the 13 per­ 
cent crime hike was not good news 
for the community, it did indicate 
the program and its after-effects had 
made a significant impact, he said 
Doyle reported that crime general­ 
ly increases during the summer 
months (the post high-profile 
period. ) 
“ We can conclude, therefore, that 
high visibility is a major factor in 
reducing crime." 
Doyle said the addition of five 
police officers and the newly 
developed anti-crime methods will 
probably begin to bring down crime 
rates in Chino even further 


Admitting he may be accused of 
committing the “sin of elitism," 
Newspaper Enterprise Association 
(NEA) fResident and Editor Robert 
Roy Metz Tuesday in Claremont said 
a iiberal arts education and a 
superior newspaper may not be 
products for the masses of today. 
Metz, 48, speaking at a joint 
Scripps College and NEA Founders 
Day celebration, addressed a near­ 
capacity crowd in Garrison Theater 
‘ The day of constant expansion of 
newspapers into more and more 
homes may be past." Metz told the 
students and alumni observing 
Scripps College s 50th year and 
NEA’s 75th year. 
Ellen Browning Scripps and her 
half brother. E W Scripps. founded 
NEA in 1902. She founded Scripps 
College in 1926. NEA now has 
become the largest feature syndicate 
in the country. 
Discussing “Choices and Chances; 
The Liberal Arts 
and American 
Media,” Metz said that “in the print 
media, there is too much truth for 
readers to assimilate . . . so they 
have a tendency to turn it all off. 


“This is one reason, I believe, why 
people turn to television There news 
is more solid. And, it must be true 
There it is in living color," said 
Metz. 
Since the end of World War II, 
there has been unparalled growth in 
both private colleges and news­ 
papers. he continued. Now, how­ 
ever, enrollments, subscriptions, 
grants and contracts are down, and 
both colleges and newspapers have 
turned to computers as cost and time 
savers 
The decision made by many 
Americans is clear, Metz said 
“Quite a few have made it clear they 
can do without a subscription to a 
daily newspaper But, this current, 
somewhat depressed situation is not 
all bad. 
“We in print media have the task 
of defining our roles, and it is not an 
easy one " 
Metz said newspapers must decide 
what is news and then analyze it 
through positive and negative 
processes and give readers informa­ 
tion on which to make intelligent 
decisions.

Guard approved for dangerous comer

With nearly 100 parents crowding 
the council chambers, the Ontario 
City Council Tuesday conceded the 
unique speed and configuration 
problem with the Sixth Street and 
Grove Avenue intersection, and ap­ 
proved a crossing guard for the loca­ 
tion 
The council unanimously approved 
a $1,320 transfer from the con­ 
tingency account to the police 
department budget for the Vineyard 
School guard. However, admitting 
that they will probably be faced with 
similar requests from four other 
schools in the city, m em bers 
stipulated that this decision would 
not necessarily set any precedence 
for future actions 
Councilman Robert Abel made the 
motion for approving the crossing 
guard because he believed the “coun­ 
cil should have flexibility to deal 
with unique situations ’’ 
Councilman Homer Briggs, former 
superintendent of the Ontario- 
Montciair schools, strongly sup­ 
ported the Vineyard crossing guard , 
but added *‘I want to point out here 
and now to friends from Vineyard 
and other schools this is, in my opi­ 
nion, an ^nique situation This does 


not mean that a similar number of 
students will get the same kind of 
concern from me." 
The council action overruled 
reco m m endations 
from City 
Engineer Ed James 
the city’s 
Safety Commission and the Ontario 
Police Department for denial 
last spring, Vineyard Principal 
Marjorie Gillespie and parents asked 
the city to provide a crossing guard 
at the dangerous intersection 
because of the speeding motorists, 
insufficient timing on the signal to 
cross the street, the high incidents of 
“ near misses" between children and 
motorists, the volume of traffic and 
children the lack of sidewalks for 
children to sU:y out of the street, and 
several other safety factors. 
The Safety Commission denied 
that request but concerned parents 
appealed their grievance to the coun­ 
cil 
Mr and Mrs Michael Stewart and 
Mrs. Gillespie made the main 
presentations before the council, giv­ 
ing specific details and diagrams of 
the intersection and adjacent areas 
Parents cited past accidents in 
which a teen-ager was killed 
another young girl crippled for life 
and several children injured They 
c o m p la in e d 
about 
speeding 


motorists ignoring the pedestrians in 
the crosswalk 
One woman said, 
“ Last year, I fell on my face to save 
two other kids " 
Roberta Noms noted the situation 
will worsen when the foggy season 
sets in She said children and fog arid 
people rushing to work equals hurt 
children. 
Jam es defended the city staff 
recommendation for denial, saying 
the intersection does not meet the 
minimum criteria established by the 
city to justify placing a crossing 
guard there 
He said the 74-feet wide street 
takes about 21 seconds to cross, and 
the signal there allows 22 seconds — 
10 seconds of walk (green), 12 se­ 
conds of flashing red (don’t walk) as 
a clearance for pedestrians in the 
crosswalk and three seconds of 
yellow. 
He said only five accidents had oc- 
eured in the past three years and he 
was unaware of the accidents cited 
by parents. In an update ot the speed 
limits in the city, it has been recom 
mended that 35 miles per hour be set 
on Sixth west erf Grove and on Grove 
south of Sixth; 40 mph on Sixth east

The Bakke case: 
the hidden issue 


The case of Bakke vs. the Board of Regents, now 
before the Supreme Court of the U.S., centers on 
the issue of whether or not government may require 
racial quotas in admitting students to institutions of 
higher learning. This, at least, is the obvious issue, 
which has served as the focal spot for most of the 
controversy that has surrounded thif 
potential 
landmark decision. 


But there is another, less obvious issue that is no 
less important: if we give government the power to 
accord preferential treatm ent to minorities, do we 
not also give it the power to decide which 
minorities shall be so favored? 


This question has serious implications. As Nathan 
Glazer a Harvard University professor, has writ­ 
ten in his book on “ Affirmative Discrimination : 
“ We are indeed ^nation of minorities; to enshrine 
some minorities as deserving of special benefits 
means not to defend minority rights against a dis­ 
criminating majority, but to favor some of these 
minorities over others.” 


An outrageous example of this favoritism at 
work is the case of DiLeo vs. the Board of Regents, 
presently before the Colorado Supreme Court. It 
seems that young DiLeo applied to the University of 
Colorado Law School, and was admitted under the 
mistaken belief that he was of Mexican descent. 
When it was learned later, however, that his roots 
were not Mexican but Italian, his admission was 
revoked. And yet are not the Italians as much a 
minority as the Mexicans? Or, for that m atter, are 
not the Jews, the Poles, the Finns, the Letts, the 
Rumanians, the Chinese or any of the other groups 
that made their homes on these shores also 
minorities? 


Somehow, professor Glazer observes, the govern­ 
ment civil rights agencies have managed to turn the 
civil rights legislation of the last decade completely 
around The Civil Rights Acts passed between 1964 
and 1968 declared that no account should be taken of 
race, color, national origin, or religion in voting, 
jobs, education, or housing Yet no sooner was this 
legislation enacted than we “entered into unex­ 
ampled recording of records of color, race and 
national origin of every individual in every signifi­ 
cant sphere of life.” 


It is not inconceivable, if this process of clas­ 
sification and recording continues, that we shall 
shortly become as racially conscious a society as 
South Africa — although for different motives. 
What, then, will the future hold for the individual 
who is half Mexican or half Indian? Will he or she 
also be accorded favored minority status0 


Already we are not far from a situation depicted 
in a magazine cartoon of some years back 
a per­ 
sonnel director telling a dark-complexioned female 
that “ As an under-30 black woman with a Spanish- 
sounding surnam e, I’m afraid you re over- 
quotafied. ’ 


Certainly this situation is unfair to all concerned. 
A selective lowering of standards is not only a 
hardship to those who qualify as members of the 
“m ajority,’* it is an insult to those minority group 
members who want to be accepted on the basis of 
their individual worth and not their racial or ethnic 
backgrounds 


In a society that spends billions of dollars to raise 
living standards, to help the disadvantaged over­ 
come a wide variety of handicaps, and to improve 
the quality of education for all, is it too much to ask 
that people be judged on their own merits?

In Dr Lamb s Sept. 18 article, he 
gave your readers some outdated in­ 
formation. 
He stated that sugar could not af­ 
fect the nervous system which con­ 
trols the muscles in less than 30 
minutes Experiments conducted by 
scientists at the University of 
Chicago and the University of 
Toronto, and reported in Science of 
February 1908, showed that a new 
route to the brain had been dis­ 
covered whereby radioactivity 
glucose reached the brain in seconds. 
John Yudkins of England recently 
reported that excess sugar consump­ 
tion is statistically associated with 
atherosclerosis and heart attacks. 
On the basis of his studies, Yudkins 
states, “It would mean, for example. 


that a person assessed by our dietary 
history as taking more than 110 
grams of sugar a day (4 ounces) was 
perhaps five or more times as likely 
to develop myocardial infarction as 
one tak ing less than 60 grams a day 
In my book “Touch for Health, ’ I 
discuss the use of manual muscle 
testing to determine food allergies 
and hypersensities. We now have 
through the Touch for Health Foun­ 
dation a state of California-approved 
vocation training school, and have 
trained over 500 instructors to train 
lay persons and others to use such 
tests to help themselves and their 
families to learn what food they have 
hyperseasitivities to. 


The Touch for Health classes are 
now being given at the University of 


California. Riverside and San Diego, 
Los Angeles Valley College, Los 
Angeles City College, 
Harbor 
College and many other community 
and private colleges. We have also 
been approved for license renewal 
courses for registered nurses. 


The letter to Dr. Lamb stated that 
the weakness would last for weeks. 
This was probably a misquote of the 
person showing the methods, as that 
would be a rare case for such a small 
amount of sugar to affect the mus­ 
cles for so long. However, in ex­ 
treme hypersensitivity, it could and 
probably does occur.

Driven to drink? 


WASHINGTON — The wining and 
dining of i*entagon procurement of­ 
ficers apparently has become a 
major industry. A confidential con­ 
gressional study charges that 
defense contractors have spent 
“several million dollars annually 
on this sort of revelry. 
Such massive entertaining, the 
report adds gravely, presents 
a 
threat of significant proportions to 
the integrity of public contracts and 
the procurement process. ” 
Many a contract is consummated 
over a shotgun barrel in a fog 
sheathed duck blind. Or some inside 
information, worth millions to a con­ 
tractor, might be dropped casually 
on a golf green. The way to a defense 
contract may also be greased by 
booze and blondes at a swinging 
night club. 
The congressional study found 
• repeated hospitality to many of the 
same federal employees 
They 
weren’t shown a good time for the 
pleasure of their company, the 
report suggests. More likely, the 
contractor hoped in return for his 
largess “to obtain advance or inside 
information and to secure preferen­ 
tial treatment in the course of doing 
business with the government. 
Two vears ago. we wrote a series 
of columns about defense and space 
officials accepting free bunting and 
ski trips from military contractors. 


We identified the hosts as the giant 
Northrop and Rockwell corpora­ 
tions, which were called on the 
carpet by Sen. William Proxmire, D- 
Wis., chairman of the Joint Commit­ 
tee on Defense Production. 
The publicity died down, but the 
committee continued its investiga­ 
tion Painstakingly, the committee 
examined the entertainment prac­ 
tices of more than 40 leading defense 
contractors. The report, just com­ 
pleted, is still confidential. However, 
we can reveal the highlights: 
— The report listed these 
gratuities, which contractors com­ 
monly make available to govern­ 
ment procurement people: “Tickets 
to sporting and cultural events; 
hunting, fishing, golfing or similar 
recreational outings; entertainment 
and meals; dinners, balls, banquets 
and night clubs, transportation, 
lodging, meals and refreshments, es- 
pecially in connection w ith 
hospitality suites at professional 
meetings; and visits to lodges and 
resorts." 
— The committee determined, 
for example, that at least 30 of the 41 
contractors surveyed had given 
government officials tickets to 
sporting and cultural events During 
the three years covered by the sur­ 
vey, 30 companies had sponsored 
about 1,200 hospitality suites, where 
the booze flowed freely At least 35 of 
the com panies acknowledged 


purchasing meals for government 
employees. 
— At least 16 firms sponsored 
sporting activities that included 
government officials 
These ac­ 
tivities ranged from golfing matches 
to hunting trips. Some corporations 
paid for transportation, hunting 
licenses, ammunition, meals and 
lodging, hunting and guide fees. 
Some even arranged for the prepara­ 
tion of the game 
— The accep tan ce of the 
aforementioned favors, the report 
charges, violates a 1905 executive 
order. “Entertainment of govern­ 
ment officials," cautions the report, 
“can undermine the integrity of 
government contracts.” For in­ 
stance, a contractor may obtain in­ 
telligence or advance information on 
government requirem ents and 
specifications, thereby gaining an 
unfair advantage over his com- 
peitors. 
— One witness, interviewed by 
investigator for the National 
an 
Aeronautics and Space Administra­ 
tion, stressed that “one of the pur­ 
poses of developing liaisons with 
NASA employees was to develop in­ 
side sources who could be telephoned 
for advance or inside information ” 
Anyone who provides such informa­ 
tion, the committee warns sternly, 
“is in violation of departmental stan­ 
dards of conduct .” 


Maybe somebody should be worrying about this 
new compulsion among small fry to collect emptv 
beer cans. Instead of lining their walls with dog 
eared books, thousands of 12-year-oid boys are now 
combing the gutters for empty cans of Old«- 
Frothingslosh or Death Valley Pllaener or

(NEA> — There were fat cats and 
functions ne*, journalists and secur­ 
ity men. staff aides and party pros — 
more than 400 registered particip­ 
ants in all. 
But the hardest folks to find at this 
year’s Republican Governors 
Conference here In the White Moun­ 
tains were the Republican governors 
themselves 
There are only 12 of them, down 
from 32 just seven years ago 
And unless the 1978 elections aug­ 
ment their ranks considerably, not 
only the GOP governors but the 
Republican party itself could wind 
up on the endangered species list. 
That is why this year’s conference 
was a school for candidate* hoping to 
capture state houses around the 
country during the 38 gubernatorial 
elections next year. 
Somewhat belatedly, national OOP 
leaders have realised that the par­ 
ty’s traditional focus on the White 
House and Congre«« has resulted in a 
withering of its roots at the state 
and local tevel 
With reapportionment looming 
after the 1980 census, Republicans 
could be written off die political map 
of America unlees they are strong 
enough to influence the drawing of 
new election district boundaries 
Notwithstanding the 8upreme 
Court s one man, one vote ruling of • 
decade ago, political boundary Une* 
still follow partisan strength. The 


GOP’s current weakness is vividly 
reflected in the gap bet When its vote 
count in the 1978 congressional elec­ 
tions and its seats in Congress 
Republican candidates 
for 
Congress last year drew 42 2 percent 
of all votes cast, according to the 
GOP National Committee 
Yet 
Republicans hold only 33 3 percent of 
the seats in the House 
“There are 30 states right now 
where the Democrats control not 
only the governorship but both 
houses of the state legislature as 
well," noted Dick Thaxton, a 
political pro for the Republican 
Governors Association. 
“We’re not going to be able to 
regain control of more than a handful 
of state legislatures before the next 
reapportionment. So unless are can 
take some of those governorships, 
we can be redistricted out of ex­ 
istence," he said. 
No less an authority than John 
Connally, whose own ambitions are 
exclusively national at this juncture, 
is urging an all-out drive on the state 
houses next year by the national 
oartv aooaratus, 
“TheRepubiican National Com­ 
mittee should seriously consider 
allocating at least one-fourth of the 
total funds available to it next year 
to gubernatorial race*, ’ Connally 
told the New Hampshire conference 
GOP Chairman BUI Brock was 
already ahead of Connally. The 
Republican Governors Association, 
which has never before ««gaged in 


fund-raising activities, hopes to 
collect $500,000 for next year s cam­ 
paigns and the National Committee 
will add $250.000 of its own to that 
pot. 
The prospects are reasonably 
good.

Some fancy footwork was engaged in by Gov. 
Jerry Brown in the closing hours of the 1977 
legislative session in an effort to avoid what he 
feared might become a rash of veto overrides and 
thus indicate a diminishing of his strength. 
Governors have long been exercising their veto 
power virtually without restraint. It had been near­ 
ly three decades since a veto was overridden when 
the Legislature overturned one of Ronald Reagan s. 
With this knowledge. Brown, since taking office, 
has been brazen in his rejection of bills and it 
wasn't until earUer this year that he suffered his 
first legislative “ reprimand.' That was when the 
lawm akers, egged on by an aroused public, 
overrode his death penalty veto. 
Apparently assuming that to be an exceptional 
case, Brown has continued to act roughshod in the 
use of the veto. Obviously he had misread the mood 
of the solons for, in rejecting the bill authored bv 
Sen. A1 Alquist designed to ease the Medi-Cal and 
welfare cost burdens on county governments, he 
stirred the members. 
Alquist had fought too hard for his bill to accept 
defeat and set out to gather the necessary 27 votes 
for an override. He got 31. Indications of support for 
his bill iq the Assembly were sufficient to promise 
override there, too. To head it off, Brown quickly 
had the provisions of the Alquist measure amended 
into an Assembly bill, letting it be known that he 
would sign it. 
in the same manner he headed off override of 
another Senate bill, this authored by Sen. Ray 
Johnson. It was a relatively unimportant measure 
which reimbursed tiny Trinity County for*costs of 
an educational program which had been encouraged 
by the state. The amount Involved was only $22.150 
but Brown rejected it out of hand. 
Angered by this cavalier treatm ent of a small 
constituency, Johnson appealed to his colleagues 
and won override in the Senate. Again the provi­ 
sions of the Johnson bill suddenly were to be found 
in an amended Assembly bill headed for the gover­ 
nor’s signature. 
The two instances, joined with the death penalty 
override, point to a new enthusiasm for the 
override. Spawned by years of faintheartedness on 
the part of the lawmakers to it, governors have 
grown to the belief the Legislature does not dare do 
it. This has led to the mistaken myth that an 
override is an “ em barrassm ent” to a governor, a 
sign of weakness on his part, as well as a total mis­ 
conception of the reasons the veto power is granted 
the governor. 
It was not given as President Benjamin Harrison 
so profoundly stated “ upon the principle that he 
should approve only such as he would have voted for 
had he been a mem ber.’’ Rather it was granted for 
the purposes detailed by one of the state’s greatest 
legislators, the late Sen. George Miller Jr., “of 
protecting the public from sectionalism, expen 
ditures for which there are not sufficient funds and 
inadvertent errors in legislation ” 
Stomping on the idea that the governor can veto 
willy-nilly. Miller declared, “ In exercising the veto 
power simply because he does not like the policy 
decided by the people’s representatives, the ex­ 
ecutive in effect is declaring that he. and not the 
people, will make the laws of the state and the 
representatives of the people cannot impose policy 
upon the executive." 
“ The executive," Miller added, “ is neither king 
nor dictator. This is a people's government and the 
executive branch must carry out the policies which 
the people’s representatives have determined. 
It now remains to be seen whether Brown s 
demonstrated concern over the new-found potential 
for override will serve to m ake him more 
restrained in the use of the veto.

other day will provide the maximum 
benefit you can get for any weight 
To maintain your muscles one such 
exercise session a week appears to 
be adequate. 
The choice of a weight should be 
one that you can lift easily three 
times in succession but not one so 
light that you can lift it 10 or more 
times in succession without dif­ 


ficulty As soon as you can lift a 
given weight 10 times in succession 
for three sets (a total of 30) you 
should certainly progress to a 
heavier weight.

Ham operation 
now getting 
CB's 'finest' 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The CB radio phenomenon is 
spilling over into the ranks of ham, or amateur radio, ac­ 
cording to the American Radio Relay League, the 
nation’s largest ham organization. 
The ARRL says there now are 325,000 licensed 
amateurs, up from 280,000 a year ago. Another 50,000 
persons are attending classes this fall to get their ham 
“ticket,” it says. 
“Many of these newcomers are CBers, and we re get­ 
ting the cream of the crop — people really interested in 
two-way radio communications, 
Peter O Dell, ARRL s 
public information officer, explained in a telephone inter­ 
view from his Newington, Conn , office. 
Is it difficult for a CBer to get a ticket, as hams call 
their licenses? Not at all, replies O’Dell, who cites as an 
example a 4-year-old boy who passed the novice exam 
recently. 
The novice, or first of five amateur licenses, requires 
ability to send and receive International Morse Code at 
five words-a-minute and knowledge of the most elemen­ 
tary theory needed to operate a radio. 
The novice is eligible to use portions of four of the ham 
bands to send code, but no voice communication 
“But with relatively simple equipment, a novice can 
literally work around the world," O'Dell says. 
Is ham equipment expensive0 O’Dell says a beginner 
. can pick up a good used radio for less than $200, or a new 
I set for about $250. 
: 
“Of course, like anything else, one can spend whatever 
: he wants,” O’Dell adds, noting a top-of-the-line 
i transceiver costs about $6,000. 
The Morse code requirement apparently frightens some 
potential hams In fact, the government is considering a 
“communicator” license that would not require code. 
; 
But O’Dell says people can learn enough code in two 
hours to pass the novice test. 
* , Why is code necessary? First, it’s required by inter 
i. ‘national treaty. It’s also the most effective means of 
‘ radio communication and uses less expensive equipment 
than that needed for voice transmissions 
I 
The easiest way to get a ham license, O’Dell says, it to 
attend amateur classes 
"If an interested individual will write the league, he 
says, “it will put them into contact with a local instruc­ 
tor” Just write ARRL. Newington. Conn 06111. 
After mastering the novice requirements, many hams 
start climbing the other rungs in the amateur ladder.

WASHINGTON < AP) — Faced with the realization that 
their economic program isn’t working. President Carter 
and his advisers are back at the drawing boards trying to 
salvage what they can. 
All indications point to yet another attempt to win 
business support and to stimulate investment m new in­ 
dustry, which the country badly needs 
The failure of businessmen to step up investment ac­ 
tivity has been the largest single factor undermining 
progress toward Carter’s original targets of a balanced 
budget, lowered employment and sharply reduced infla­ 
tion by 1981 
. 
, . 
Some private mutterings are being heard from the 
administration that Carter already has done too much for 
business without any results to show For example. 
Carter never put forth the tough anti-inflation program he 
wanted because business opposed it and he withdrew 
plans for the $50 per person tax rebate, also opposed by 
business. 
But Carter appears willing to make one more try this 
time through tax incentives to increase business profits 
and encourage investment. 
He also disclosed last week that he is considering tax 
cuts for both businesses and individuals in 1978. one year 
ahead of his original scheme, if the economy shows signs 
of floundering again, as some experts now fear 
Very little in the economic program Carter unveiled in 
January has worked out according to plan. 
Inflation and unemployment both have remained stub­ 
bornly high, the nation’s huge trade deficit has started 
another attack on the dollar and interest rates have 
reached the danger level again. 
In the first major retreat from its economic program, 
the administration has abandoned hopes of achieving a 
balanced budget by 1981, barring an economic miracle. 
There is no more talk, as there was during the campaign, 
of the $60 billion budget “dividend'’ in 1981 to help pay for 
new government programs 
Carter’s advisers are now telling him that if he wants to 
meet his goals for an unemployment rate of 5 per cent or 
below by 1981, the best he can hope for is a budget deficit 
of $20 billion to $25 billion 
Besides the failure of businesses to step up invest­ 
ments, another fly in the economic ointment has been the 
nation’s trade deficit, estimated at $30 billion this year, 
which has cut into employment and production in this 
country 
The administration appears to be seeking to reduce the 
deficit by encouraging an increase in the value of the 
Japanese yen and the German mark in relation to the 
value of the dollar, which would make U .S. goods cheaper 
in those countries while raising the price to American 
consumers of German and Japanese products, 
The carter administration is the third to try to tackle 
the problem of lagging business investment, but so far 
Carter has been no more successful than Richard M. Nix­ 
on and Gerald R Ford, 
Charles L. Schultze, the chairman of Carter s Council of 
Economic Advisers, said last week administration sur 
veys show business is increasing its inflation ^discounted 
, investments by only 6 per cent annually while an invest 
mtnt rate of 8 per cent to 9 per cent is needed to achieve 
the administration’s eocnomic targets 
Businessmen basically say their profits are too low to 
justify substantial increase« in investments 
The administration takes this lament at face value and 
plans to include several m easures in its proposed lax 
5- reform program to increase business profitability. 
The measures likely will include a reduction in cor­ 
porate taxes or a scaling down of the current double taxa- 
• Uon of corporate dividends 
In fact, there has been a pronounced shift in emphasis 
in recent weeks from tax reform to tax reduction, es 
penally in tax cuts for businessmen, although there will 
be significant reductions for individuals too. 
When Carter first began proposing tax reform, his 
emphasis was on closing tax she Hen» and loopholes with 
little said about helping business, but all that has changed 
now. 
Secretary of Commerce Juanita Krops also indicated 
over the weekend the administration may be preparing a 
new statement of its economic policies, in part to meet 
complaints by businessmen that they don’t know what the 
administration is doing now

Bourne said he feels vopngsters 
are more likely to drink if their 
parents do 
“ if parents look at

Shutdowns for lack 
of natural gas 
now not likely 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The threat of thousands ot fac­ 
tory shutdowns this winter due to natural gas shortages 
apparently has vanished because ot precautionary, 
purchases of higher-priced emergency gas. a federal 
agency says. 
The staff of the Federal Energy Regulatory Commis­ 
sion reported to the commission that four of the six 
pipelines which had expected major shutdowns now an­ 
ticipate no industrial disruption. The other two now ex­ 
pect only a limited impact. 
Plant closings totaling in the thousands had been feared 
because of reports issued by the commission in 
September based on supply information filed by the six 
pipelines last May and June 
But updated supply figures show major purchases un­ 
der federal rules which allow interstate pipelines or their 
customers to buy emergency supplies at essentially un­ 
regulated prices. Usually, interstate purchases come un­ 
der price controls. 
The difference in cost i? substantial Regulated gas in 
interstate pipelines sells for about $1 44 per thousand 
cubic feet. Unregulated gas sells for about $2 The extra 
cost is passed on to the consumer. 
The commission reports show the pipeline companies 
are depending on these higher-priced em ergency 
purchases to bolster their supplies enough to avoid major 
shortages, though some shortages still will exist 
The four now expecting to avoid any significant plant 
shutdowns are United Gas Pipeline Co., Tennessee Gas 
Pipeline Co., Tennessee Natural Gas Lines, Inc. and East 
Tennessee Natural Gas Co. The last two companies de­ 
pend on Tennessee Gas for their supplies. 
In last month's report. United was forecasting that “ 30 
industrial customers could be forced to shut down,” Ten­ 
nessee Gas Pipeline said it wus trying to head off 134 
plant closures in normal winter weather, or up to 190 in a 
winter 10 per cent colder than normal 
East Tennessee Natural Gas had expected up to 113 
plant closings this winter in last month's report, and Ten­ 
nessee Natural Gas' parent firm. Nashville Gas Co., 
feared up to 172 plant closings 
The companies now are not forecasting any plant clos­ 
ings 
Transcontinental Gas Pipeline, which previously esti­ 
mated some 613 shutdowns in a normal winter, or 7B0 in a 
severe one. now expects only one plant to shut down this 
winter. 
El Paso Natural Gas Co., in last month's report, feared 
that “ certain industrial customers may have to shut 
down,” but would not identify them In the new report, 
the staff said Arizona Public Service Co. is the only dis­ 
tributor on the El Paso system still forecasting plant 
shutdowns, and Arizona Public Service was still refusing 
to identify the threatened industries. 
In lust month's report, the commission found no signifi­ 
cant threat ot plunt shutdowns on 23 other interstate 
pipelines, although most of the lines expected gas shor­ 
tages 
Some of the expected shortages also will be taken up by 
industries that can switch to other fuels. 


Calls co m p u ter search abuse

WASHINGTON (AP) — The man who headed a federal 
commission on privacy says the government's plan to 
ferret out welfare cheaters would infringe on Americans 
rifthf to privacy 
Welfare cheats can and must be identified and re­ 
moved.” David F Linowes told the secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare Monday. But Linowes called the 
planned computer search “ an abuse of personal privacy 
rights.” 
HtyW Secretary Joseph A Califuno Jr., speaking last 
weelf to a closed meeting of executives of some of the 
nation » largest businesses, proposed making computer 
tapes of welfare rolls available to private employers 
As part of Operation Match. HEW's campaign to hunt 
down cases of cheating and fraud, the welfare roll tapes 
would be compared against payroll tapes. 
“ We would provide the welfare tapes and run them 
against names of employes to preserve the right of 
privacy and turn in names where they are found to 
match " Califano explained to reporters after last week's 
meeting 
Linowes said he was “surprised that this kind of pro­ 
gram could reach this stage with him personally 
presenting if this way.”

WASHINGTON (API — The Army will Uke equipment 
and manpower from its units in tie United States and 
send them overseas to strengthen Western Europe s 
defenses against any huge, short-warning Soviet ground 
attack, it was announced Tuesday. 
Gen Bernard W. Rogers, Army chief of staff said. ‘ We 
must sacrifice a bit of the unit readiness ... here in the 
continental United States ’ in order to increase the ability 
of U S. Army divisions in Europe to meet any Soviet at­ 
tack and blunt it in the critical first 30 days of any Euro­ 
pean war. 
“The gains we will obtain through this focus on earty 
force readiness for Europe, however, will not be without 
their price,” Rogers said in a speech prepared for the an­ 
nual meeting of the Association of the United States 
Arrov 
“Yet the threat exists now and we must act with dis­ 
patch.” he said. 
. 
Rogers did not specify how much additional equipment, 
weapons and ammunition would be positioned in Europe, 
but other sources indicated that enough for two additional 
Army divisions is contemplated. 
Some of the stockpiles may be placed in the north 
German plain, which is considered one of the most 
vulnerable avenues of invasion 
The Army chief of staff's remarks underscored 
mounting concern in the Pentagon and Congress over 
what is now perceived as a Soviet ability to launch a 
major attack on Western Europe with only five to seven 
davs of preparation, compared with the 23 days of warn­ 
ing time formerly assumed by North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization planners. 
U .S. Army strategists believe a critical point may como 
in 1981-82 when, they say. the Russians will have finished 
reequipping their army divisions and air force squadrons 
facing NATO with powerful new weapons. 
A recent series of articles by The Associated Press dis­ 
closed problems in American military readiness in 
western Europe and elsewhere 
With a shortage of strategic cargo airlift. U.S. military 
thinking now aims at increasing the combat readiness of 
forces already in Europe and building up stockpile* of 
weapons and equipment that troops flown from the United 
States in any emergency could draw before going into ac-

That Maasai elders con­ 
trol valuable lajnd in a 
country hard pressed by a 
booming birth rate and a 
shortage of adequate graz- 


Recently, on the pretext 
that large numbers of cat­ 
tle were being rustled. 
Kenvatta s elite internal 
s e c ur i t y police, the 
General Services Unit, 
rounded up and arrested a 


large group of moran. The 
GSU. noted for respecting 
neither tribal traditions 
nor the niceties of Anglo- 
Saxon legal procedures, 
cut off th e m o r a n ’s 
elaborately braided hair, 
which had been carefully 
stvled with animal fat and 
red ochre in a helmet-like 
fashion first described by 
the Gre ek h i s t o ri an 
Herodotus in the fifth cen­ 
tury B.C. 


To these and other in­ 
sults and pressures the 
Maasai have reacted in a 
variety of ways, both noble 
and ignoble. 


Unfortunately, 
most 
visitors observing Africa 
out- of windows of tour 
buses see only the less no­ 
ble aspects of what re­ 
mains of Maasai culture. 
At the entrance to game 
parks and other tourist 
ar eas poorly dressed 
children, old Maasai 
women and even older 
Maasai men line the road, 
aggressively offering to 
pose for pictures (for a 
price, of course), selling 
bead work made of gaudy 
plastic beads from Hong 


Kang rather than the 
traditional, softly hued, 
glass beads, or simply pan­ 
handling for a “shilingi — 
a Kenyan shilling worth 
about 13 cents. 
These sad. cardboard 
replicas of a proud people 
should remind tourists, es­ 
pecially Americans, of the 
unhappy fa te of the 
American Indian. 
But o t h e r s e r i o u s 
res earc hers , such as 
Eames. have made the ef­ 
fort to travel deep into 
Maasailand to witness 
m o r e a u t h e n t i c and 
wholesome vestiges of an 
cient Maasai culture, such 
as the “eunota.” the joyous 
coming out of the moran 
into the state of junior 
elders. Like many Maasai 
traditions the eunota is not 
approved by the govern­ 
ment. since so many 
Maasai ceremonies are 
equated with acts of civil 
disobedience such as cattle 
rustling or the killing of 
lions with only a spear and 
shield for protection. 
Eames was both impres­ 
sed and distressed by what 
he saw: impressed by what 
had been preserved, dis­ 
tressed by what had been 
lost. 
“They (the soon-to-be- 
elders) wore the Roman 
chiton, but lengthened to 
cover bare buttocks and 
other embarrassments by 
order of the government, 
he later reported. “For 
this reason, the short- 
swords were not evident 
and sticks substituted for 
spears as the moran 
danced in thgir battle 
square formations 
Still. Eames found “it 
w as 
an 
i m p r e s s i v e 
military display . . » with 
battalions of moran stirr­ 
ing the dust with their un­ 
dulating or high-jumping to 
the drumming cadencd of a 
war chant. " 
Between these two ex­ 


tremes — the mendicant 
p e d d l e r s 
and 
the 
anachronistic moran — 
many young Maasai males 
(women are still treated as 
chattel) are struggling to 
strike a dignified balance 
between their heritage and 
the demands of an emerg 
ing Africa.

Nutrition 'balls' tangy, crunchy 


Seven of 10 homemakers 
questioned in a national 
survey consider breakfast 
the most important, yet 
most difficult, meal to get 
family members to eat 
The study, conducted by 
National Fam ily Opinion, 
In c., questioned 1.000 
homemakers and found 
lack of appetite, weight 
control and boredom with 
typical breakfast foods as 
the most common reasons 
for skipping breakfast. 
B u t. 
a cco rd in g to 
nutritionists, the body is 
hungry 
for nutrients 
regardless of appetite 
after eight to 12 hours 
without food 
Eatin g 
breakfast, they say, helps 
prevent mid to late- 
m orning fatig u e and 
overeating at lunch. 
Breakfast should supply 
from one-fourth to one- 


third the nutrients recom­ 
mended for daily consump­ 
tion. The easiest way is to 
choose foods daily from 
each of the four food 
groups. The four food 
group 
system 
was 
developed by nutritionists 
with the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture to help con­ 
sumers meet recom ­ 
mended dietary allow­ 
ances established by the 
Food and Nutrition Board 
of the National Academy of 
Sciences. Groups include 
milk. meat, vegetables and 
fruits, and breads and ce­ 
reals. 
A typical breakfast of 
milk, egg, orange juice ami 
toast is balanced. The egg, 
because of its protein con­ 
tent, is a meat group food 
But breakfast doesn't 
have to be traditional to be 
nutritious. A glass of 


tomato juice and a grilled 
ham and cheese sandwich 
is balanced nutritionally. 
So is a hamburger patty on 
a bun with tomato slices 
and a m ilk shake. Ice 
cream or yogurt with fresh 
fruit and a peanut butter 
sandw ich is another 
balanced breakfast. 
Readv-to-eat or speedy- 
to-fix foods can keep 
breakfast easy to prepare. 
Keep on hand foods like 
cold milk, ready-to-eat or 
quick cooking cereals, 
peanut butter, crackers, 
cheese or cheese spreads, 
instant pudding, hard 
cooked eggs, frozen waf­ 
fles and pancakes, fresh 
fruits, and vegetable and 
fruit juices. 
When you can’t take time 
to sit and eat a leisurely 
breakfast, try having 
plenty of nutrition balls on 
hand. They’re ideal for on- 
the-run 
b re a k fa s ts , 


nutritious snacks and 
special treats tucked into 
lunch bags. 
The tangy, crunchy balls 
contain one food from each 
of the four food groups. 
Serve them with glasses of 
cold milk.

WASHINGTON <AP) - 
The federal government, 
saving estrogen drugs may 
cause cancer if taken to ex­ 
cess, is requiring that 
warning brochures be giv­ 
en with every estrogen pre 
scription starting this 
week 
The Food and Drug 
Administration says 
women receiving the drugs 
must be told in plain 
language the risks of tak­ 
ing the female sex hor­ 
mones 
The most serious risk is 
cancer of the lining of the 
uterus. FDA Commis­ 
sioner Donald Kennedy 
said Monday The risk in 
c reases if estrogens are 
used ‘ too frequently or too 
long,” he said, and can be 
five to 10 times greater 
than- for a woman who has 
never taken estrogens 
The odds of developing 
gall bladder disease 
requiring surgery are 2^* 
times as great, he warned. 


Five million American 
women now take estrogen 
drugs during and after 
menopause, and Kennedy 
said he hopes the warning 
brochure will reduce that 
number “at least by halt 
The drug industry and 
doctors’ groups have op­ 
posed the FDA labeling 
requirement in court, but 
so far without success. 
The FDA first proposed 
its estrogen warning 
program in July, with the 
brochure requirement to 
take effect Sept. 20 The ef­ 
fective date was pushed 
back because of the court 
challenges.

vent the FDA from enforc­

patients repeat that ad­ 
vice. They also warn that 
estrogens should never be 
used during pregnancy 
Estrogen drugs also are 
used to treat certain 
cancers and as an in­ 
gredient in contraceptive 
pills taken by eight million

Despite higher prices, 
not scarcity but abundance 
of food is the way of life in 
America today. To be ex­ 
plicit. it is for those with 
money 
Our lives are 
satu rated 
w ith 
the 
historical three squares a 
day. plus the inevitable 
coffee break and our pas­ 
sion for snack foods We 
seem to have assumed the 
role of marathon eaters 
What most seem to 
forget is that once past 25. 
when you reach your op­ 
timum weight, you begin 


physiologically aging That 
is a hard fact of life to ac­ 
cept From then on. weight 
control becomes a complex 
problem You need slightly 
less food each succeeding 
year, not more 
There are many things to 
do about maintaining your 
youthful figure But today, 
let s discuss only two of 
them Get out of your chair 
more often and nibble less. 
Most of us eat too much. 
Many do not get enough 
physical exercise We need 
to flex our muscles more, 
and to by-pass a few of 


those snacks. In brief: 
Calorie control and exer­ 
cise. fueled by common 
sense and will power, are 
the basic forces in any 
long-term 
weigh t-control 
program 
Neither one 
alone can do the trick Any 
flexing of the muscles, 
great or little, is exercise, 
and burns up fuel, which is 
calories. 
Restless, energetic peo­ 
ple who seem never to 
stand still burn up more 
calories 
than 
relaxed, 
placid people. An im­ 
patient man who rushes 


across the room to switch 
TV channels, burns up 
several more calories than 
the fellow in the armchair, 
with remote control The 
woman who drags her 
market cart home has a 
smaller amount of excess 
calories to handle than the 
woman who orders by 
phone. 
Scientists have calcu­ 
lated that energetic people 
in the “ white collar” 
brackets may burn up 66 
calories an hour more than 
their “ why not take it 
easv" brethren. Exercise 


also means activity that in­ 
volves the whole body, 
such as walking, jogging, 
swimming, dancing, ten­ 
nis. etc. Small overweight 
persons often complain 
that though they exercise 
as regularly as their larger 
overweight friends, they do 
not lose as fast as the big­ 
ger fellows. That is be­ 
cause in any activity in­ 
volving the whole body, the 
calorie use varies with the 
size of your body. 
In other words, the 
amount of freight aboard 
determines the amount of 


fuel (calories» needed to 
move it Of course, a small 
person, desiring to bum up 
calories faster, could car­ 
ry extra pounds in a bag 
when he goes walking. In 
fact, that has been done.

remember is that all forms 
of physical activity have a 
calorie cost — the amount 
of calories used 
The 
c a l o r i e cost 
v a r i e s 
depending on the activity

Reggie makes 
things happen 


Okay, Reggie, you have proven 
your point. Let no man say 
otherwise. You are indeed the straw 
that stirs the drink. You are the eye 
of the storm. You are the spark that 
fires the ignition. You make things 
happen. 
Let it be your monument in 
history: The ball player who never 
hit .300 in a regular season yet the 
man who could always reach back 
for that special kind of magic that 
turns paupers into kings. 
Even your once-bitter rival, 
Thurman Munson, had to admit it. 
“Without him,” said Munson, "we 
wouldn’t have won the pennant. 
Without him. we wouldn't have won 
the World Series. 
Such is the story of the baseball 
life of Reginald Martinez Jackson, 
the Wvncote, Pa., tailor s son whose 
ability to produce under pressure 
sparked the Oakland A s to World 
Championships in 1972,1973 and 1974 
Now you have done it for the proud 
and haughty New York Yankees, just 
as your boss and benefactor, George 
Steinbrenner III. said you would. 
A record five home runs in the 
World Series, three in one game, 
four in four official at-bats. 10 runs 
scored, eight runs batted in. a 450 
batting average — an individual 
perform ance on level with the 
immortals. 
"The word superstar is overused 
- 
R u th . 
D iM ag g io . M ays, 
Clem ente," you told reporters 
modestly. "But I can say I had one 
day like those guys.” 
Not easy 


Indeed you did But it wasn t easy. 
R e m em b e r all those lonely, 
frustrating moments during the sum­ 
mer. 
You were the "Teacher’s Pet. 
The boss took you in his limousine 
and showed you the town He signed 
you to a 12 9-million contract. 
This made you the most unpopular 
man in the Yankees clubhouse 
Munson, the Most Valuable Player of 
the previous year, got mad when you 
told a magazine writer that you were 
“the straw that stirred the drink ” 
You said Munson could only stir it 
bad.It was an undiplomatic thing to 
say, but you are not diplomatic. You 
say what comes to your tongue No 
subtleties. No deviousness You take 
the consequences. 
The consequences were costly. 
Munson refused to shake your 
hand Third baseman Graig Nettles 
made unhappy noises. Players with 
the same color of dark skin moved 
their lockers to the other side of the 
room 
There you sat, alone and brooding, 
on your locker stool— not liked by 
the manager and ignored by almost 
everyone but backup catcher Fran 
Healy, whose friendship never wa­ 
vered. 
The m anager, accustomed to 
center stage, resented you. He 
wouldn't bat you cleanup. Once he 
yanked you in front of a national 
television audience and. when you 
objected to the indignity, the two of 
you almost came to blows in the 
dugout 
Yet it was you who interceded 
when the manager was about to be 
fired. You helped save his job. 


Hostile press 


It was an agonizing summer. 
The fans were goaded by a hostile 
press They booed you at every turn 
lYessures, even with your princely 
salary, became almost unbearable. 
Your father quit coming up from 
fPhiladelphia to watch you play. Your 
mother wouldn’t turn on the radio. 
Remember how you sat in your 
loneliness and said to yourself, "Why 
do I have to take all of this stuff7 1 
have a good job waiting for me out­ 
side." 
Quitting would have been easy, but 
it was not your way. It was a word 
you didn’t know You owed too much 
to too many, so you stuck it out 
You were "Mister September in 
the Yankees fierce pennant drive 
You closed your lips and tightened 
the grip on your bat. You became the 
Yankees' sparkplug, and everybody 
knew it. Your life changed 
And the climax came just before 11 
p m on a chill Tuesday night when 
vou propelled your third home run erf 
the evening into the black painted 
unoccupied bleachers in deep center 
field 
And out there in center field 
somewhere, the TV cameras zeroed 
in on a bronze plaque,at the great 
Babe Ruth The old Bambino seemed 
to wear a smile, 


NEW YORK (AP) - Reggie 
lackson the man who stirred the 
drink, made it a champagne cocktail. 
With three magnificently dramatic 
home runs, he gift-wrapped the New 
York Yankees’ 21st World Series 
championship. 
"I am the straw that stirs the 
drink.” Jackson said before he had 
ever batted for the Yankees in a 
major league game. “ (Catcher and 
captain Thurman) Munson can only 
stir it bad.’’ 
Though that comment alienated 
Munson and touched off the Yankees 
soap opera season of conflict and 
controversy, all was forgotten Tues­ 
day night.' Jackson powered New 
York to an 8-4 victory over the Los 
Angeles Dodgers and gave the 
Yankees the World Series, four 
games to two 
"Ah. the taste of victory,” Jackson 
said, swigging a bottle of champagne 
in the jubilant Yankees locker room. 
"This symbolizes victory and being 
champions." 
One year after the 
ankees suf­ 


fered World Series disgrace, a four- 
game sweep by Cincinnati last Oc­ 
tober, the Yankees were No, 1—the 
only number acceptable to owner 
George Steinbrenner. 
Steinbrenner, who bought the 
Yankees in 1973, is the architect of 
the Yankees’ supremely successful 
season. It was Steinbrenner who 
spent $2.9 million to bring the free- 
agent Jackson to New York. 
“The next morning, after we were 
beaten in four straight by Cincinnati, 
we began working on this year. 
Steinbrenner said. ‘‘I swore it was 
not gonna happen again. 
"Now, we re on top and we re gon­ 
na stay there.” 
More than any other player, 
Jackson drove the Yankees to the 
top. The Series’ Most Valuable 
Player with a record-breaking five 
homers and a Series-leading .450 bat 
ting average, Jackson stoked a hot 
bat in September to fire the Yan­ 
kees to the American League East 
Division crown. 
All his hitting heroics helped him 


overcome a season of mental pres­ 
sure that would crumble a lesser 
man. First, there was the spring 
training rem ark that degraded 
Munson, the Most Valuable Player in 
the AL last year. 
Soon after the remark appeared in 
a national magazine, Jackson had his 
celebrated run-in with Manager Billy 
Martin on national television. The 
two proud men argued and nearly 
came to blows in their dugout in 
Boston, and the TV cam eras 
recorded every moment. 
But Tuesday night was a time for 
the Yankees to bask in the thrill of 
their victory and the awe of witness­ 
ing Jackson’s home runs — one of the 
most powerful and theatrical feats in 
World Series annals. 
"He beat us single-handedly, said 
Dodger first baseman Steve Garvey 
"I've never seen a performance like 
that in the World Series. ” 
It was the sun and the moon of 
superstar performances. 
"Guys throw around the word 
superstar a lot,” said Jackson.

What Jackson did was tie Babe 
Ruth's record of three homers in one 
Series game. It started as if Chris 
Chambliss would be the hitting hero 
as he had been last year in New 
York’s playoff conquest of the 
Kansas City Royals. Burt Hooton 
walked Jackson on four straight 
pitches in the second inning, and saw 
him score on Chambliss' home run. 


Then Jackson took matters into his 
own hands. He smashed a screaming 
line drive into the right field stands 
on Hooton’s first pitch to him in the 
fourth Then, in the fifth, he sent one 
from Elias Sosa on a similar fast trip 
into the right field seats 
"The bails were in. That's how 
they tried to pitch me all Series.” 
said Jackson "You can pitch me in, 
but don’t knock on the door and an 
nounce it. Even a dummy will adjust 
and I adjusted." 
Charlie Hough, a knuckleball 
pitcher, was hurling the eighth in­ 
ning. He threw his first pitch down 
and over the plate, but the result was 
the same: a mammoth hom er-this 
time to center field, an estimated 450 
feet away. 
"Nothing can top this,” said 
Jackson. "Who the hell is going to hit 
three homers to decide a World 
Series7 Hell, I’m not."

Dodger in the Sky” finally threw 
Tom Lasorda a curveball.

Lasorda, who claims to bleed 
Dodger Blue because of his long 
emotional attachment to he Los 
Angeles Dodgers organization, was 
bleeding more than usual Tuesday 
night after watching the New York 
Yankees tear apart his reputable 
pitching staff. 


“We lived by the long ball all 
season and we died by it in the World 
Series.” said Lasorda after the 
Yankees hit four home runs, three by 
Reggie Jackson, to bury the Dodgers 
8-4 and win the 1977 World Series 
four games to two. 


"1 kept hoping and praying that we 
could get something started 
but it 
just wasn't to be, ” said Lasorda, who 
in the past had whimsically invoked 
“the Big Dodger in the Sky’ for sup­ 
posedly supernatural help 
Actually, the only thing su­ 
pernatural that happened Tuesday 
night appeared to be Jackson s perfor 
mance. It was the talk of the stunned 
Dodger locker room 


I think it was a night when he 
reteased a lot of his emotional ten­ 
sion.” said Dodger first baseman 
Steve Garvey, referring to Jackson s 
season of controversy in New York 
“ It sure was some performance 1 
have never seen one like it in my life 
in a championship game situation,” 


Lasorda agreed. 
■ Let's put it this way." said 
Lasorda 
"No one has hit three 
homers in one World Series game 


since 1928, so it has to be a hell of a 
performance I have never seen any 
better in a World Series ” 
While impressed with Jackson and 
the Yankees as a whole, the Dodgers 
would not let the loss of a World 
Series overshadow their brilliant 
season 


"Nobody on the Dodgers should 
feel ashamed.” said third baseman 
Ron Cey. “ Nobody believed in us at 
the start of the year, but we proved 
we were a great baliclub You have 
to give credit where credit is due. the 
Yankees were able to make all the 
right plays. Their pitchers made the 
good pitches, and their hitters got 
the big hits, I know we’ll be back 
next year.” 
Garvey and Lasorda expressed 
similar pride in defeat. 
"The thing was we never quit, 
even in the ninth and we were losing

LOR ANGELES (API — A bitter months long proxy 
fight at Hollywood Park has ended with election of a slate 
led bv Board Chairman Vernon 0. Underwood and Mrs. 
Marjorie L. Everett, the racetrack's largest single 
shareholder. 
The slate captured 58 per cent of the vote Tuesday to 
decisively beat a five-man board audit committee led by 
( harles B. “Tex” Thornton, who heads Litton Industries 
Inc. of Los Angeles, and Howard Keck, president of 
Superior Oil Co. of Houston. 
An outside vote-tabulating firm. Corporation Trust Co , 
gave the Underwood-Everett slate 1,036.160 votes and the 
Thomton-Keck slate 749.498. The dissidents received 
roughly 42 per cent of the 1.785.658 votes declared valid 
Results were announced by Underwood at a meeting at 
the Inglewood race track attended by some 50 
stockholders and track employes and the incoming board 
There are about 5.000 shareholders. 


Bid made for Caliente 


TIJUANA, Mexico (API — The state of Baja California 
and a group of Mexican businessmen are negotiating to 
buy the privately owned Caliente Racetrack, says Baja 
California Governor-elect Roberto De la Madrid. 
However, De la Madrid said, he will make no further 
statement on the situation until after his Nov. 1 inaugura­ 
tion in the Baja California capitol of Mexicali. 
The horse and dog track is supervised by the Mexican 
government, which is involved in the talks, since it 
oversees the operations of all race tracks in Mexico, De la 
Madrid said. 
The governor-elect denied that San Diego businessman 
John Alessio is involved in the negotiations But De la 
Madrid declined to rule out Alessio as a possible manager 
of the track, a post he once held. 
De la Madrid, former director of the National Lottery, 
said this vear the lottery was negotiating to purchase the 
track as part of a bid to introduce legalized gambling in 
Mexico.

NEW YORK (AP) — Roberto Duran of Panama and 
Esteban de Jesus of Puerto Rico will fight in January to 
determine who is the true lightweight champion of the 
world, promoter Don King announced Tuesday. 
Duran is recognized as champion by the World Boxing 
Association while De Jesus is considered champ by the 
Word Boxing Council. 
A spokesman for King said the fight will be held Jan. 14 
either at Las Vegas, Nev., or New Orleans and will be 
televised nationally by CBS. 
It will be the third meeting between the two fighters. 
De Jesus knocked Duran down in the first round and 
outpointed him in a 10-round nontitle fight in New York's 
Madison Square Garden in 1972. the year Duran won the 
championship bv stopping Ken Buchanan of Scotland in 13 
* rounds. It was Duran's only loss against 60 pro victories.

Paterno 
wins big 
in life 


DANVILLE, Pa. (AP) - 
Joe Paterno has a reputa­ 
tion for winning the big 
r 


— the Orange Bowl, 
Cotton Bowl. But the 
Penn S ta te c o a c h 's 
greatest victory came this 
week when his 11-year-old 
son opened his eyes and 
smiled. 
Paterno, one of the 
nation's foremost college 
football coaches, was not 
there Last Saturday when 
his lOth-ranked Nittany 
Lions beat Syracuse. He 
was anxiously pacing the 
halls of the Geisinger 
Medical Center here, 
where his son David lay 
near death. 
Inside the intensive care 
ward, doctors worked 
frantically to save his son 
Outside. Paterno prayed, 
comforted his wife, Sue, 
and reaffirmed his com­ 
mitment to family over 
football 
"It took a maximum ef­ 
fort to save him,” said Dr 
Henry Hood, chief of the 
m edical 
c e n te r 's 
neurosurgery department. 
"It took all the skills, tech­ 
niques and equipment, but 
he responded ” 
David Paterno. a sixth 
grader, fractured his skull 
after falling from a tram­ 
poline at school Friday, the 
day before his father s 
team faced the game at 
Syracuse 
The oldest of five 
Paterno children, David 
remained in serious condi­ 
tion Tuesday, but he 
regained consciousness 
and smiled at his parents. 
The boy s prognosis is 
good, but it could be weeks 
before the full extent of his 
injuries are known. 
The accident created a 
personal and professional 
dilemma for Paterno. 
National rankings were at 
stake and a post-season 
bowl bid might be in the 
balance. 
But Paterno knew he 
could not be in Syracuse 
Even the crowds, the ex­ 
citement, and a chance for 
• his 106th career win could 
not sway him from what he 
values most — his family.

change.” 
As for this week, Knox 
said, “Haden is starting 
because he played well 
Sunday” when Los Angeles 
dovmed New Orleans 14-7. 
The Rams, winners of 
the NFC West division title 
the past four seasons, 
currently are 3-2. In the 
last start by Namath, who 
became a free agent for this 
season after 12 campaigns 
with the New York Jets, 
the Rams were upset by 
the Chicago Bears 24-23. 
Haden came into that one

If the deal goes through, 
the merged firm will be se­ 
cond only to Merrill Lynch, 
Pierce. Fenner and Smith 
in revenues < $279 million). 
In capital ($166 million) it 
would rank third, after 
Merrill Lynch and Salomon 
Brothers. 


The new firm will be 
well placed when listed 
securities are traded in the 
over-the-counter 
market, 
since this needs substantial 
c a p ita l. 
The o fficial 
deadline is Jan. 
1, 1978, 
though the broking com­ 
munity is lobbying for a 
delay. 


The deal makes sense for 
both brokers. It will allow 
them to combine stock 
orders in one com puter 
operation, thus lowering 
unit costs — a big saving 
when the stock market is 
weak and trading volume 
low. Dean Witter is well 
represented in the far 
West, where it is based 
Reynolds is strong along 
the E astern seaboard. 
T h e r e is

nervously at their jobs. 


The merger especially 
favors Reynolds, which has 
lagged behind the profit 
p e rform an ce of other 
retail brokerage firm s.

The Clayton Act (of 1914) 
outlawed the pricing of 
goods below cost in order to 
drive competition out of 
business, and the Trade 
Act of 1974 restated it. said 
Speer, reading the latter 
act’s statement of pur­ 
poses. 
Paragraph 4 of the state­ 
ment declares as one of the 
aims “to provide adequate 
procedures to safeguard 
American industry and 
labor against unfair or in- 
jurious im port c o m ­ 
petition.” Section 301 
authorizes the President to 
impose quotas. 
But, he said, when 
foreign producers sell at 
below production costs 
“we think it's lovely” in­ 
stead of enforcing prompt­ 
ly the legislation on the 
books The 29 million tons 
of imported steel, he in­ 
dicated, is the equivalent 
of 100.000 domestic jobs 
Eager to point out the 
implications of steel’s dif­ 
ficulties for the local and 
national economies, the 
chairman contrasted the 
$30-a-ton discount obtained 
by the American buyer of 
foreign steel with what he 
said were much higher 
costs in unemployment 
compensation and lost 
domestic production.

A new Communist mayor 
in this capital of French 
champagne has turned the 
opulent city hall from a 
select gentlemen’s club 
into a center for leftist 
politicking 
Mayor Claude Lamblin 
and his Communist- 
Socialist city council have 
made few c o n c re t e 
changes in their six months 
in office. But their new, 
frankly political style has 
profoundly troubled the 
"champagne aristocracy” 
that used to administer 
Reims like a private 
business 
The leftist victory here 
in last March’s municipal 
elections was part of a 
sweep that catapulted the 
Socialist-Communist alli­ 
ance into control of 70 per 
cent of French cities with 
more than 30.000 inhabi­ 
tants. 
Lamblin’s triumph in a 
middle-class provincial 
c apital, and his a d­ 
ministration since then, il­ 
lustrate political shifts 
across the country that 
have given the leftist 
alliance an edge in crucial 
national elections next 
March. 
The upset win, by about 
1,500 votes in a city of 
200,000, closed an 18-year 
era of traditional govern­ 
ment presided by Mayor 
JCan Taittinger, scion of 
the region's best known 
champagne family and a 
supporter of President 
Valery Giscard d’FiStaing. 
Since then, the former 
city fathers have criticized 
L a m bl in's t eam for 
everything from inertia to 
economic naivete to 
sinister political manipula­ 
tion — to wearing sandals 
and turtleneck sweaters 
around city hall. 
“This can't last; it can’t 
last,” said Dominique 
Hanrot, president of the
